able to tell you what ſhoald determine it, 
you cannot but doe it on my fide; I am alſo

conſolation in my miſeries , that my gene» 
rousfricnds arc notequall co them, But the 
Night being alreadie too-far ſpent to begin 
afrc(h relation, he not only perſwaded them 
to deferr their:curioſitie 'rill the nexe morn- 
ing, bar alſo to permic Symander to ſatishe 
it; whole fidelitic had render'd him an unſul- 
peed thearcr of Artavaldes's Adventures, 
andwholc incereſtin his Princes life, and [e., 
crets;, render'd him a fit Relator of them. 
Call:mmachus and Artavaſdes having cx- 
preſt a greater ſorrow; that Artabbanes was

To oblidge the generous Silkaces, who 
was:then perfectly recover'd'; and ro filence 
thoſe feares,, which fo lang;:an« abſence had 
dowbrleſsconmacted in che fair Parthenifſa, 
but eſpecially is Lyndadorie , he (corjur'd 
himo begin bis journey jnto Panthia, and 
to leave:his'cure toche helpeoftzime,and of 
the Chyrurgions. Sillaces, though he were 
too much a Lover, not toeſtcem a ſeparatis 
from his'Miftzeſs a misfortune; yer he was 
alſo. too mach a fricnd,co leave ns. 
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fo ro him, in ſodangerons a place, & condi- 
tion;;:and beſides;,"fearing Artabbanes-had 
made him that requeſt, moreto fatisfiehim, 
than himſelf, he abſolutely declin'd it; but 
when by:many' preſſing proteſtations my 
Prince had remov'd thole doubts, ic was not 
long after, that Sillaces (taking the benefit 
of a Roman Gally, which was bound from 
Oftia co Tyrc) left: Artabbanes, having firſt 
concluded amongſt themſelves of what he 
ſhould ſay, and doe in Parchia, and having 
receiv'd from him a letter to the fair Lynda- 
dory, ſo filled with approbations, and excol- 
ments of hircleion, and of implorings in 
His favour, andadvantage , that had ſhe but 
only loy'd hir Brother , ſhe could not but 
have done the like:to hir Servane. *T was by 
my Princes command that 1 waited onh' the: 
generous Sillaces ro Oftia , where having 
ſcen him aboard, I return'd to Rome the 
ſame day, &paſſing bythe Capicoll to goeto 
| Artabbancs's lodging;] perceiv'd at the gate 
of it, a great conflacnce of people; my curi- 
olicic led ac ro enquire the cauſe of ir from 
one: who to[dime y it! was from a Salapian 
Lord; who had begg'd'of the Senate, o 
| | hea 
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head of Spartacus, which he was then taking 
dowae. This information made me imagine 
'twas the generous Perolla, who lſoon after 
percciv'd all in mourningian aChariotchat 
was ſo,andancere him the fair [zadora; in the 
ſame. Livarie, like the San ina cloud, I maſt 
confeſs, I had; a thouſand-pains to abſtaine 
from running to acquaint -them with a 
Truth, their ignorance of which, produced 
luch {ad , and noblc; cffes; butthe belicf, 
that the'discoveric ofir, was facter to proceed 
from my-obddicnce, than me;and-would in 
that qualitie,be better relifhe by them, I 


went haſtily.comy Prince, and having given 


him.an accompt of what I have you; withall 
the impatience which ſo juſt: a-concerne 
conld inſpire, he immediately commanded 
Mme toigoc, & acquaint the-generqus Lovers 
where he-was, and alluze them, that: had his 
wounds permitted him to pay them a viſie, 
no other impediment ſhould have ſuſpended 
him from that dutie. As ſoon as Lhad recei- 
ved this order, 1 went to obey ir, and though 
I came immediately after tothe place where 
] had left them, | learnt, that having taken

by what we doe, what we would have 
done , had our powers of gratitude pro- 
portionatedonr cauſe, or our deſires of it; 
which laſt we cannot more highly, or juſtly 
illaſtrace, than by aſſuring you, they cquall 
the firſt; and in our tranſcendent loſle we 
ſhoald receive ſome little relaxation, if one 
who Spartacus did ſo much eſtceme of as Sy« 
mander, would ſo much eſteceme of us, as to 
palle his life with thoſe who duriog their 


_ owne, will eternally deplore the loſlc of his 


generous Maſter's. Sir, (Ireply'd,} 1 ſhould 
be too-unworthy ſo noble an offer, had I 
ſurviv'd him in whoſe conſtderation 'tis 
made; No generous Pcrolla, Spartacus liycs, 
and does io, ſo much the more happily , by 
how much he knowes his life is conſiderable 
to you, and y/ill pat a period to a griefe no- 
thing can repaire, or equall, but his when I 
ſhall acquaint him with yours, and the faire 
Izadoras. 

Thereupon I made them that comple- 
ment my Prince had commanded me, which 
they no ſooner heard, than in r3 ptures as far 
tranſcending repetition, as imitation , they 
both 
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both conjur'd me to bring them ro a perſon, 
who by the obligations of gratitude,and vir« 
eue, they acknowledg'd them(clves equally 
confin'd to admire, and eſtceme. "Twas by 
this time, about the cloſe of che Evening, fo 
that withoutany hazard they might give my 
Prince a Viſit, which when I had told them, 
they immediately went in their Chariot [ta- 
King me only with them ) to my Prince's 
Lodging , where the generous Lovers con- 
tinued their teares, though for a contraric 
cauſe, to that for which chey had uſually 
thed them. *Twas in this interview conti- 
nued Symander ) that Perolla acquainted 


| Artabbanes, how that having heard of his ' 


fatall loſſe at the Battell of the Trenches, 
& thata Headas repleniſht with the gifts of 
the Minde, ag of Nature,was ignominiouſly 
fixt on the Capitolt, both he, and Izadora, 
dreſſing their Bodies, in the livery of their 
Mindes,came purpoſely from Salapia, & had 
begg'd from the Senate the remainder of a 
perſon, who could not be more an Enemie 
to Rom, than a friend to Salapia, and them, 
The Senate, who alwaycs eſteem d of Grati- 
etwdc , as knowing they had the greate(t

power to create it in any, & beleeviug thoſe 
that had it for their Enemics, would not 
want it for them, in one aQion, to reward, 
and create ours , graunted our requeſt, with 
which we intended to returne, and to have 
raiſ'd ſuch a Trophie to this part of the dead 
Sparcacus,as ſhonld have evinced the jult, & 
vaſte eſtceme we had of the Living. Perolla 
farther told him, that ſince his leaving of 
Salapia, their Fathers had as much admird 
at their paſt difterences, and cruelties, as 0- 
thers did at their preſent friend[hip, which 
was (oe ſettl'd,and perfect, that itreliſht not 
a little of what had cauſ'd it;and that alreadie 
virtue was fo habituall tro them, that it ap- 
pear'd rather an effect of their nature, than 
their change. Artabbanes by many em- 
braces tothe generous Perolla, and retribu- 
tions tothe fair Izadora,acknowledg'd their 
virtue, and goodneſle, and proteſted he was 
more latisfy'd with their Fathers friedſhip to 
them, than with theirs to him , ſince he was 
more concernd in their ſatisfaftion, than 
his owne; which they could not ſuſpet, fince 
he evinc'tit inthe moſt pregnant teſtimas» 
nic, 
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Bat after ſome other diſcourſes of this na- 
ture, Artabbanes who remember'd the preſl- 
ing de ire the generous Lovers had demon» 
Rrated to learne his qualicie, & Life, & that 
by the diſcovery of the faire Partheniſla's 
Conſtancy, he efteem'd himſelfe diſoblig'd 
from any longer filence,he acquainted chem 
with it, who-no ſooner heard of a Conceſli- 
of his former denyall , and nothing citc had 
ſapprelit cheir imploringe , by freſh impati- 
encyes they invited my Prince to fartisfy 
their longing. This he did, by telling chem 
exactly all his Adventures, in which they 

fojaſtly ſympathiz'd, thatic invited him co 
doe the like, inthe ioy chey aflum'd, at 
that happy intelligece he had ſo miraculouſly 
xeceiv'd from the generous v1llaces ; Neither 


. didthey after the knowledge of my Princes 


quality, pay himany more relpc&, or af- 
fe&ion; For their Graticade, and V ircae,had 
zendcr'd them.uncapable of any. acccllions 
of that Nature. 

I will not(ſaid Symander) ſo unneceſſarily 
intrench-on- your attentions, as to informe- 
you-how conſtantly every day the virtuous 
Salapians viliced Artabbanes,nor of the ex--

cellent entertainment their converſation 
ave him, for 'tis high time we ſhould leave 
that Italy , which had bin the Scene of ſuch 
diſcrepant cyents, To cffe&t this the ſooner, 
] will informe you, that the generous Ven- 
tidius being return'd from the Gulphof Ta- 
renrum , came to my deare Maſter, & there 
acquainted himof what depriv'd him of the 
honor of your Company, which his Friend- 
ſhip for you,made him eiteem a greater mis- 
fortune , than the deprivation it ſelfe; and 
indeed Ventidius, to render your precipi- 
rate departure the more excuſable , render'd 
it ſo dangerouſly neceflarie,, that Artab« 
banes had eſtcem'd the Misfortune of your 
having left him without cauſe, a leſs one, 
The generous Romane upon your ſcore, 
or that of virtue , ſo aſſiduoully viſited, and 
ſery'd my Prince, that his obligations had 
no anfruiefull returne, if their deſtgne was 
to acquire him: really his Friendſhip. At 
length after two Moons, my deare Maſters 
wounds were well-cnough clos'd, to permit 
him to thinke of Parthia, and the Night be- 
fore his deſign'd departure , Perolla (who 
apprchended,ina ſtrange Country,he mighe 
75 _ not 
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not be ſufficiently provided ) came and 
brought me the richelt lewells I had ever 
ſeenc,anddefir'd me to catry them with me, 
to remedy any misadventure, | was much 
more ſatisfy'd with his care,than he was with 
my aſſurance , that Artabbanes had enough 
of them to ſupply his neceſlicies, and with 
my proteſtations ( after he had carne! 
preſt me to accept them for my ſelfe , ) that 
I wonld carry away nothing of his, but the 
memory of his vireae, Pcrolla immediately 
after went toArtabbanes, with whom he had 
left the faire IzZadora, where he conjur d him 
before hir to permit his waiting on him into 
Parthia, ſince he, and the Gods, had left him 
no other way to demonſtrate his Gratitude, 
& affetion. Artabbanes abſolutely refus'd 
this offer, and was much more troubl'd at 
the makingit, than eyer 1zadora was. 

My memory not ſcrving me to repeate 
the generous Lovers finall Civilities, | will 
not ſo much wrong their excellence , as to 
dreſs them in my own expreſſions; The nexe 
day after this ſeparation , they return'd to 
Salapia with the falſe Sparracus's head, 
which ( cither to diſguiſe the Truth , or in 

| honor 
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honor to any thing which bore that name) 
they cauſ'd magnificently to be buried, and 
eycr after liv'd in the unimitable joys of a 
virtuous Loye ; and that thoſe cannot be 
tranſcended by any others, is not a greater 
Truth, than it is, that never any more jaltly 
deſervd them. The ſame morning my 
Prince left Rome, he went to Oſtia , where 
the obligeing Ventidius expected him, not 
darcing becauſe of his eminent qualitie , to 
wait on him. thicher , leſt it might have 
provd a dangerous Civilitie. There my 
Prince by Veacidius's fayour found an ex- 
cellent Gally, well fitted and Man'd, teadie 
to receive him, and his Commands. 

"Twas aboard, that theſe two great Men 
took leave, and twas in that ſeparation [ 
discover'dcharmesin the generons Romans 
Perſon, and diſconrſe, which could be no 
more reliſted, than (ſufficiently admird : ar 
length having mutually vow'd a friendſhip 
as unalterable, as that they had for virtue, 
and confirm'd it by many [trit embraces, 
Ventidias return'd privately to Rome , and 
the whole Ginge immediatly with cheerfall 


\ Thouts,and vigorous ſtroaks, made the Gal- 
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ly run faſter than that River it had fo lately 
abandon'd; but the Wind blowing a ſteadic 
galc at Weſt , exempted the Slaves from 
mach labour, and (o facilitated ont intended 
voyage, that in twentie dayes we caſt An- 
chor in the River Orontes, which waſhes the 
walls of Antioch;whither the ſame night my 
Prince went, having largely rewarded , the 
Slaves, the Marriners and the Officers of 
Ventidius's Gally. Ar Antioch having fur- 
niſht our ſelves, with twocxcellent Arabian 
Horles, and having learnt that the wayes 
thorough Syria, and Mcſoporamia, were 
mach obſtructed by Crafſas's Armic,which 
poſleſt all the Bridges, and other conſidera- 
ble Paſles, Artabbanes to avoid any proba- 
ble impediments, determin'd to leave thoſe 
two Provinces, on the South, and fo by the 
way of Armenia and Media to get into Par- 
thia. This was by much the more ſecure 
courſe, and not very much the longer, We 
had alrcadie perform'd (o much of our jour- 
ney, as to the Banks of the River Corindas 
which rans thorough Arlacca, one of the + 
noblelt Cities in Mcdia, and were not paſt 
cight Furlongs from ic, when from the |; 
height 7 
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keightof a little Hill, we discover'd a fight; 
which though not very conliderable for the 
Number of the Combatants, yet it was for 
thoſe of the.dead;for of above fourtie, Two 
only remain'd alive, which by the richneſle, 
and beautie of their Armes, but much more 
by their Courages, demonſtrated themſelves 
to be the Chietfe of either Partic, Not farre 
from the Scene where this Tragedy was a&t- 
ing, ſtood a Chariot whoſe Horſes cither by 
detigne, or accident, were running up and 
down the field with their Harneſſes broken, 
and in it was a Ladic, who we thought was 
the Iadge, or Reward of the Vidtorie, and 
who by what we could diſcerne of hir, when 
we came ncarer( for ſhe was vail'd) ſeem'd 
too, to be a worthy cauſe of ſoc generous a 
Diſpute. My Prince extreamly taken with 
ſuch conrages,and beleeying to permit them 
to deſtroy each other, would be as great a 
Cryme in him, as in thoſe which endea- 
vour'd it, pulling downe the fight of his Hel- 
met, he rid up, andthruſt himſclfe berweene 
them, where having receiv'd on his Shield, 
ſome Blowes which their furic intended for 
cach other, he conjur'd them both, by whac 
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they vala'd moſt, and by thoſe lives which, 
by what hc had ſcene of them, were too-con- 
fiderable tobe fraitleftely loſt; That nalefle 
the Cauſe of their Quarrel were mortall, they 
would deflt from a fight, which wonld give 
both, or one of them. wounds, which would: 
prove ſoc, He that wore'the greene Armes, 
cichcr inrag'd to lolc that dawning advan» 
age he had over his Enemic, or to be incer- 
ruptcd fe6 ating a Revenge he was very in» 
tentups, told my Prince1n a furious Tone; 
Who ever thou becſt, that arr ſo over-offici- 
ous, know, that did | nat belceye thy care of 
my Enemy, procceded/from chy- ignorance: 
of his Crymes, 1 ſhould! by thy defending 
a Perſon ſo repleniſh with them, Jeave the 
puniſhment of his, for the paniſhment of 
thine ; which out of that: beliefe; 1 withnow 
omit; but if chis declaration be nor ſuffici-: 
catco reftraine thy Alliftance', thon (halt 
finde thy Death , in thy mistaken Charity, 
Then clapping Spurres to his Horſe, and 
ſRciking my Prince's with the flac of- his 

Sword, he joyn'd againe his Adverfaric, & 

ſo inceſſantly preſt him , that before my 

Prince could come to- punilh the Conquer- 

or, 
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| (oxy or defend the vanquiſhe, the former 


had paſt his Sword thorough the latter; who 
by chat farall chrult ler fall his owne, and his 
Bridle , employing both thoſe hands which 
had heldthem, ro hold himſelfe in his Sad- 
dle ; The Horſe finding nothing to reſtraine 
him, rann with his wounded Rider up and 
downe the Field z he inthe '(greene Armonr, 
had donbtleſlc made the Death of his Enc- 
my, the end of his victory, bad not Artab- 
banes run afrer-him to. hinder it, which fo 
inſenc't the Stranger; that leaving his old 
Enemy for his new, he only ſaid , ſince by 
undertaking my Adverlaries defence thou 
wilt partake of his Crimes, prepare thy 
ſelfe rodoe the like of his puniſhment; And 
then with an ative Rage, he diſcharg'd ſome 
furious bloweson Artabbanes, who moy'd 
by this freſh acceſſhongo his former affront, 
receiv d him fo briskly , that the Stranger 
found he had nndertaken a Quarrell fat 
more difhcule, than that he had ſo adyanta« 
giouſly, & lately decided, | knew too-much 


| the Lawesof Honor, and my Princes Con- 


rage,to offer him any aſſiſtance from Mine, 
and therefore only continu'd a Spectator of 
C2 4 
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a Combate , which though repleniſhe with 
many admirable things, yet none appear'd 
lojaſtly ſo ro-me, as that Artabbanes was ſoc 
longa conquering, | maſt confelle, his Ad- 
verſaries courage gave me inclinations for 
him, that the way in which he imploy'd it, 
might juſtly haveexempted me from, and [ 
had longer conctina'd my admiration;, had 
not I by chance caſting my Eye on: the 
South-fide of the little Plain we were in, per» 
cciv'd Ten Horſe-men which came ont of a 
Wood which confin'd it on.that ſide; Two 
of them having obſerv'd the dangerous con- 
dition the wounded Gentleman was in, ran 
to his Aſſiſtance, one of them vaulting up 
behind him, up-held-his toctering Bodic in 
his Armes, and the other leading his Hoiſle 
by the Head, retook (with their Charge) the 
way they had come; But the remaining 
Eight, came a. gallop-towards that place 
where my Prince, and-the Stranger , were 
prodigally.cmploying their valours againlt 
each ocher, which united were hardly able 
to ſecure thera; Their being ſo 1ncent on 
each ochers-raine, made them oor confiicr 
how.ncare their owne was, which co prevent, 
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I ridde up and acquainted them, with what 
their Eyes immediately did ; wheretore the 
Stranger more concern in the Ladies ſafe- 
tic, than in his Revenge, or hopes of Victo- 
ric, immediately told Artabbanes ; Valiant 
Stranger, The difference betwixt us, is not 
of loc bigb a concernment , but another 
time may ſerve to decide it, and having 
found in your (worda virtue worthy to ſerve 
ſo great a Beaucie as theſe are coming to ra- 
vith from me'; 1 ſhall not fcruple to defire 
your aſſiſtance, orat leaſt your neatralitic;

ceſlion,you will conquer me a more certain, 
and a more facile way , than that you have 
now undertaken. My Prince extreamly (a- 
tish'd wich this generous proceeding, told 
him, If | receive any trouble from what yon 
morion, "tis only leſt you might think I 
grant that ro your deſire, which I would to 
your condition, or to the Beauties you ſoc 
reſolutely defend; neither can you doubt by 
the cauſe of our preſent Diſpuce, that [ 
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wonld not practice for-you , what 1 did a- 
gainft yon. Artabbancs had not time to 
give him any other afſurances than what his 
{word did, and findiog ir-neceſtarie, and juſt, 
to joyne with my Priace, 1 did it; onr Ence- 
mics, though they loſt at the firſt charge, 
twoof their reſoluteſt Companions , were 
not ncareiſoc mach furpriz'd therear;, as'to 


ſce ſoe:ſrange, and ſudden an union againft 


them;bur this myſteric ſome of chem had 
-not Lite caongh-lcft to unriddle , yer the 
others made ſo vigorous a refiftance, that 
the Stranger had loſt. his Life , if my Prince 
by the death of one of his Enemies, 


( which was come behind him) had not hin . 


der'd it; 1 had my ſhare in the danger, & the 
ViRory, the firſt by receiving ſome light 
wounds , and the laſt by killing him: which 
gavethemme : In bricfe, our Enemyesſar- 
viv'd not their defeate,for the Combare end- 
ed not but with their Lives. "The Stranger 
had-no ſooner done ating towards, & ob- 
{erv'd this trath,cthan he came ro my Prince, 
andlifting up his Helmerr told him; Gene- 
rous Stranger, ſince ] hold my Sword from 
you, the Gods forbid 1 (ſhould cmploy-it a- 
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gainſt you.; if l have now any deſignes up- 
on you, they.are notonly by imitating you, 
to preferye your Lite by the hazard of mine, 
but if the occakion'd were offcred by the ab- 
folate loſle of ic. The Stranger had (carce 
figilhitthele words, when he found himfelfe 
in. my Princes Armes ,, who by repeating 
ewicc or thricethe Name of Sillaces, made 
me know 'twas that generous Prince, whom 
he ſo paſſjogatly embrac't. You may belceve 
(contiawd! Sytmnander .) this accident pro- 
dac't no- {mall admiration in Artabbanes 
which was raif'dtoa higher degree when Sil- 
laces after knowing my Prince told him , 
"was upon;his ſcore, he had chen bin fight- 
ing, and that it was againft Surena. When 
Artabbanes conſider'd he fought againſt his 
Fricad for his Encmy, itraisd in him fome 
jalt;cepinings again(t che'ſtrangeneſle of his 
deſtiny; but as ſoone as he refleted on his E- 
nemyes being the fair Zephalinda's Brother, 
they were immediatly filenc't;8& if anything 
1a this cacouncer. attlited him, 'ewas, that 
he had drawne his Sword! againſt Sillaces, 
and not that he had done it for Surena, My 
rice allur'd his generous Fricnd of this, 

Fe | who 
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who could nor ſufficiently admire at a 
Friend (hip ſo cfhcations, as that it ran ina 
Blood; whe even one of it,had ated aſmuch 
tocreate his hatred , as the other was capa- 
ble of, for the raiſing his affection , and e- 
Reme. But Artabbanes , who was impatient 
of all discourles, but thoſe which tended ro 
the learningot his deſtiny in the faire Par- 
theniſla's Condition , carneſtly implor'd 
from Sillaces an accompt of what he knew 
concerning it; who reply d,that his abſence 
in his ſcarch,had made him but from ſecond 
hands, and confus'dly learne it, but that the 
Beauty his Sword had ſo much injur'd , & 
ſo much (ery'd , could give himanexact re- 
lation of all. My gencrous Maſter , who was 
confirm'd by that Zeale with which Sillaces 
had embrac't hir Service, that it was Linda- 
dory ( thoogh he conld not fancy by what 
ſtrange ad ventures ſhe had left Parthia and 
needcd his Sword) went with Sillaces- to the 
Charriot; Burt great Gods! what was his ſur- 

rize when he: found 'the Beauty in it was 
the fairc Parthenifla? I cannor tell you with 
how many tremblings and proſtrations he 
expreſt his joy, & wonder , before he could 
doe 
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doe either, by his words; nor can I tell you 
with what emotions the admirable Parthe- 
nifla found, hir Deliverer, was a more tran- 
ſcendent 'felicitie than hir Deliverance! 
Never (contint'd Symander )neverdid any 
mortall, appearc ſoe like thoſe that are nor; 
ſoc that if the Gods had not referv'd adorati- 
on for what only was a Deitic, and not for 
what mecrited to*be one, my Prince muſt 
have converteda flame of Lovec,into one of 
Devotion. His Three yeares abſence had 
ſoe perfeted thoſe morning Beauties , that 
the light which ſces every thing , never ſaw 
any ſo exaQtly accompliſhr ; inſomauch that 
had the Gods given eternitic to hir then 
Beaarie, they could have given it no other 
acceſſion, Artabbanes who receciv'd hir 
Flames as faſt as hir Eyes inſpit'd them, was 
ſoe entirely taken up with that employment, 
that he continu'd filent as long almoſt, as 1 
have bin ſpeaking; bur no ſooner had his 
words the libertic of utterance, than he told

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needed it; you cannot ( Madam ) doubt of 
your Power, when, as an effc of it, after 
my Cryme,l dare preſent my ſelfe before my 
injur'd Princeſſe ; Bur may I nor feare | re- 
ceiv'd this command from your Revenge, & 
not your Mercy, lice to behold the Virtue, 
and Beautic | have wrong'd, is one of the 
moſt ſenſible puniſhments could be inflict- 
ed on me for having done it; and it had bin 
more juſt (if you had not eſteem'd it other- 
wiſe becauſe it was more eafte for me, ) to 

have executed your Revenge, than obcy'd 

your Mercy;Neitheris it a (mall Misfortune, 
that by a Cryme, 1 come to implore it for 
one; but yet by having fought againit your 
Deliverance, yon may discover my Sins a-

Icions, but my Fate; for nothing but ſoc 

unreſiſtable an impulſton, could have made 

me cither doubt hir profeſſions, and con- 

Itancie, or fought againſt her Intereſts, 

If (Gid Parthemiſſa)the generous Artab- 
bancs hazarded my Deliverance by his 
aword, he has cſtabliſht ic by the ſame wea«» 
pon, and abundantly repair'd a (mall injury, 
by what acted it; and if he doubted my. pro-

feſſjons, and Conſtancic,he was ſoexcellent- 
ly deluded into that mistake, that ir had bin 
a greater Miracle he had avoided thoſe 
thoaghes, than that he aſlum'd them, 1 may.

fear'd as much the disclofing of my Inno» 
cencie, as he deteſted my ſeeming want of it; 
for | kacw the discoveric of his crror, would 
but too-abundantly puniſh ir; & 1 was more 
concern din his felicitic, than eſteeme, the 
later being an advatage I wholy apropriated 
to my ſelfe, which alſol could not,bur by his 
cxtream prejudice. Ah Madam, (the raviſhe 
Artabbancs reply'd) the more you discloſe 
your virtne, the more you manifeſt my Sin 
in having doubted it; and you increaſe the 
puniſhment thereof, by endeayouring to 
extenuate it; Tis npon that ſcore only, that 1 
receive with joy what you now deliver, as I 
ſhall doc any thing of that qualitic with the 
ſame reception, that contributes to a ſuffer- 
ing | cannot more deſerve, than | am ambi- 
tious to embrace; Yes faire Partheniſla, if 1 
have langniſhe ſo long a Life after the c- 
vincement of my Cryme, *twas becauſe 1 e- 
ſteem'd Death rather a Reward , than a ?n- 
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niſhment of it, and becauſe you command- 
ed me to returne, which the more zealons- 
ly 1 obcy'd, becauſe in that obcdiencel e- 
videnc'c I would decline no other petnance 
could be inflicted on me, this tranſcend- 
ing all others, as mach as my offences docs. 
But now Madam, thatI haye eftected that 
command, [ct your next be, to become the 
Execationer of your Juſtice; you will prove

. Great Gods! ( reply'd Artabbanes) you arc 


not ſo infinite as my loy,or the mercy which 
has created it; neithet of thoſe. know any li- 
mits, &-your power does, by being uncapa- 
ble but by them to make me valae, or cher- 
riſh my Life; Yes my Priaceſle ( he conti- 
na'd , embraccing hir knees, and printinga 
Thouſand burning kifles on hir hand) you 
have by ſo obligeing a declaration, invited 
the happy Artabbanes almoſt to approve his 
Sin, in rendring it the efficient cauſe of fo 
tranſcendentan cvincementof yonr favour, 
& made him as much.in love with his Life, 
as withyou, oras you are with virtae; and 
ifeyer he employes one moment of it but to 
celebrate your Mercy, may he xepeat thac 
Cryme which has ſo abundantly prov'd the 
vakneſle of it, or into higher puniſhments, 
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if the Gods were capable of infliting on 
him, any that were fo. It was { conting'd Sy- 
mander ) by an infinite Number of ſach cx- 
prellions, that theſe generous Lovers gave 
aſſurancesof their being ſo,which 
beingWiſhe, the Princeſſe ( who 'till then 
had bin ſo intent upon this admirable Ad- 
ventnre-, thart:ſhe had omited to caſt hir 


Eyes on Sillaces, (who fo prodigally had ha- 


Zarded his Life to revenge and breake hir 
impriſonment) thendid it, and being con- 


vinc't 'twas he, by his having lifted up his, 


Helmet, ſhe made him retribations worth

what created them , which fill'd Artabbanes | 


with new admirations, for he thitherto had 
thonght that his Friend, and his Princeſle 
[ eſpecially by the former having addreſt 
him to the latter ) had ſcene and conver(t 
with one another before ; (which by a 
rare accident they had not,) but during the 
Combate, my generons Maſter had receiv'd 
ſome wonnds , which by the emotions of fo 
paſſionate a converſation , were fo inflam'd, 
and had ſo mach bledd, that he began to 
give (ome {ymptomeof fainting, which caſt 
Partheniſla into one ; the carc of whoſe reco- 
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very, created Artabbanes's: but as ſoone as 
ſhe was reſtor'd to hir-ſelfe becauſe of Silla» 
ccs-wounds as well as my Princes, and that 
it was late, we relolv'd to goe to Arſacia, 
which we eſtcem'd a Place of ſecurity againſt 
the attempts of Surena's Partizans, ſhould 
they have any defires of revenge , whillt Sil- 
laces, and Arcabbanes wounds facilitated 
their ating it; 1 omir ( ſaid Symander ) 
purpoſcly, thoſe fayoars the faire Partheni(- 
{a honor'd me withall, which I had no ſooner 
receiv'd and acknowledg'd, thanl went eo a 
Countrey-houſe in fight of the place where 
all chat have cold you happen'd, and there 
by good Fortune lighted on a young fellow, 
who by often driving a Waggon , had ſome 


| lirtle skill in Drivinge a Chariot : with his 


helpe we got together the Horſes, & mended 
their Traces; but becauſe my Prince's, and 
his Friends wounds made it dangerous, and 
painfall to ride, by Partheniſla's re-iterated 
imitations, they went into hir Chariot, and 
in that manner came in the cloſe of the E- 


| vening to Arſacia,where _ helpe of our 


young Peaſant ( who was liberally rewarded) 
we got into a private Houſe,the Gates being 
TH alreadic 
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alreadic locke; and becauſe my wounds were 
ſo favourable as'to-permit me to pay my dn« 
tic, to thoſe my condition and inclination 
owed it, I went, and got a Chyrurgion who 
liv'd in the Suburbs, from whom 1 ander- 
ſtood that the then Governour of Arſacia, 
was Zenophon, which was no ſmall fatisfa- 
ion to Artabbanes, whom he had learnt 
from Moneſes, had ever bin a faithfull ſer- 
vant toall his Family. I muſt acknowledge 


my fatisfaftion at it was not inferior to his, 


for my-Pather, and Zenophon , were Cou- 
ſin-Germanes, and yet had bin more united 
by Friend(bip,than by Blood;which obliga- 


tion never ended bur with my Fathers life. 


But before my Prince would permit his 
wounds:to be dreſt, tic waited on Partheniſſa 
to her Chamber. | 
"Twas there, by a world of reiterated, 
and paſſionate expreſſions, that he acknow- 
ledg'd his Cryme, and the Mercy that had 
produc'd it, which latter gave him aleſle ill 
opinion of the former, by finding experi- 
mentally there could be. ſomething: that 
tranſcended it, which 'till fo obligeing an c- 
vincement, had neyer enter*d jnco his Faith.

and not tobe an Enemy'to Typrancs Quiet, 
4nd hixowne , volancarily contm'd kimfeite 
in Patthia. k was long'before we knew what 
created fach angrounded jealoofics inwur 
King , and'ſo ſtrange a way of ſupprofimg 
thetn in/his Vacle; bat now the Myſtery is as 
viſible as his diſlembling that has fo long 
hinder'd it from'being ſo. Merinzor, the farit 
Prinee ofthc Blood (after Moneſes ) afpir'd 
by Arte, and Sin, to acquire that prehemi- 
nacnce which Nature bad deny'd him ; and 
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_ having by admirable infinaations made 


Tygrancs aſmnh his Subject by inclioation, 
as he was his, by daty, he fo ſacceſlefally re- 
proſcated ta him , the danger of having the 
Next, and certain Heire ( by Typrancs a» 
verſiqn , ordiſability for Women ) to be in 
the Government , or Kingdome , that at 
length the King byfome aſages which nei- 
ther were confiltent with Moncofes Quality, 
or diſpoſition, neceſfirated your generous 
Fatherto an Exilkement; This was no ſooner 
effected, on which Merinzors defignes were

for hir. This internall warce concluded; by 
the advance of Pompey ad exterior one be- 
gan; Orodes, and the Prince Pacorus with

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avaſt Army marcht to the confines of Ar- 
menia, & the Prince Phraates with another 
into Syria, to infeſt the Roman Colonies, 
hoping that by making two W arrcs abroad, 
they ſhould hinder any to be made athome. 
I parpoſely omit telling you what Comple- 
meats Arſaces made me at hisdepartare , & 
how he proteſted, if he ambition'd Lawrels, 
*twas only to lay them at my feet. Bur by 
the as-{trange, as ſudden Peace Pompey 
made with the Armenians, he found himſelf 
neceſſitated ro advance with a part of his 
Army into Syria to fortifie that of Phraates, 
which abundantly needed it, by the Roman 
Generall's being more concern'd to relieyc 
his Friends, than to make any new acquſiti- 
ons. Pompey by this re-inforcement 'of his 
Enemics, or call'd home by the dawning 
confuſions ia Italy, fettl'd his Aﬀairs by 
Treaty with Orodes, and fo returned to 
Rome, and the King to Nineveh, where he 
was receivd in Triumph , his Flatterers al- 
leadging he had obtain'd a victorie, by not 
lofing one to the Romans; Pacorus had not 
ſo mach as this pretence to arryumphanc 
reception, for he was entitely- defeated by 
=-..200 the 
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the generous Artavaldes, who uſ'd his fac- 
cc(s ſo handſomly, that his very Enemies did 
hardly cnvie, or deplore it, Surcna who a- 
mongſt many others enjoy'd the benefit of 
his Civilicie, aſſar'd me it had produc't the 
effect, 1 mention'd. The winter of this year, 
the Court conſtantly reſided at Nineveh, & 
Arlaces as conſtantly perſecuted me,though 
I malt acknowledge 1 avoyded many impor- 
tanate Dayes, by Surena's Art, and Fricnd-» 
{ſhip.. About this time there happen'd an 
Accident, which though for. a while it ex» 
empted me from Atſaces Addreſles,. yet 
ſoon after it afforded him a Libertic to con- 
tinge them with more aſ{1duitio, and hope: 7 
Twas the Death of his Queen, who having * 
bin. in ſome danger whilſt (he was in labor © 
of Phraates, had ſolemnly proteſted, if Inno ©;

from the World,and dedicatc hir the reſidue 
of.hic Lifc.. This the Goddeſs pranted, and ** 
this the (Queen perform'd, __ though the * 
accompliſhment of this vow was eſtecm'd a 
great misforcune, yer it was 2 greater, —_— 
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ſhe had not made it after the generous Paco- 
rus Birth, The folemaitic of the funerall 
being celebrated for one Queen, Orodes 
attempted to make another, by offering me 
that Title,inſuch carneſt & preſſing words, 
that I was aſmuch troubl'd to finde they were 
xcall, as another would have bin, to have 
doubted it. Whilſt the Queene was living, [ 
had ſome pretence todecline his Addreſles, 
and to render. that an impoliibily from his 
condition, which really was one from mine; 
Though he often told me; That his Queene 
by having, voluatatily bani(ht-hirſelf from. 
his Bedd , had given him provocation c- 
nough to make another aſſume hir place ; 
That though it were a cuſtome amonglt the 
Kings of Parchia to have but one wife, yet it 
was not a lawe; which though-it had bin, yet 
the cauſe of his infringing it , would ſuffici= 


v cently appologize for it, and that my.Beauty 


would renderthe preſerving that practice, a 
{tcanger thing , than. the violating of it. 
To this I anſwer'd , That it was a pregnant

painfully avoyded. Theſe ſad reflexions., 
though they were much extenuated by the 
conſtant viſits, and conſolations of Lynda- 
dory, and Zephalinda, yet at length they 
had ſo cfhcatious an operation on me,that by 
degrees they calt me into an indiſpoſition,, 
which jacreaſt as the allotted time for the 
Kings mourning cxpir'd, The Gods ſhall 
be my witneſs limplor'd them with conſtant 
Tearcs, and Prayers ,to ſend mc ſome fuch 
Sicknels, as might raine this little, and nn- 
fortunate Beautie , which was ſo likely elſe 
to.rnine me: I did this ( generons Artabba 
nes) out ofa true-character lhad contratted 
of your virtue, which I concluded could not 
deſpiſe one that wanted Beauty, bat by ha- 
ving loſt it for you ,-and who apprehended 
not the lofipg your affection, in giving you 
an evincement as great , as:unfortunate of 
hir own. Artabbanes by. an action altoge- 
ther humble, and acknowledging interrupr= 
ed his Princeſs to make his words doe che 
like, which tothe beſt of my reinembrance 
were theſe, Thongh there are notany things 
Iſo paſſionatly ambition as the rranſcend- 


+ entfclicity of receiving teftimonyes of my 
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Princeſſeseſteeme, and of fatisfiing hir, I as 
dore the Beauty of hir- Mindc,, at leaſt as 
mnch as that of hir Face; yet I had mach ra- 
ther be reloly'd of the former, & convince 
hir of che latrer, by aſſurances & by vowes, 
than by (o fatall a- manifeſtation ; neither 
would the Gods give ſo undeniable a proofe 
of their want of omnipotency , as to deſtroy 
a perfeRion-they cannot reſtore or repeate; 
"twas bettera thouſand times the criminall 
Artabbanes ſhould loſe his hopes, than the 
world ſo unimitable-a Beauty-; and Arſaces 
could not be (o unjuſt in having fo perſecut- 
inga Paſlion for it, as you Madam , in wiſh- 
Ing it ſodeare and criminall a care. I did not 
only ( ſaid the fair Partheniſla ) with -it that 
cure, but rather than he ſhould wantir, I 
would have conferr'd iton him by my Death; © 
and *ewas bat fie | ſhoald at that for the © 
preſervationof my affetion, which only can | 
puta periodtoit, My Prince would have * 
madc. hir ſome proportionate retributions 7 
to what had made him eſteeme- it necefſarie, > 
had he nor efteem'd it more ſo, to obey his 
Princeſlc, who impos'd on him the keeping | 
of lulence, and as a farcher confinement to ic |» 
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ſhe thas continu'd hir discourſe, Whilſt I 
was langniſhing away a Time which yet I 
thought much more toog{hort, than Arſa* 
ces the contrary , the generous Pacorns ne*- 
ver left oliciting his Father,'cill he had pro- 


card aſecond Army torepaire the disgrace 


of having loſt the firſt ; which he had no 
ſooner obtain'd , than he did too a Victory 
againſt the Armenians, which had wanted 
nothing of mericing that Name , hadit bin 
wonne againſt the ſame Generall, to whom 
Pacorns had loſt one ; but perhaps had he 
bin preſent, who ſhould have perfected his 
ſucceſs,it might have hinder'd it. Artavaſdes 
thought he deriv'd chis Civility from Sy- 
mander , *till he had proteſted he did that 
Trath from Parthenifſa, whoſe words, and 
Story the Faithfull Servant thus proſecuted. 
My indiſpoſicion (the Princeſs contina'd » 
proceeding abſolutely from that of the 
Minde, had a languiſhing, and ſlowopera- 
tion on the Body, which the Phy fitians (aid 
nothing but time could render dangerous. 
Arlaces having aſſum'd this belief, the lefs 
inconyeniently to paſs away the remainder 
of the Morning Year , or to uſurp the Glory

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of his Sons ſucceſs, or ( as he proteſted to 
me) to avoy'd ſeeing my indiſpolition, which 
bis ſympathy would make himaſſame, with 
an Army rais'd in haſte, he march'd ſo, to 
the licge of Tygranocerta, which Pacorus 


the next day after his Victory had belicg'd. 


Artabbanes to exempt the fair Partheniſſa 
from an unneceſlarie trouble , acquainted 
bir, how he had from the generous Ventidi- 
ls, reciev'd at large the relation of all thoſe 
eranſactionsin Armenia, which he promis'd 
that Night to Communicate to Sillaces. I 
have then ( (aid the fair Parthenifla ) bur to 
informe you, thac Arſzces came to Niniveh 
before Pacorus & Altezeera, which though 
he alleadg'd was bur torender hir reception 
the more conſiderable, was indeed to ſum- 
mon me of my inferr'd engagement, the laſt 
day of his mourning , being that of his re- 
curne. The continnance of my indispolition 
gave mc an accepted. excuſe, which 1 would 
have conſtantly purchas'd at the ſame rate. 
Neither did I defpaire of both , and that 
which gave me thoſe hopes was, the having

which Arlaces by avilic entirely baniſhe, 
forafter he had commanded ({ having firit 
obtain'd my permiſhon) all the Company 
toretire , he told me ; That indiſpolicion 
(Madam)which Idid hitherto.confider as my 
paniſhment.alone,] now dot as yours alſo; 
for the jult GoJs have impos'd it onyon, to 
revenge your not rewarding a Flame as 
bright, and pare; as thoſe Eyes, and: that 
virtue which created it, The ycare of 
mourning my fair Priaccls is now expir'd ; 
Your fo long declining to be my Queene, 
made my Minde weare that Livery,as much

ry ie;neicher Madam can you doe it, without 
pabliſhing you have not delay'd, but refus'd 
ro reward my Paſſion, for ſiace to deny me 
my care, youdecline your own, that bclicf 
will be with more reaſon alſum'd,than ic can 
be Rejected, Sir (I reply'd ) you might ra-

them(clves , but if it commanded them a 
journey, they might too perform it;Neither 
did they only make theſe aſſarances, but by 
raking off their plaiſters,evinced their truth, 
which as much ſurptiz'd, as pleaſ'd thoſe 
that had recciv'd the wounds, and Callim- 
machas, who was no leſs concern'd in them, 
who conjar'd our Princes to reflet on the 
cure of the Bodie,as an carneſt of that of the 
Minde, Artabbanes who was the moſt de- 
ſperate Patient in that Sickneſs, gave Calim- 
machus ſuch a reply as he was forc't to tell 
him, Your condition ( generons Prince } 
cannot be worſe than Minc has bin, for I 
have ador'd a Beaatic, with a Paſſion, both 
which never knew any Superior;and though 
the Gods call'd hir to themin as fatall a way 
asever they could the faire Pattheniſla, yer 
thoſe powers have demonſtrated theirs, in 
giving me afterwards a quict , which made 
me envie no ones elſe : They cannot be 
Gods were they not omnipotent, and being 


ſo, to doubt their goodncls, were to innite 


them 
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them not to manifeſt it. Artabbanes & Ar- 
tavaldes were both extreamly ſatisfy'd to 
lcarne an aſſurance of fo ſtrange a truth, 
from a mouth they could notdoubt, which 
by demonſtrating there were wayes of feli- 
citic in Love withoat fruition, made them 
no longer believe, That, an impoſſibility, 
which their baving till then done, had crea- 
ted their greatelt Torments; And donbt- 
leſs they had then obrain'd from Callimma- 
chus a Story which was ſo requiſite to the 
calc of their ſufferings, as the relation of his 
would probably have prov'd,, had not the 
Sacrificers come in at the ſame inſtant to tell 
Callimmachus, that they now expected but 
his preſence, and Commands, to begin their = 
Datyes, This Summons plac'd a ſuſpention, 
though nota period to our Hero's curioſi- 
tics, which they had no ſooner told Callim- 
machus,than he promiſt, having heard their 
Adventures, to acquaint them with his own, 
Immediatly afterwards he recir'd himſclfe to 
put on his Pontificall Habit , which having 
done, he return'd to our Princes, who then 
percciv'd in his Meene, that Grace, & Ma- 
jcſty,which *till his having acquainted them 

| O he 
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he was of the Noble Society of Lovers , they. 
had not obſcrv'd ;. and indeed they were (o- 
entirely taken up with that contemplation , 
that not only they cfteem'd him worthy the 
bigh Title he pollcſt of Prince to the Prieſt 
of Venus, but they had eyen forgotten in 
that employment, how that by the datycs 
of his, they were then to learne their Fate. 
Bit Callimmachns himſclf put them in 
minde of it, by conducting them downea 
large Stair-Caſe , built of Marble, which de- 
liver'd them into a broad Walke, border'd 
on Either ſide with five Rowes of Cypreſs, & 
Myrtle Trees, promiſcuouſly planted, which 
were water'd by two Springs , whoſe pretty 
mucmutcings pleas'd the Eare, aſmuch as 
their clearneſs did the Eye , or their coolneſs 
the Taſte; And though the fides of this 
Walke were fo well adorn'd , yet the extrea- 
mities of it were much better, for at the Eaſt 
end, ſtood the Temple it felf, and at the © 
Weſt the dwelling of the Prieſts, which in a © 
Creſſant extended its two Hornes to cach Þ 
end of the Mirtle & Cypreſs Trees, Twasjin 
this vacuity that our Princes found all the © 
preparatives of a Sacrifice, which was to pro- Þ 
CUre 
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cure them an Oracle, they had with ſo many 
3mpaticncies expeted, The Prince of the 
Pricſts was no ſooner ſcene by the reſt, than 
immediatly they directed their ſteps to the 
Temple; The firſt tharmoy'd, were Two 
hundred Religious Men, with Garlands of 
Roſes, and Myrtles, on their heads, andin 
each hand the Efhgics of a Flaming Heart, 
tocvidence, the Goddeſs they ador'd , was 
the Queene, & Inſpircr of Love. After theſe 
follow'd Fifty white Bulls, & as many white 
Heifers crown'd with Garlands of Annemi- 
nes, in celebration of Venus's changing 
hir fair Adonis into that flower ; Theſe were 
led by a Hundred young Men in cloathes, 
as white,as thoſe Naturc had given the Beaſts 
they held; Fifty Maids in the ſame Livery 
<carrycd in their hands as many paire of 
Turtles; And after theſe, Fifty others car- 
ry'din Silver Cages as many Swans. Theſe 
were follow'd by the Angurs and Vidtima« 
res, the former, bearing a Czlcſtiall Globe 
asa Badpe of their Profeſſion , and the 0- 
thers, ſome Sizcrsof Gold, ſome Sacrifice- 
ing Knives, and ſome Axes of Silyer, as a 

Badpe of theirs. Thoſe Youths which car- 
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ry*'d the Wine and Milke, follow'd two and 
two, intheir places & order ; and laſt of all, 
ſome Tenne Paces before Callimmachus 
( who was follow'd at that diſtance by our 
Heco's/there wenc the Virgin who was to de- 
liver the Oracle; She was bleſt with ſo much 
Beauty , that ſhe appear'd a fit Servant for 
the Quecene of it; Hir Robes were as white 
as hir thoaghts; the treſles of hir Haire were 
fo bright, and long, that they merited better 
to be convertcdinco a Conttellation, than 
Berenices did ;they were ty'd up with Del- 
phian Lawrell, & wreath'd Garlands of the 
fame, crown'd hir Head : 'twas in this order 
the generous troop arriv'd.at the Temple, 
whoſe Front extended it ſelf from North to 
Sonth, a hundred and Fifty Geometricall 
Paces; at whoſe extreamitics were two Pa- 
vilions , whoſe. Pinnacles ſcem'd to looſe 
themſelves in the Clowdes, The Walls both 
of theſe, & the Curtaine, were adorn'd with 
great Branches of Foliage carv'd inthe ſtone, | 
andina large Compartiment compos'd of | 
Groteskery were ſcene Sphynxes, Harpyes, | 
the Clawes of Lyons , and Tygres, to evi- 
dence, that within, inhabited Miſteries, and 
Riddles,

Riddles.Over the Portall was a table adorn'd 
with a largerCompartiment, wherein there 
was ia bigg Letters of maſſic Gold inchafed 
into a great ſquare of Porphbire, this Inſcti- 
ption: THE TEMPLE OF THE 
Goppesss OF Love, eAND 
OF WYFHAT INSPIRES '# xf 
On each ſide of the Portall, there aroſe 
from the Earth two ſquare Baſements, 
the ?linth of cach of them was beanti- 
fy'd with ſculptures of great Relieve; one 
of them was crown'd with the Statue (in 
Pharian Stone) of the Boy the Goddeſs 
bronght into the world; And the other in 
Corinthian Stone, of the Boy lhe lov'd beſt 
in it : Our Hero's had hardly leaſure to con» 
ſider theſe few exterior imbelliſhments as 
mongſt ſo many others, becauſe Callimma- 
chus having given the Sigaall , the Sacrifi- 
cers and victimaries ſtopt their martch, and 
having rangd themſclves and their victimes 
on either ſide the way, made a large one for 
their Prince, who ſtill follow'd by Artabba- 
nesand Artavaſdes, went into the Quire of 
the Temple, which immediately eccho'd 
wich ſuch divers and harmonious voyces , 
O 3 that 
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that for a while all their faculties reſign'd up 
their FanRiohs to their hearing ; bur that 
Sence at length reſign'd its empire to the 
Sight, which wanting Parthenifla and Alte- 
zZeera, could not more nobly be entertain'd, 
than in the adornings of the Temple. The 
firſt Table was Venus aſcention out of the 
Sea, much more white than that froth the 
Poets ſay ſhe was compoſ'd of, Near this was 
a mach larger, where the happy Paris ſtood 
Tndpe of thoſe Beantics, whoſe perfeRions 
came in competition, by that Apple given 
at Pelens wedding, by the Goddeſs of Dis- 
cord. Never any Beauties more juſtly me- 
ricted that name, than thoſe the Painter had 
expoſ'd to the jadgement of the happy Son 
of Hecnba; but yet the Artiſt had fo much 
given the preherinence to hir, to whom 
Paris did, that he conld not have declin'd 
doing ſo, withont being as blinde, as hir Son, 
Oppoſite to this PiFture was the Goddels's 
falling in Love with the faire Anchiſes, who 
graſing his Herds, litcl: rhonght how near 
he was poſſeſſing ſo much Beantie, & being 
Father to a Son , whoſe Sword was to con- 
queras'many, as his Mothers Eyes, Neare 
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to this laſt Table, was the Beantifull Son of 
Cinyras, who Venus more admir'd, than ho 
did hir; & in the ſame PiRare was contain'd 
alltheir Amour's, how ſhe wept his being 
Kill'd by the Boare, or his being drown'd 
contemplating his owne Beautic in the 
ſtreame, for of both thoſe ſome learned Po 
ets have ſung. Laltly hir converting his 
dead bodie into an Annemine, which ſhe 
water d with hir tears, and who by death be- 
ing render'd yncapable to reward hir weep- 
ings, by kiſſing them away, ſeem'd etcxnally 
to bla(h at ſo uofortunace an impotence. In 
a word, all the reall or imaginarie Loves of 
that bright Goddeſs, were fo well repreſent» 
&d by the Artiſt, that if (he had no cauſe to 
bluſh for hir cleRing the origioals, ſhe had 
as lietle,for avowing them in the Coppy;on- 
ly indeed hir unfortunate ſurprize in the 
Arms of Mars, occaſion'd by a Paſſion as 
ugly as the PoſlcſTor of it, was there purpoſc- 
ly omitted;but the wound ſhe receiv'd from 
the crucll Diomed was nor, efteeming ic per- 
haps a greater glory to evince, hir bloud gaye 


. a being to the lovely Roſe, than a ſhame or 
Prejudice that a Deitic could bleed, 


But 
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But all theſe repreſeatations being rather 
evincements, {he was the Subje&, than the 
Goddeſs of Love, in other Tables were the 
illuſtrations of that truth. There our Prin- 
ces aw the volatile Jupiter, courting, and 
pollcfling the faire Io; the ſtrange Metas« 
morpholis the God made of hir to conceal 
his Amours from the jcalons lano; how in 
ſpight of his disguiſe ſhe discover'd them, 
then begs, and obtain'd the transform'd 1o, 
of hir Lord, who grants, what he durſt nor 
refuſe; how the Nymph was committed by 
the ſuſpitions Goddels to the care of Argus, 
whoſe hundred Eyes were too- vigilant for 
the offended God, who to make thoſe Centi- 
nels ſlcepeetcrnally,that would not momen- 
rarily, ſends down Mercury, who by the 
charms of his #luſick, ends his vigilance, 
then with his (word ends bis Life ; how Ju- 
no having firſt adorn'd the trayn of hir own 
Bird, with the Eyes of the unfortunate and 
faithfall Argus , to let hir God undcrſtand 
ſhe not only knew, but could revenge his 
Murther, makes lo as frantick, as hir jealou- 
ſic had made hir ; who yet runs with the 
ſam: celerity over che world , as (ſhe would 

t0 
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tothe embraces of hir lupiter, . The Paint- 
cr in an other fide of the ſame Table ſhew'd, 
how the Heifer flew to her Father Inachas, 
into: whole trembling ſtreame ſhe leaps: ro 
quench hir heat, and thirſt ; from thence he 
makes hir ran into Egypt, where ſhe re- 
ſames hir former ſhape by the permiſſion of 
lano, who had then recciv'd an allurance 
from lupiter to abſtain both from the de- 
fices, and acts of love; the gratefull Io in hie 
trac ſhape returnes to let hir Father (ce it, 
that he might participate in hir joy,as he did 


. 1a hir affliction, which latter had fo operated 


on him,that he had wept himſelf ſo big, be 
was as anknowable ro his Daughter, as (ſhe 
had bin.co him; but at length , maugre their 
new disguiſes, they knew each other, and Io 
havivg perform'd this charitable dutie, rc- 
tucns again to the Banks of Nyle, where hic 
extcrior, and intrinſecall Beautics, made the 
Pcople which drink of that Floud, cc hir 
for their Goddels, under the name of Iſis. ln 
an other Table was the ſame inconſtant God 
fallen in Love with the fair Daughter of 
Lycaon King of Arcadia; but knowing that 
warres of Love are different from all other, 
: P lince 
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fince inthole , the conqueſt by yielding, is 
more pleaſing than that by force, the God 
layes afide his power, and finding one day, 
the fair Califto repoſing hirſclt after the 
chaſe, under the friendly ſhadow of fome 
Myrtle Trees, he aſſumes the ſhape of Dia» 
na, whoſe Nymph ſhe was, andin that Me- 
ramorphoſis enjoyes felicities which do 
more Metamorphoſe him; nay, he ſeems to 
eſtcem his power of altcring his ſhape, more 
than thatof being a God, fince the former 
afforded him tranſcendenter delights in the 
fruition of his Caliſto, than the latter, ia the 
moſt powerfull effe@ it could otherwiſe pro» 
dace. Intheſame Table wasdemonitrated 
how Diana discover'd the loſs -of hit 
Nymph's padicitic , how ſhe baniſhe.hie 
from hir Societic, bow the unfortunate Ca« 
lito wasdcliver'd of Arcas, all which che 
faſpitions Inno at laſt discoverd, and in re- 
venge converted hir Ryvall into a Bearc, 
which Arcas once had kill'd a hunting , had 
not lopiter (taking pitic of both, ) canght 
them up into Heaven , and converted each 
of them into a Conſtellation. le ſeem'd that 
the Goddeſs of Loye took delight to have 
ES, expoſ'd 
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cxpol'd to the Eyes of Men, how mach, and 
how ofccn, the great Iapiter was hir votarie; 
forthcre was an other Table of his Loyes 
with the Beantifull Daughter of Acrifias, 
King of the Argives, who was ſo ſtrictly im- 
prifon'd upon hic Father5recciving an Ora» 
cle of his Neath, by hic Sonac,thar the amo- 
rous God was neceſiicated to convert him- 
ſelf into a Golden ſhower, to quench his 
flame, There was diſplay'd in the ſame Ta- 
ble, Acrifins cxpoling his fair Daoghter, 
with the young Perlegs to the mercie of that 
Element, from whence the Queene of thar 
Paſlion which created hir faulc, had hir ori- 
ginall; how (hc, and hir Sonne were caſt up< 
onthe Coaſt of Daunia , and how Pilamnas 
the King of it marrycd hir : There was in an 
othcr cnd of the Pictures, the three Gorgons, 
Meduſa, Schcnio, and Evuriole, with their 
Treſlcs of Snakes, and with their one Eye, 
with which they Mctamorphoſ'd into ſtone 
all they beheld : In che ſame Table was Mer- 
cury, and 2allas, arming the valiane Perſcas 
againſt theſe three Sifters, how he found the 

eldeſt of them , and all hir Snakes, aſ)eepe, 
whoſe head he immediately car off , and 

ER  plac'd 
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plac'd in his Shield, with which he tarn'd 


Atlas King of Mauritania into ſtone, for de- 
nying him entertainment. In a word, there 
were al! the ations of this demi-God , how 
he conquer'd the Monſter, that would have 
deyour'd the beautifull Andromeda, & how 
he himſelf was conquer'd by hir; with all 
thoſe other Fables the Poets have ſo amply 
ſang on this Subjet: Two other Pictures 
contain'd the Paſlions of the ſame God to 
the fair Europa, and his aſſuming a Beaſts 
ſhape, to aft the ſenſuall-part of Love; and 
of the Platonick Moon, who.to poſlc(s En- 
dimion render'd him uncapable to poſlels 
hir, bat by dreams : There was in other ta- 
blesthe Amours of Aurora and Cephalus, 
with the Death of the unchaſte and jealous 
Procris; and to ſhew the power of Love in- 
deed, and chat the Sea ir (elf cannot quench 
its flames; there were alſo maifeſted ar large, 
how the God of that cold Element fell in 
love with the fair Amphitrite, how ſhe fled 
his Paſſion, and how he (cnt a Dolphin after 
hir, who prov'd a ſaccesfull Embaſlador, 
And though all thoſe Tables were ſo admi- 
rably repreſented , that to know the Story , 

| | you 
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you needed but toſee the Pictures, yet there 
were two Others which ſo intirely tooke np 
our Hero's contemplation , that after the 
ſight of them, they eſtcem'd none of the re- 
maining ones worthy of theirs; The firſt was 
of a Beautie -which conld nor bat be excel- 
ent, fince in Artabbanes's owne opinion , 
ſhe reſembl'd the faire Parthenifla, *T was 
that of the loyely Pliche , ſhe that captivat- 
cdthe God of Love himſelfe, & was fo long 
taken for. Venus,that had (he bin immortall, 
ſhe had eternally ( as (he did for a time )rob 
hir of hir vocaries & Altars; The Artiſt had 
ſo well repreſented this Nymph, that it Au- 
thoriz'd Venus's Enny and Mens miſtake, 
There was in this repreſcatation , how the 
King of Mileſia hir Father, by the command 
of an Oracle, abandon'd hir to the Gods 
upon a Mountaine, how the Zephirs carry'd 
hir oa their wings, into the fortunate Iſland 
to the Palace of Love, which 'till then, nor 
everliace,conld boaſt of fo admirable an A- 
dorament; how the fair Pſiche's two Siſters, 
at hir requeſt were bronght thither by the 
Zephirs, whocnvying their Siſters felicity, 
perſwaded hir 'twas not a God, but a n__ 
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ſhe bleſt with hir embraces; how the credu- 
lous Nymph contrary to hir engagement, 
conccal'd a Lampe by hir Bedds fide, with 
which when the lictle God had Rupify'd his 
Sences by roo-much ſatisfying them, ſhe re- 
ſoly'd hir doubts,bat by ſo untortanatca way - 
that adrop of Oyle fell npon Cupid, who. 

immediatly wak'd & flew away: There were 
further reprefented the tragick Death of che 
fair Pſiche's Siſters ; The Miſeries which af- 


tcr that fatall Night befell bir; hir deſcent 


into Hell, & at length hir aſcent into Hea- 
ven, to marry hir God , who now had par- 
don'd hir Cryme, 6 thereby derivda more 
ſublime fatisfaction from his mercy,than he 
coald have had in hisRevenge. Thelaſt Pic 
tare, which tooke ap Artavaſdes as much ag 
the other had Artabbanes's attetis, was that 
of the lovely Leacothoe, who as much re-« 
ſembl'd the faire Altezcera as Pliche's did 
Partheniſla. This Table evinc'd, that Arte 
or Nature were admirable, the laſt if it pre- 
ſented the world with ſach originalls, or the 
felt if it could fancy or deſcribe them, This 
was the largeſt repreſentation of any there, 
for ic ficft contain'd che Amours of Phzbus 

| | and 
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and Clictie, how that the former having ex- 
tinguiſhcall bis Flames in the fountaine of 
Love, ligmed them againe at the Eyes of 
the lovely Leucothoe;well did that perform- 
ance prove, that light , like vireae , looſes 
nothing by communication , for hir faire 
Eyes polleſt fill as much light , as they 
had given the Sann; Leucothoe ſeem'd to 
have ſomthing of felicity in hirCountenice, 


_ which wasdcrivd,not ſo much from having 


raviſht ſuch a vocary from ſuch a Nymph, 
bat that Phoebas who every day beheld all 
the Perfeions of the world, gave hirs by his 
adoring them, the precedency; *Twas admi- 
rable to obferve how the envious Sunne, 
which fades all other Bcanties, did bur en- 
lighten hirs ; how his perpetuall kiſſing hir 
Breaſts, and not melting them, aboandantly 
prov'd they had only the colour, not the 
nature of ſnowe;how it was a perpetuall fum- 
mer where ever Leucothoe was, how if ſhe 
flang hir ſelf under the protection of Trees, 
they ſoone loſt their treaſure , for hindring 
the Sun from beholding his;&how that Lo- 
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him ; ſo-conſtant.z} and ſo bright a Servant, 
could not etcrnally be deny'd ; Lencothoes 
coldne(s at length was difſoly'd, and Phzbus 
in hir embraces, recciv'd more joyes , than 
the world does in his Light; bur alas, thoſe 
felicities which fruition could not quench, 
weeping maſt; for the abandon'd Clittic' as- 
ſumes a rage proportionate to the loſs which 
inſpir'd it,and in the dictates of that Paſſion, 
acquaints Orchamus ( Leucothoes Father } 
with hirſtolen Amours; & though the. be- 
tray'd Nymph in a poſtare as moving as hir 
tearcs , repreſented the glory of ſuch an Al- 
liance , and that to pleaſe one of the Gods 
conld not be a fin againſtthe reſt , yer the 
cracll Orchamas baryes hir alive with hic 
Crymes;the San frighted at ſuch a Prodigic, 
hides his face in Cloudes; and weepes ſuch 
ſhowers of teares, that the world by his for- 
row, knew his Love. Twas well for Mortalls 
that he was confin'd eternally to his Eclip: 
tick, otherwiſe, to at his revenge ; he had 
deſcended on the earth, and reduced all to 
the ſame Alhes , his deare Levcothoe was; 
which the Fares having reader'd him nnca- 
pable of, he immediacly converts hir dead 

| | | body 
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body into an Inſence-tree , whoſe (weetnels 
ſeem'd toreſerye ſomething of its firſt princi- 
ple, and thongh dead,as much to charm the 
ſmell, or when living, the ſight. Inan other 
place of the Pifture was Clittie, who Phce» 
bus now hated as much as he had adord, 
running from one top of a Monntain, to an 
other, to overtake, and be near hir Lover, 
who to deprive hir of his fight, as well as 
Company,or perhaps having paton monrn« 
ing for the fair,and unfortunate Leucothoe, 
travcll'd till in a gloomie Clowd, which he 
had perpetually worn in revenge, and pricf, 
had-not mortals by inceſſant ſacrifices, bur 
eſpecially by thoſe offer'd of the new Inſece, 
obtain'd the Gods comand to aſſume his for- 
mer brightnes;which at leaſt he did;but then 
Clictic found hirſelf doubly burn'd , by hic 
heat, & by his;yon might have [cen hir,ſoc- 
times chrearning ; ſometimes imploring hic 
Lover; now invoking his power; then his 
jaltice ; & finally crying out, Either ſtay thy 
courſe, or give me the wings of thy Incon- 
ſtacy to overtake theehir Prayers, hir Tears, 
& hir Cries,opcrating no more on Phcebas, 
than that Nymphs ſhe had betray'd, did on 

Q Orcha- 
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Orchamus, ſhe fix'd hir Eyes inceſſantly on 
hir Lover, & by that Poſture,& hir unmo-. 
vablcels in it,by degrees took root, &by the 
Gods was converted into a Marygold ; who 
allday conſtantly gazes on the Sun, and all 
the night turns her head towards the Earth, 
as if ſhe ſtrove to force a Pallage with hir 
Eyes thorough theCentre,to the Antipodes, 
not to be at any time depriv'd of ſeeing hier 
Lover, Our two Hero's found not only a 
tclemblancein Beantiec, bat in Forcuncs be« 
twixt thoſe two Nymphs, & their two Prin- 
celles;For Artabbancs was confidert theGods 
had taken his Parthcniſla from the Earth, 
but to marry hir to one of them in Heaven, 
as the loycly Pliche was;and in that Faith he 
almoſt apprehended to go thither, fince thar 
could not bat be Hell, where he ſhould fee 
his Princeſs in an others Arms, And Arta- 
valdes thought , that what Orchamus had 
done to his Daughter, Artabazus,or misfor- 
tanc had done to Altezeera, who he con(1- 
der'd as bury'd alive in Pacorus's embraces, 
The Gods having deprivd our Hero's of 
ſceing their Princelles, the beſt felicitic they 
could allow them, conliſtcd in ſeeing w_

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ſo much rc{cmbl'd them; on which they had 
as conſtantly, and perhaps as cternally fix'd 
their Eyes,as Clittie did hirs on hir Pheebug, 
had not Callimmachus acquainted them , 
'ewas time to offer the ſacrifices of perfumes, 
and Turtles, which ceremony bring ended, 
they all wentont of the Temple, and imme= 
diatcly the Prince of it having given the 
ſignall, the cffuſtons of Wine, and Milk, 
were made ; ſome {mall tufts of hair which 
grew between the Horns of the Bulls, and 
Heifers, were cut with golden Sizers, and 
Aung into the Flame; which had no ſooner 
conlum'd them, than in a Moment all the 
Beaſts were knock'd down by the victima- 
ries, and their Entrails torn our, and pre« 
ſented to Callimmachus, who confider'd the 
Prophericall part of them , with fo ſublime 
a joy, that it forc'd him to whifper ro onr 
Princes, that the Gods without a Miracle, 
and without raining the Laws they them- 


ſelves hadeftabliſh'd ; could not long delay 


their felicities, for neycr were greater pro- 
miſes in victims, than in thoſe, This afla- 
rance brought our Hero's different Hopes, 
Artabbanes was joy'd in a belief that the 
Q 2 Gods 
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Gods would command him to ac his 
own Death, fiace he could not fancy any 
other way to quict, And Artavaſdes in» 
rerpreced he ſhould derive his ſatisfaCtion 
from their removing Pacorus, and placing 
himin his Fclicitics: but they were both 
diverted from any further refleRions , by 
the Augars giving libertic ro the Swanns 
out of their ſilver Priſons, who immediately 
directed: their flight ro Heaven, as to ac- 
knowledge their deliverance from thence; 
and were intended thither as a ſacrifice of 
quicker aſcenſion than-that of Inſence, Atl 
theſe ſolemnities being finiſh'd, thoſe which 
aſſiſted at them,retarn'd again into an other 
Ile of the Temple, where ſtood a Stata of 
Venus, which took upas much,and as juſtly 
the Bcholders admiration, as the Deitic 
could , which it repreſented it was all of 
Moſaick work, and the peeces cimmented 
with (ach excellent Art, that the moſt criti- 
ticall Anatomilt could not have milt fo 
much as a vecine, a fincw, or an Arteric. 
The Beautics of colours, of Aire, and of 
Features, were as-<xa, as thoſe of Cimme- 
tric; and for Eyes,the Statue was imbelliſhd

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with: ewo ſach refulgent Diamonds, that 
their very luſtre, like chat of the Suns, hin-+ 


 derd them from being confider'd bur by re- 


fiction : and thereby render'd the boldly 
contemplating the Deities face, as great an 
impoſſibilitie, as a Sin. *Twas at the feet of 
this admirable Statue, that Callimmachus 
proſtrated himſelf, having ia the ſame po- 
{ture on cither of his ſides, onc of our Prin- 
ces, who with perfect attentions, and equall 
deyotio, heard him dcliver this ſhort Prayer 
Faireit of all Goddeſſes, thou who firit deriv'i 
that Title from Nature , and then from Iuftice ; 
Thoufrom whom all other God's receive their o0« 
taries , fince only by thy [weet influences, Mane 
kinde 15 created, and continu'd, and ſacrifices too; 
bebold proitrate before thee, ryo of th y votaries, 
who have ne ver offer d on thy «Altars, Falſe, or 
double Fires , but have ſo conſtantly preſerv'd 
thoſe wounds thy Sonne firſt made in their bearts, 
that ever ſince they were,and are. fit examples for 
thy ſubjects, to continue ſuch; Though erven their 
ſufferings harve at leait proportionated their Con- 
Hancte ; doe not great Goldeſs ſo juſtly deterre 
Mortalls from that virtue , as to render it the 
rnme of choſe who moit per fectly poſſeſs it ; nor 
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give thoſe who allready dowbt thy Power , or 
Tullice , ſo much provocation to continue their 
Sinn, as thy continuing the misfortunes of theſe 
Lowers will amount unto, but by in-vefling them 
en felicities, as great as the Beauties they adore, 
emcee that the tryall of Confiancy , 1s not the 
puniſhment of it, 

Callimmachus having ended his Orizon, 
gavethe Tripos to the Virgin , who on it 
was todeliver the Oracle, and then with hir, 
and our two Hero's only , went to the vault, 
where they were to receive it, which was a- 
dorn'd with a Dome, that ſhot ſelfc fo high 
into Heaven,that none which doubted nor, 
that was the reſidence of the Gods, could 
doubt they inhabited init. The Virgin at the 
month of the Vault leaves thoſe three which 
accompany'd hir thither, and, after hir de- 
yotions were finilh'd,and that ſhe had (ettl'd 
hir ſelf on the Tripos, immediatly the ca- 

acions Temple,and ſacred Grove were co- 
ver'd with obſcure Clondes, from whence 
ſtrange lightnings, and Thunder , deriv'd 
their Birth ; a Furions Earth-quake ſhook 
ſuddenly the foundation of the Femple , & 


Groye;the Delphian Lawrell which crown'd | 
the 
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the Virgins Head, fell off it; hir haire ſtood 
an end and ſtar'd; hit Eyes roll'd wildly; hir 
Neck in athouſand curnings kept ir (elf in 
ancellant motion; hir heart bear apainſt hix 
Brelt, as if ic woald have forc'd a paſſage 
there; hir Month foam'd ; and in a word, all 
the ſympromes that the Deity iaſpir'd and 
polleſt hir, were viſible ; bur that which ren» 


| derd it nolonger capable of doubts, was a 


{hrill voyce which fill'd the ſacred Vault, & 
deliver'd theſe words : 


From Partbeni(ſa's 4ſhes I will raiſe 

A Phanix,in whoſe Flames thou ſhalt be bleſt; 

VFait then about this Temple a few Dayes,

Then after a ſhore (ilence,the voyce thus

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Callimmachus by a ſhort bat paſſionate 
ejaculation,acknowledg'd his joy & concern 
in ſo favonrable an Oracle , and then inre- 
peated ſacrifices, did the like; which being 
finilh'd,they return'd from the Temple,the 
ſame way they went unto it, and in a deep 
ſilence, which the virtaousPricſt obſerv'd no 
more, when they were cnter'd in onr Princes 
Appartment; For there by a Thouſand cm- 
braces he congratulated fo clear promiſes 
from the Goddeſs, of their fature felicitics, 
It ſcemes ((aid he ) they knew your deſpaires 
were too-pregnant , to give yon dark and 
ambiguous anſwers, they have now Icft the- 
ſelves no power to continue your miſcrics, 
bat by giving Men a fall liberty to ſuſpet 
their Juſtice, ſo that next the being poſleſt 
of your delires , yon have the bleſt ſecurity 
of being ſo, The Oracle ( Artabbanes coldly 
replyd )is very clear, and 'tis as much fo, 
that the Death the Gods hitherto hinder'd 
me from ating, they now promiſe me, by 
ſaying Partheniſla is reduc'd to Alhes: They 
would too have aid, that all my Torments | 
ſhall be crown'd with joy , not reſt , had they 
delign'd me any beſlings in Life , and the

mine to be the trne one: They cannot ac» 
complith their promile of reſt but byDeath; 
»tis that only after the loſs of Partheniſla 
can give it me; they do not aſſure me reſt as 
the way, bat as the end, and Crown of my 
Torment, ſo that they doc nor falſifie, bur 
rfe& their Oracle, in giving me no Ceſla- 
gion from ſufferings, but by that which con- 
ferres it upon every one. Callimmachus 
who obſervd Artabbanes's deſpair did but 
increaſe by his attempring to qualify it,only 
reply'd; I have ſeen thofe who built their 
Faichon a more firm foundation than you 
doe yours, and yct have bin (as I hope. you 
will be) happily mistaken; The Oracle 1am

of | confining my reſidence about this Temple 
hat & asthey have done Artabbanes's, who 1 am 
R 2 as 
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as mach troubl'd to abandon , as at that 
which makes me belicyc my doing lo necel- 
ſary, butas ſoon as I have found whether my 
ſuſpitions be rightly grounded, [ will not fail 
tO return hither, to be inſtructed in a Fare, 
I am nothing leſs concern'd in, than in my 
own. The Gods ( reply'd Artabbanes} can- 
not but deſtine me ſome tranſcendent ad- 
Vantage by enjoyning my reſidence here, if 
they but intend thereby to recompence the 
Miſcric of confining me from waiting on, & 
ſerving Artayaſdes in his intended voyage; 
bat 1 am ſo well verſt intheir inclinations 
for mc, that if he will permit it, 1 will rather 
embrace the aſlarcd bleſſing of accompany- 
ing him,than out of ſome ambiguous hopes, 
decline ſo advantagions a certaintic, Arta- 
valdes found this as Civill,as Callimmachas 
irrcligious, and Artabbanes found by their 
returns, that theſe were both their beliefs. 
The generous Friend having abſolutely dc- 
clin'd the offer, and the generous Pricſt ha- 
ving induc'd him which made it, to acknoy- 
ledge,he had bin in it as uncivill tothe Gods, 
as the contrary to Artavaſdes, they began to 
thinkon their intended journey next morn- 

ing 
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ingtothe Temple of Adonis, which, Cal- 
lim.nachas ſaid was not above Forty Fur- 
longs from Hierapolis; and becauſe the day 
was nota licele waſted in the precedent ſacri- 
fices, and that ſome part of ic maſt be em- 
ployd in preparatives for the future ones, 
both heand Artayaſdes conjur'd Artabba- 
nes to enjoyn Symander (who all the while 
was preſent ) to put aperiod to the relation 
he had begun. Artabbanes being ſatisfy'd, 
that in one performance he could oblige 
himſclfe, and thoſe he as mach deſir'd to doe 
the like unto; to effec both, retir'd to the 
entertainment of his thoughts, & left them 
toSymander's,who to obcy theirComands, 
— ficſt remember'd them, he was inter- 
rupted afrer Sarena's ſucceſs in the Caſtle of 
Eden, and that ſtill he ſpoke the fair Par- 
theniſſa's words ro Artabbancs, thas proſe- 
cuted hir Adycntures. 
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The ſequell of Pat thniſſa's and 
eAttabbanes's Story, 


'T hte day ( ſaid the Princeſle ) began but to 
expcll the obſcurity of the Night, when Sa- 
rena according to his promiſe, came into 
my Chamber, to let me know all things for 
our inteaded journey were ready; but he was 
ſo pale, and weak, that Zephalinda, Lin- 
dadory and 1, began to conſider that ſtrange 
alteration, as the effe of a new Misfortnne; 
but he affur'd ns it only proceeded from 
fome loſs of bloud in his late Combate; thar 
he found himſelf berter able to perform a 
journey than he ſcem'd to be; and that by 
ridcing in a Chartiot , he ſhould fee] no 
inconvenicacy , but what proceeded from 
being ina leſs-firting poltare to (ſerve me, I 
muſt acknowledge he appear'd in fo fad a 
condition , that I not only thought it leſs 
dangerous for him to indure a liege, than 
a journey, but told him ſo; and chough we 
joyntly,, and preſſiagly conjur'd him to re- 
flect on his own ſafety, and that we would 
hazard ours by a reſidence with him, rather 


than ſo much indanger his ; yet our Solicita- 
tions 
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tions were fraitleſs; for he proteſted 'twonld 
be more hazarded by the danger of my coti- 
niiog in Eden, or by hisnot waiting on me 
our of it,and ſettling mein a ſecure reſidence, 
than any other way : His Chyrurgion too, 
aſlur'd us he might without any great ha-» 
zard travell in a Charriot. This laſt operated 
more with usthaa all the reſt; for we knew 
the Laws of Sarena's Civility oblig'd him to 
contemne all danger; but we knew thoſe of 
the Artiſt , aſmuch oblig'd him to preſerve 
bis Paticnt from any ; we therefore deſcend- 
cd into the Conrr, where we foand all things 
ina defir'd Poſtnre, and ſome fifcy Horſe for 
our Convoy.Zephalinda and Lindory rode 
in one Tharriot, and Sarena ( by my reitera- 
ted deſires) & I, rid in another ; there was a 
Third for our Women: bat alas, we were not 
gone a furlong from the Caſtle, when ſome 
Scouts came in, and with frighted Looks, 
commanded the Charriot-Drivers to turn 
back, if they had a Minde to preſerve them= 
ſelves, or thoſe they drove. Surena at this 
Allarm, inquir'd the cauſe of it, which thoſe 
that broughtit, rold him , proceeded from 
500, of the Kings Horle , which were come 
a 
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a round Gallop from Nineveh; had (ciz'd on 
all the Boats were to ferry ns over the Ty- 
gris; and were by their helpe tranſporting 
themſclves into the I{land. Surena amaz'd at 
ſo fatall a Diſaſter , and as much, how what 
he had done coald already come to Arſaces 
knowledge, told me; We muſt Madam re- 
eurn , unleſs you will rather indure the Sicge 
of Orodes's Love,than that of his Force ; he ' 
had hardly ſaid theſe words , when we per- 
cciv'd a Clond of duſt , which , ſome of our 
Convoy that were moſt advancd, came run- 
ing totell us, was the Encmyes Troops; 
this made ns retire haſtily to the Caſtle , in- 
ro which we were ſcarcely cnter'd , when Sn- 
rena fell into a Swound , and his wounds ap- 
pear'd ſoinflam'd, that a Chyrurgion of our 
Convoy , who firſt at my Crycs ran to his 
alliance, proteſted to me, our return was 
the happicit accident conld have arriv'd his 
Prince, for he could not have continu'd his 
journey,and his Life; we had him therefore 
brought with great care, and noleſs haſte 
tro his Appartmcnt, from whence we ſawa 
Body of Horſe , which came a full Gallop 
near the Caſtle, where they drew up, and by 

Y waving 
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waving their bright ſwords , ſecm'd to invite 
thoſe in it to a Combate , which might 
change their colour, There was in Eden a 
young Gentleman called Arzimin,to whom 
Surena, as ſoon as he was reſtor'd to his (ene 
ces, committed the care of the Siege, till his 
own health would permit him to aſſume ir, 
Four dayes were ſpent in preparations for 
defence,and the night of the lalſt,there came 
into the Caltle 500 Hoile, & as many Foor, 
who cold us, that, more by Art, than by 
Force, they had paſt theKings Armic, wtiich 
nexe morning facd the Caſtle, and ſent a 
Herauld to Surena, who not Þeing in a con- 
dition to receive his Meſſage, ſent Arzimin 
todo it, who brought his Prince word; That 
Arſaces had ſent purpoſely to know what 
provocation he had receiv'd, that could in- 
vite him to ſo precipitate & dangerous a de- 
figae; That though the highelt Revenge 
would be but a proportionate Juſtice for a- 
buſing his Authority , and Favour , yet if 
he would fubmic him(clt to the former, he 
would reſtore him to the latter, Surena turn- 
ing his Eyes cowards me, ſcem'd to implore 
the anſwer he was to make; but cold him,

Fhad referr'd all chings, as well as my pro» 
tection to him; he therefore commanded 
Arzimin to let the Herauld know, that by 
reaſon of an indiſpolicion which render'd 
him ancapable of making any return to the 
King with his own hand, he was determin'd 
not to ſend any 'till he could ſodo it, This 
he did to protract the time, and nor to thruſt 
Arlaces on exireams , 'till Vixores ( who 
Surena then cold me was raiſing an Armic of 
his Partizans) cameto his relicf, The He- 
rauld deliver'd the King the Meſſage he re- 
ceiv'd, which Arſaces conſider 'd rather as an 
Afﬀfronr, than a reſpeR, and immediately by 
a Trumpet ſent tro know where our A ppart- 
ments were, that he might prohibic any 
ſhooting of Arrows at thoſe parts of the 
Caſtle; which having learn'd, he began by 
approches to attempt thewinaing ofa place, 
which contain'd io it,the objeCts of his moſt 
predominant Paſſions,his Love & Revenge. 
Above a Moon was cmploy'd in bloudie 
aſſaults and defences, by which time Surena 
was ſo well recoyer'd of hisold wounds, that 
he was in a condition to receive new ones, 
which bcforc he did, by a Trumpet, and a 
CEE -- . __ - Fa 
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Gentleman,he ſent the King a Letter, which 
he firſt communicated tame, & which con- 
tain'd thele words : |

Is I bare bin [0 unfortunate, as ſeemingly to 
take uþ Arms again(t my King ; yet 1 am ſo hap« 
pie a5 ro be ſatisfy'd they are really for him, Your 
reſolves ( Str ) 10 make Partheniſſa yours, and 
birs to decline a Crown of Empere, for one of Con-« 
Rancre, creates my performance , which 1 cannos 
call a cr yme, becauſe 'tu to preſerroe you from one, 
This only being the cauſe of my Arming , 1 e- 
fteem'd it not fit to diroulge it, but rather appeav 
4 Rebel, than manifeit your Papuon is one to J'ou;

Arſaces detain'd this Meſſenger, *till he 
had form'd a reply, which he was not a little 
tronbl'd to doe, for if he continn'd his Paſli- 
on, he muſt the War, and perhaps the de- 
{pair of taking the caule of it; & if he ſeem'd 
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to decline his Paſſion, he muſt violate his 
engagement, or what it may be he valu'd 
more. Whilſt this Dilemma was debating, 
the Armie, and Garriſon were ſo too; for 
there was, during the Treatic, noſuſpeni10n 
of Arms, and the Arſacians ſtorm'd an out- 
work, from whence they were beaten with 
lols and ſhame : Surena to let his Enemies 
know he was well, and could uſe his ſuccels 
ſo, with che greateſt partof his Garriſon, and 
himſelf ac the head of them , made (o relo- 
late a charge upon three great Squadrons of 
Horſe & Foot, who were to juſtific the allal- 
liars recreat, that he forc'd them all toa pre» 
Cipitate one, and doubtleſs had carry'd his 
Succels to a lublimer degree, had not Oro- 
des in perſon with 3000 (ele Hole, firſt 
pat aluſpenſion, & then a period to his vice 
torie, We law all this from off che Caſtle, 
and that Sarena did miracles 1n his perſon 
to regain the victoric, or it, but at length 
moſt of his Forces being cut in: picces, or 
taken Priſoners, he follow'd the fare of the 
latter, which he receiv'd from a Gentleman 
in black Armour, But we had hardly the 
leaſare to deplore ſoſcnſible a lols, ſince hs. 
a tat. 
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thatimpoſ'dit, did redre(s it too, by not 
only giving Surena his libertie again, 
bur by ſccaring it, till he came to the 
Graffe of the Caſtle ; Surena had bur 
few wounds for ſo many dangers he had bin 
cngag'd in;But of 1000 Horſe & Foot which 
which made the Sally, only two hunder'd 
retarn'd alive, and half of thoſe by their 
wounds continu'd not fo {1x dayes, Our im« 
paticnceto lcarn from whom both Surena 
and we had recciv'd fo (ignall an obligation, 
mic ns go meet him in the entrance of the 
Caltic, where he toid us privarly,that it was 
fromche Prince Ariobarzanes , who napon 
his knowledge of him, defir'd noother ran- 
ſome tor the reſtoring his freedome, than to 
granthim his Pardon, & procure him Ze- 
phalinda's for having deprivd him of it. 
This Gallantry both the Brother and Sil- 
terextol'd, in terms as great as it (elf , & the 
latter perhaps eſteem'd hir neceſſitated in- 
gratitade to him, as high: a misfortune, as 
Artabbanes's was to hir. The great loſs we 
ſuſtain'd by his Sally, redac'd us toa condi» 
tion ſo deplorable, that Surena himſelte be« 
gan to apprehend it , and to confels his beſt 

S 4 con- 
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conſolation was , he thould loſe his Life in 4 
Service , in which he had vowd to ſpendir; 
and thereby if he could not prevent my mig- 
fortunes,yet he ſhould not live to ſee them. 
The morning which ſucceeded this ſad day, 
there came a Gentleman from the Camp at- 
tended by a Trumpetter , who telling the 
Guards he was employ'd from the King to 
their Prince, was admitted, and receiv'd by 
him in the Court, where to conceal our de- 
ficiency , all the Garriſon but the Centrics 
on the Line were aſlembl'd, "The expreſs 


preſented from Orodes, a Letter to Surena, 
which without opening he immediatly came 
and preſented me in my Chamber, where 
Lindadory and Zephalinda were, to learn 
the effe of it; having there unſeal'd it, we 
found *twas all written with Arſaces's own 
hand, and contain'd theſe words: 


eArſaces King of Parthia, 
To Surena, 


'T Hough rhe condition the Gods bawe reduced 
youto, might invite me by reſentment , as well 
as juftice , to employ my Power , rather than my 
Mercy ; yet becauſe you attribute your cryme 10

me , 44d not only pardon your ba ving given hir 
ſo bad a tharatter of my Paſton, as what you 
hae ated muil make bir aſſume , but to drve(t 
har of Fear, and you of excuſe, 1 doe hereby engaze 
wy ſelfe by all thoſeobltgations I eſteem moſt [a- 
cred , 1 will be ſo far from forcing bir to be my 
Queen , #bat 1 will not ſolu it, and I would 
even give bir learue to ſeek a Santtuary under 
ſome other King , did 1 not know that would but 
too-much cloud the Government of bir own,which 
could not but be abborr'd, when ſo much Beautie @ 
irmue , ſhould be neceſstated to implore a for- 
raign Protection, 


This Letter gave me joyes which were 
nncapable of accellion, bur by both your 
returns; | rold Saurena, that the cauſe of the 
War being taken away , the «ffets ought to 
ccalc ; that doubtleſs Arſaces was reall in his 
promiſes, ſince he had { when they were free- 
ly made)aſmuch the power to violate ther, 
as he could have when I was in bis; that pro 
bably my coldacſs had extinguilh'd his Flac, 
which thooughit were nocommon operation 
in Love , yec it was ( as £urena he” * 
ay 
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ally knew )a poſſible one , & therefore ſince 
Arſaccs taking the Caſtle, which he had as 
much the power as the will ro doe , might 
inſpire him with intentions, our ſubmiſſion, 
and reliance on him would ſappreſs, I e- 
ſteem'd it the beſt courſe to accept of what 
we could indeed no longer decline. Surena 
was about to have reply'd , when one of his 
Servants advertis'd him, that the Gentleman 
employ'd by the King , had a Meſſage to de- 
liver him, which he defir'd might be without 
witneſſes, I obſcrv'd hima little ſarpriz'd at 
my motion , and it may be he was glad to 
cloud his disorder by this oppertanity,which 
he begg'd me to permit him to accept, ſince 
it was not improbablc, but it might be much 
conducive tothe forming our reſolutions, 
I know not whether he thought the making 
his requeſt was ſafficient towards the grant- 
ing, buc he had no ſooner delir'd my per- 
miſſion than he took it, and whilſt he was 
entercaining the Kings expreſs , the fair 
Zcphalinda was entertaining me with ſome 
fears ſhe but thea had afſlum'd , which 
were; That | had avoyded being a Prey to

from a great Bodicof.Vixores's Army, which 
were fallen npon one of the Kings Guards,

thing of offenſive in his Love , but his Love, 
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his denyall apon the indecencie of wanting 
ſome of my own Sex to be near me. Zepha- 
linda a thouſand times fruitle(sly eflay'd to 
lect Ariobarzanes know the truth of our 
condition , which ſhe ſaſpeed hir brother 
had kept from his knowledge , and thereby 
made that ſceman effeRtof his Art , which 
was one of his Treachery : This ſhe was the 
more intent upon, knowing that every op- 
portunitic AriobarZanes ( who was Licute- 
nant Generall to Arſaces, and condemn'd 


his deſires on me, which by the infuſions of | 


Surena, he conſider'd thorough a falſe op- 
tick) ſent him conſtant Intelligence , under 
pretence of concluding an exchange of Pri- 
ſoners, mutually made fo by fortunate, and 
nnſucceſsfull Sallyes, whoſe retail I decline 
telling yon, ſince 'ris ſufhicient you know 
they were frequent, and blondie. I believe 
you are confident, that I was fo of Sarena's 
not attempring againſt my honor , ſince 1 
folicited the remoyall of thoſe, whoſe pre- 
ſence might have reſtrain'd any defires of fo 
criminall a quality;and truly I maſtdoe him 
that juſtice , as to acknowledge he had no- 


which 
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which wasas civill, as unſucceſsfall. 
Though the violence of the Winter were 
preat, yet it lefſen'd not that of the Siege, 
which was ſo aQtive, asitleftno time to feel 
the rigour of the Seaſon, But the Spring 
which brought weather fit to continne the 
War, bronghe Sarena newes of his impoſli- 
bilitie of doiag it, for by the return of a Pri- 
ſoner (purpoſely made fo) for that end, he 
recciv'd from Ariobarzanes the certaintic of 
Vixores's repeated defeat, which was given 
him by the Prince Phraates,expreſly ſentby 
his Father to interrapt his leavies,or deſtroy 
thega, which latter he effected, though much 
of the Glory, and more of the danger, fell 
tothe youngPhraaraces,illegittimatc Son to 
Phraates, not then above ts years of Ape, 
whoſe Mother by hir excellent Beautic had 
bin Concubine to Cxfar, & who by him had 
bia preſented to Phraates, as an other was at 
the ſame time of reſembling Beantic, and 
profellion to Pacorus : Buthe return'd hir 
again to Celar, as a fitter preſent for his re- 
ſtication, than acceptance. Snreva at this 
fatall Intelligence, found as ſmall hopes to 
preſerve me from his King, as to obtain me 
X 2 for 
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for himſclf, & 1 began to aſſume ſome, thar 
what he had deny'd to me, he muſt grant to 
hisneceſlicie. But Vixores, though he had 
loſt the poſſibilitic of raiſmg the Siege , yet 
he had not of enabling his Brother to conti- 
nue it,which tocffc,with the reliques of his 


\ broke Army,of which he had loſt 22000,he 


advanc'dby long Marches,and unfrequented 
waycs,with 2000 Foot,which he had mount- 
cd, and by his admirable celeritie & ſilence, 
came (o unexpectedly to the Banks of Ty- 
gris, that the-Kings Eyes gave him the firſt 
intelligeace of his being there, which was no 
ſooner receiv'd, than all the Boats npon the 
River were drawn to one place,for the ferry- 
ing over ſome Horſe to- cat off this relict : 
Surena to facilitate the entry of it, made a 
furious Sally, and Vixores, the berter to pal- 
liate his fiction , made a brisk one againſt 
the Arſacians, with Two thouſand Hork, 
with which he had convey'd the Two thous 
ſand mounted Foot, who all this while ha- 
ving quit their Horſes; lay conceald in a 
Grove two Furlongs above Arſaces's Gnard, 
which was next to the Caſtle , from whence 
during the Allarm , they ſent over ſome 
exccllent 
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excellent (wimmers , who faſtening Ropes 
en that fide theRiver, by Ten Flat-bottom'd 
Boats , which as many Dromedarics had 
brought, and which for the conveniency of 
carriage, were made of Wicker , cover'd 
with Hides, without rowing,or driving down 
the ſtteam, in one hour, they had tran(+ 
ported over all the Souldiers; but as they 
were beginning todoe the like to the Provili- 
ons, Which. Surena wanted more than the 
Men, ſome of the Kings Horſe, whoby a 
| Priſonertaken from the Convoy had gain.d 
| intelligence of this relief, came, and by a 

turions charge render'd themſelves Maſters 

of the moſt neceſlary part of it, The Soul- 
diers whowerein the I{land,ſeeing the loſs of 
their vitnalls, and knowing it irrecovera- 
ble, leſt a longer delay might render the Ca» 
ſtle ſo too , by a haſty march under the 
Banks of the Tygris, which by a continu'd 
froſt had left a large ſtrand, and by the ob» 
ſcarity of the Night ( which then had for a+ 
bovetwo hours cover'd the Heavens ) they 
ſafely arriv'd in Eden; but Surena's joy at i 
immediatly vaniſht, for by the loſs of his 
Proviſions, he found his Brother had ſent 
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an increaſe, rather than a relief of his wants, 
who concluding he bad given time enovgh 
for the entry , . the ſupply , by degrees be« 
gan to dimini(h the violence of ctheCombar, 
which finally, an hour after, abſolatly ceaft, 
Vixores in this performance ſhew'd himſelf 
ſo much a Sonldicr, that none which was o, 
conld nat but conclude his precedent de- 
fears proceeded /not from his not being one. 
Thae Night by a long March, he puthim- 
(clf out of the neceſſity of making a ſecond, 
for he bad {a far out-gone thoſe Troeps 
which follow'd him, that by cafie journeys he 
reacht. again theProvinceofHircania,which 
though Phraates bad much deſtroy'd, yet 
Vixores deſpair'd not, but from thoſe W ar- 
like People, and that provocation, to bring 
again a third Army into the Field, which 
mightrender him Maſter of it. Sarcna was 
coſtrain'd by his lietle victaals, & manySoul- 
dicrs,to make frequent, & furious Sallyes, 
where to loſe of his ownMen,or-to kill of the 
Kings, were equall advantages. One Even- 
ing, as the ewo Princeſſes, and J, were walk- 
ing on the Battlements of the Caſtle , we 
heard a noyle in the Conrr, which we learn'd 
pro- 
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proceeded from the arrivall of Arzimin » 
who having deceiv'd, or corrupted his 
Guards , had then Fled from the Camp, & 
recover'd the Caſtle, Surena aſſum'd a vili« 
ble joy at the eſcape, & return of ſo conſi- 
derable a Friend, Three or four Dayes ſuc 
cellively after , | fancy'd Arzimian by his 
looks. had ſome defires to ſpeak with me , 
but apprehending he had taken them nap 
upan Surena's ſcore (whoml never, after onr 
firkt diſcourſe, permitted ro make me a ſe» 
cond ) I declin'd all oportunities of facilitat- 
ing hisdefign;bur at length, having acquain- 
ted the Princeflcs with my belief , and ſafpi- 
tions, they were joyntly of opinion that [ 
ſhonld no longer defer giving Arziminan 
oppottunity 1 had hitherto deny'd him, 
hace if he had any thing to act for me(which 
his ſtrange eſcape from the Camp render'd 
no irrational belict y by re-trenching all dif- 
courſe with me , 1 did too , all poſſibility of 
ſerving me;& if what he had to deliver were 
ondurena's accompr,l ought ſpeedily togive 
him. one Audience,to have a juſt ground for 
denying him for ever another, Their opinis 
was my refolution, which immediatly after 
La Ein, I 
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I bad alſum'd , I bad the opportunity to put 
it in practice, for the ſame day, as we went 
to take the Ayre in the Gardens of the Ca- 
le, which becauſe we frequently did, Arſa- 
ces had givenan obey'd Command, that no- 
Arrowes , orDarts (honld be ſhot or flung 
that way ; Arzimin , who waited for me at 
the Door, came, and preſented me his hand 
tolead me down, which I accepted, & which 
I had no ſooner done , than he told me (oft- 
ly;l have ſomthing Madam of concerament 
toinformyon of, but I maſt humbly beg it 
may be without witneſſes; I told him, in the 
ſame tone , that Iwould give the opportuni- 
ty he delir'd, as ſoon as we were in the Gard- 
ens , Whither being come , we inſen(ibly loſt 
the two Princefles, and thoſe that follow'd 
ns; which Arzimia being convinc'd of by 
looking diligently every way, he flaog him- 
ſelf apon his Knees, and preſented me a lit: 
tle Note, which l open'd and found , was all 
of Arſaccs hand, and only contain'd theſe 
words: Madan, Thbeſeech you belierve all 
be (hall tell you, and be ſatisfy'd of his Fidelity, 


on my engagement for it. Aﬀeer I had read 


theſe few words , and alſur'd him they had 
; all 
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all that efhicacic both the King , & he could 
expect, | made him riſc, [cit being (urpriz'd 
in that Poſture, it might Taile a (ſuſpicion, 
which continuing our walk , woald prevent; 
when he was up, he told me ; | belieye, Ma- 
dam,you are not ignorant I was dangerouſly 
hare, and eaken Priſoner in that unſaccels- 
full Batcell Snrena fought again(t his King; 
and that I might not have fo noble a fate as 
that of dying by my wounds, they were dili- 
genely cur'd, and thea my ſentence was, that 
that Life I had employ'd againſt my Prince, 
I ſhould loſe upon a Scaffold; whither whea 
I was brought, & expected the farall troak, 
I receivda Pardon : Arſaces making a dil- 
tintion between thoſe which fought againit 
him, and thoſe which fought for Surena , of 
which latter quallitic he was afſur'd | was, 
from the Prince Ariobarzanes. This gracc 
which 1 as lictle expected as deſerv'd , pro- 
dac'd ſojuſt aneffe& in me,that I deeermin'd 
to employ my Lite for him , that had given 
It me; in purſuance whereof I obtain'd a pri- 
vate Audience from the King , without fo 
much as the knowledge of Ariobarzancs , 
—_—— 1 who 
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whol knew, too-much favour'd Surena's 
dclignes, to be truſted with mine, There 
*rwas, Madam, 1 told the King a Truth, of 
which 1bclicve you are yet ignorant, which 
is; That Surcna having long form'd a de- 
ſrgne of carrying you away into Media, and 
of living there under the proteRtion of Me- 
rxinzor, ( of which you may be partly con- 
vinc'd,by his having declar'd himſelf co you 
ro be, what he never yet but was) finding by 
thoſe unexpeted wounds he receivd, when 
he made your Guards your Martyrs, that he 
was unable to flic with you thither, and as 
unable to truſt you there without him ; the 
better to delade your belief, he cauſd'one of 
his Chyrargions totell you, . and the two 


Princeſſes, he was ina condition to perform 


the journey , when he had not the power to 
do it; and which to prevent, he canſ'd 500 
Horſe, he had covertly drawn together, to 
be his, and your Convoy into-Media, to ap- 
pear as ſo many of the Kings, and thereby 
made yon retarn hither; as if it had bin-by 
misfortune, not defigne; and if you remem- 
ber Madam, a Chyrurgion of the Convoy, 
who knew nothing of his Prince's intenti- 
ons, 
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ons, told you when he fell into his fainting, 
that he could not continue his journey, and 
bis Life. Iremember'd that paſſage ( ſaid 
Partheniſla ) very well , and from thence 
concluded Arzimin told me a Truth, I had 
but too-many pregnant Teſtimonies no 
longer to doubt. Orodes, Madam, (conti- 
na'd Arzimin ) was as much ſurpriz'd at this 
intelligence, as I perceive you are; and thoſe 
Troops which were your ſeeming befiegers, 
'till choſe of Arſaces were really (o, then be- 
came your defenders; and when Orodes ſent 
you an allurance of attempting nothing a- 
gainſt the Laws of Honor, in obtaining that 
of your Aﬀection , Ariobarzanes (as you 
know) ſent Surena word, that Vixores with a 
numerons Armie was rcadic ſpeedily to At= 
tempt his Relief: *'T was then, Madam, to a- 
void the ſpilling of ſo much bloud, and of 
not demonſtrating any difidence in the 
Kings ſo folemne engagements, that you 
preſt Surena to permir you torely on them, 
who finding your deſire was your reſolution, 
begp'd you to conſider of his Arguments for 
24 hours, and then he would obey yoar cle- 
ction, Hedid this only that in the mean 
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time he might engage both Armies, that if 


| the viorie inclin'd to his fide, he might 


keepyou in his Power as an: effect of his 
Friendſhip, not his:Love; and if it inclind 
tothe Kings, he might aſcribe the Battel], 
by his beiog lo ſtrictly belieg'd, to the im- 
pollibilicie of his preventing it , and then by 
accepting the Kings offer , reſerve the dis- 
cloſing his Paſſion co-a more promiſling op- 
portunitie. This, Madam, was the Caule, 
that under a-pretence of not detaining the 
Kings Meſlcnger fo long, he immediately 
diſpatch'd him to-Ariobarzanes , whom he 
prefiingly deftr'd ro let Vixores know , that 
# within 24 hours he brought not their 
Fatcs-to.a deciſion, no misfortune could be 
greater than that delay. Ariobarzancs did 
this to ſerve Surena, who has promiſ'd him 
his Siſter, and toend a War, which wonld as 
long as it contina'd, deny him the felicitic 
of ſceing Zephalinda, This defigne had 
donbtleſs ſucceeded, if the Gods ( who can- 
not more convincingly manifeſt themſelves 
to be what they are, than by puniſhing iofi- 
delitic) had not neceſſitated Snrena to dis- 
cloſe ſo-criminall 2. fallacic : for though 
Eb... 
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Vixores with all his Armie came early c- 
nough, and by a Thouſand provocations 
folicited the King to a'Battell Ci the 24 
honrs were etfluxt, yer Arſaces, though c- 


' quall in forces, would not accept it, hoping 


by che return then promiſt,withoutBloud to 
end the difference: Surenaby this delay con- 
cluded of the cauſe of it, and thereby obſer- 
ving he conld not any longer cloud himſelf, 
and that fo powerfull an Army might juſti- 
fy his Cryme, boldly confeſt it to you , & 
then went to puniſh in his King, what he 
prattic'd in him(clf; bar he fon found in 


his defeat, how the Gods diſayow'd his Quar- 


rell, which { ſaid Arzimin) Jam now con- 
vinc'd of, and conſequently will no longer 
defend. * Tis therefore (Madam )as an expia- 
tion for having done it ſo much already, 
that I have engagd myſelf to Arſaces to de- 
liver you oat of this Captivity, or to loſe my 
Life in attempringit; & as one of your Pro- 
tetors become your Keeper, ſo to make one 
of your Keepers, become your Deliyerer; 
The two Princelles if they know of your 
eſcape , muſt not acc6pany you in it, neither 
is it neceſlary, for being Priſoners but up- 
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on your Accompt, your liberty will reſtore 
them to theirs; I found this rationall , but 
not kind, and therefore determin'd, if 'twere 
not their deſire, as well as opinion, I would 
repay them the obligation of continuing a 
Priſoner with them, as they bad with me; 
but this I cold not Arzimin, who thos pro» 


ſecuted his diſcourſe: To morrow Night - 


( Madam ) I have the Guard, and [ have or- 
derditſo, that thoſe which compoſe it are 
my Creatares, eſpecially ſach as arc of the 
water-gate where the Gally which belogs to 


the Caſtle is at Anchor; ln hir, Madam, dc- . 


{igne to carry you away , which Arſaces ap- 
proves; and becauſe I ſuſpeted Surena has 
ſo many Partizans and Spies in the Army, 
that if the King ſhould give orders to any of 
thoſe Guards upon the River, to receive the 
Gally which ſhould come out of the Caftle 
as Friends, it would incvitably come by the 
multitude of Surena's, to his knowledge. 1 
have perſwaded Arſaces under the pretence 
of an intelligence, todraw all the Boats on 
the River to the upper end of the If)and, ſo 
that none of the Guards being able to follow 
us, we need not raft heir Faiths with ſo 
dan- 
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dangerous a ſecret, And the Tygiis IS Fj 


ſacha breadth , that ia the obſcurity of the 
Night, keeping under the 1ſland. ſhoar, they 
can hardly diſcover us, or if they doe, not 
reach us with their Arrows; 1 am neceſſitated 


' too, to ler the Gally drive down the ſtream 


under the Banks of the River, leſt croſſing 
oyer it, ſome of onr owne Centries on the 


"Towers, might diſcover ,and offend us; for 


they will kaow by the (mallneſs of our Num- 
bers , and by Sarena's not (ecing, or aCting 
in our attempt, thatiris nota Sally, bata 
flight. The King, Madam, will expect you 
ata little Village ſome Twenty Furlongs 
belowthe Caſtle, and to ſecure you from a- 
ny fears, that you doe but avoyd one Im- 
priſonment to fall into another, he has com- 
manded me to proteſt in his. behalf, by all 


the tutelary Gods of his Empire, and by 


whateverelſe he holds in higeft veneration, 
he has baniſht all thoſe Thoughts from him, 
which have (o long baniſht you , and to 
take from himſelf the power of a relapſe, if 
ever he ſhould have the will, he hasalready 
given order for the revocatis of Artabbanes 
exilement, & to repair his having (cnt him 
into 
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into it, he will with the reſtoring him to hig 


Country, reſtore him too, to his Princeſs, 
Arzimin had more particularly acquainted 


me with the reſidue of what he was todeli. 


ver, had not he perceiv'd ( a far off ) Surena 
coming into the Garden , which made him 
defire me to haſten my joyning with the 
Company , which whilſt we were doing , he. 
told me, that the Night appointed , four 
hours after the cloſe of the Evening, he 
would not fail to come to my Chamber 
with my diſguize, and to have all things fo 
exactly prepar'd, that it muſt be Fate, and 
not chance if his deſigne ſucceeded nor, I had 
hardly afſar'd him there ſhould be no omil- 
fionon my Part , bat we had recover'd the 
Company,& ſaddenly after Sarena appear'd 
inthe ſame walk we were in, which made 
me quit it , and retire tomy Appartment, 
where having (hut our ſelyes up,1 told Lyne 
dadory, and Zephalinda, all chat Arzimin 
had me; To be bricf, thoſe two admirable 
Women , for all my reitterated Prayers, 
would not be ſharers in my eſcape, leſt they 
mighe prejudice it, and if | condiſcended to 
their commandsof going away alone, it was 


purely 
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purely from a Confidence, that as ſoon as 1 
was out of the Caſtle, Surena would yieldir, 
and conſequently the Princellcs would be 
reſtor'd co aliberty by me,which they would 
not accept of with me, Zephalinda too , by 
not going with me, could leave hir Brother 
nothing but ſuſpicions that ſhe knew of ny

Mercie,than thathedeſery'd it not : I aſſur'd 
hir, that what ſhould now be my obedience, 
had bin,my defigne, and that one fo near in 
bloud to Zephalinda, could nor but be ſo, in 
my care. At length, the ſo-impaticted night 
and hour came, and with it Arzimin , who

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me, I conld neither have deſir'd, nor ated 4 
moreſablime revenge. "Twas either his re- 
ſpe&, or his guile , which all that day kept 
him-in.a deep ſilence, and if he any way 
evinc'd how-mach my discontent was his, it 
wasonly in ſighs, The firſt Night (after a 
very-long journey) we lay at a Caſtle which 
was (cicuated in (o (olitarie a place, that I be- 
lieveit was only built for that end to which 
Surenathen employ'd it: He led me to-a 
Chamberthat wanted nothing but his ab- 
ſence, and that conveniencic it ſoon cnjoy'd, 
for withont ſpeaking one word, he ſaluted me 
with great huamilitie,and lefr me to the com- 
panie of my Thoughts , which in the condi- 
tionT wasin, was the worſt I could keep,but 
his. I hadnet long the libertic ro cnter- 
tain:them; fora young Gentlewoman came 
into myChaber,to offer me hirService then, 
and if Ipleaf'd for ever; Tacceprted of it inthe 
firſt limitation , but declin'd it in the latter, 
leſt ſhe ſhould have ſerv'd Surena, and not 
me. Anhourafter, Sapper was bronght in, 
and that being ended, 'my new woman re- 
fign'd hir place to Surena, who kneeling at 
myv.

the firſt place to which we intended our 
flight, had not an unhappy accidene prevent- 
ed it; & Media, Madawy, being the Kingdom 
your Artabbanes muſt one day poſſeſs, 1 e- 
le& to wait on you thither, that your Rea- 
fon, if aot your juſtice, may be ſecar'd of the 
inaoccacy of my defignes , for had lany 
which were criminall, I would not have cho- 
ſca that place for the Scene to a ther, 
where your happy (ſervant canot want hands 
toatt his Revenge. Surena (ſaid Parthenifla) 
told me many things of this quality, and fo 
rotelted, his ambitis was to (olicit,not force 
my AﬀecQion,that | determin'd, ſince I conld 
not prevent the former,not to provoke him 
to the latter, which the uttering of my jaſt 
relentmeats, I apprehended would; *rwas 
therefore I told him ; Though your paſt 
Crymes might invite me rationally to con-

ever you deſigne to violate,l have the power 
and the refolation to prevent ; Doe not ne- 
celſitate me to owe thar ſafety ro my ſelf, 
which [am notunwilling toderive from you, 
nor attempt to practice that, which you fo 
juſtly condemne in another, and which you 
eſteem'd ſo fon! a Sin,that to prevent it, you 
eſtecm'd Rebellion None. Madam {aid Su- 
rena ) did it not too-mach wrong the Beans» 
ric of Truth, toarm it with many proteſta- 
tions, I (hould by reitterared ones, binde my 
ſelf by Religion to that , which | am ſuffice 
ently confin'd anto , without it; and were it 
lawfull for Surena corepine at any thing the 
fair Parthenifla ſayes, he had now but too- 
abandant an occafron to doe it, for ſhe muſt 
believe him as wicked, as unfortunate,tocon- 
clade he ſtood in need of any other Argue 
ment to decer him from attempting againſt 
hir honor,than the greatneſs of the Cryme, 
bat Madam, my deportment ſhall be fo in- 
noceat, that you will in the furure eſteem 
your doubts as great an injury to your (elf, 
as Ican now cftcem chem to mes 1] fourd, 
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though his Expreſſions were bumble , that 
he was highly mov'dat the cauſe of my fears; 
"Twas therefore | reply'd ; I hope Surena, you 
will not much'condemn me for xlning into 
anerror , where the diſcovery of its being 
one, will prove my fatisfation, Your (atis- 
faction'Madam ( ſaid Surena ) ſhall be till 
more conſiderable to me than my own, and 
ſince I have that invitation, as well as that 
of virtue, I ſhall*ias much apprehend, any 
crimminall deſignes, as the fair Partheniſla 
docs deteſt them; thereupon having wilhe 
me bur aſmuch reſt as 1 could confer on him, 
he. withdrew bimſelf to leave me to mine, 
Bat 1took none , out of an apprehenſion 
that 1 had done amiſs in acquainting him 
with my fears; for twas not impoſlible , but 
to chiok him capable of that Sin, was to pro- 
voke him toit, ſince the very performance 
could notraiſe in me a worle beleif of him, 
than that was of fearing he would perform 
them. .This reaſon, and many another of a 
reſemblingefficacy, made me conclade, that 
my having declar'd my donbts, was a great- 
er prejudice, than thoſe aſſurances I had 
from thence deriv'd, was an advantage.

with his ſword, cat the Traces aſſunder ;"but 
this performance coſt them their Lives, 
which they loſt by Three of their Enemies, 
who fear'd thoſe came not to hinder my 
flight, bar to contribute to it» The Tom- 
bat being perform'd by Men of ſingnlar va- 
lor, was very blondie , & in leſs than half an

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honr, were reduc'd too few,as only the chief 
of cither Partie: He of the unknown one, by 
his unimitable conrage, had reduced: his 
Adverſary to a condition which needed 
help, when the Generous Artabbanes inter- 

$'d himſclf for their reconciliation , and 
then, from an Interceſlor , became a Partie, 
not kaowing he that was vanquiſh'd, was 
guiltic; buc he abundantly repair'd that mis- 
take, by defending ( after the return of thoſe

mach more concernd to have preferv'd, 
than to have Surena sdefiroy'd, 
"Twas this (ſaid Symander) that the fair 
Partheniſla put 2 petiod to telation, which 
had as mach takenup Artabbanes, and Sil- 
laces's wonder, as attention, 1 will not cell 
yog how infiaitly the firſt of themexclaim'd 
2painſt che perverſnieſs of his Fate, for hay» 
ing render'd the acting his Revenge as great 
ant offece,againſt his Frieadihip,as the omiſ 
ſion of it was one againſt his Love, Butche 
fair Pattheniſla , whordefir'd no greater pn» 
niſhment for Zephalinda's Brother, & who 
indeed conld wiſh him no greater, than to 
be ont of his proteRion , and under his Ry- 
| Aa 2 valls, 
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valls, conjur'd him to be contented with 
that Revenge, with which ſhe was. Artab- 
banes was not ſorry, that to the invitations 
of Friendſhip, he had that additionall one of 
obedience, for the filencing his delignes of 
vindicating his wrongs; bue they being of 
too-ſublime a nature abſolately to be forgot- 
ten, leſt his disorders might discover he dil- 
pured whether he ſhould obey Parthenifla, 
with hir permiſſion he conjur'd the generous 
Sillaces to acquaint them, by what ſtrange 
adyentare he was preſcated wich the bleſſing 
of ſerving hir.

ther this procceded from his goodnefs,or de- 
ſigne, made me keep him ina perfect one of 
your condition , and reſolutions; & though 
lendeavour'dall immaginable wayes to ſerve 
you ,and my felt in the Princefles; yer the 
only one in which Ididit,, was, in perſwad- 
ing the generous Ariobar Zanes,to.doe Surc» 
nano more (crvices, unleſs he receiv'd an 
aſlurance from the fair Zephalinda, that in 
doing them.to hit Brocher, he did them too, 
to hir; This I did out of. a confidence Snare» 
na had deluded him, and this Ariobarzanes 
did,not to ſhew me in that conhdence, that 
I was ſo; but whea to many Letters of his to 
Zephalinda he never receiy'd any return , 
he began to diſcloſe a Truth which his fo 
long ignoring had render'd obſtructive

Intelligence , be loft his hopes; bur whilſt [ 
lay languiſhiog in deſires & fears, a Packet 
came from Merinzor to Snrena, and by the 
Carrier of it was dcliver'd to Ariobarzanes, 
bac by what | have related, he was become 
from his Confident,his Enemy;wherefore 0- 
pening the letters, he found in them a black 
conſpiracy of railing a mucnall Rebellion a+ 
painlt their Kings, and of affording cach 
other reciprocall aſſiſtance. This | efteem'd 
our datics to acquaint Arfaces with , & this 
Ariobarzanes did ſo too) as an cxpiation of 
having formerly convoy'd fome of Snrena's

Prieſt could not prove {o high a prejudice, 
as adayes protraction would amount nnto; 
But even wonld have ſent for any one, and 
have venter'd on his fidelitic , had not both 


_ Cloriman, and I, by many allegations , dis- 
| {waded him from ir, Burt at length, thoſe 


two dayes expir'd , which he continually 
ſpent in Partheniſla's company , earneſtly 
oftering the Gods as many years of his Life, 


| forthe cutting off thoſe two dayess The 


Night of the laſt he ſpentin as little ſleep, as 
he would have done the ſucceeding one, and 


as he did the ſacceeding one,during one half 


of which, he was kept waking by his deſires, 
and the other by his fears, and danger; for 
ſome Three hours before day , he heard all 
the Citie in an high Allarm, which made 
him immediately dreſs and arm himſelf to 
go, and learn the danger , or prevent it; but 
as he was running to his Princeſs's Appart- 
CC  _ "_ 
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ment, which his Love, and fear made him 
reſolve to defend, and made him refolve was 
the place wonld moſt need his Defence , he 
heard the Palace Gates forcd open, and by 
that time he was come to the top of thoſe 
great ſtairs which lead to the fair Partheniſ- 
fa's Chamber, he faw a Company of Arm'd 
Mecn, which were haſtily aſccnding them;he 
was not near ſo much aftonilh'd thereat, as 
ro fee at the head of them the perfidious Clo- 
riman, who lifting up his Helmet, told my 
Prince, 'Tis not my Treacherie Artabba- 
nes, but my Love, has forc'd me to nnder- 
take what | ſhould condemn on any other 
fcore; The faic Emilia was not content to 
ſcorn myPaſſion,bat to receive Symander's, 
andeven to confer hirs on him; I had the 
heare to do any thing rather than to ſee this, 
and my deſpair only has made me hiſten to 
Merinzor and Snrent's folicitations, with 

whom [ have agreed todeliver ap this City, 

and from whom | have reccivcd a ſolemne 

engagement, that I ſhall have the fair Emi- 

Tia, and that your Life ſhall run no hazard, 

nnle(s by your own tefiftance you cauſe it, 
Traitor (faid my Prince) my lite has we 

0 
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ſobred up in Crimes, that whilſt it has a 
ſword todefend it, it ſhould derive its pre» 
ſcrvation from Infidelitie, No, I had rather 
loſe it to puniſh thy fin, than live by it, and 
either by thy death, and Surena's, I will hin- 
der both your Deſignes, or by my own, your 
Triamphs.My Prince's blowes began where 
his words ended,and finding my (elf oblig'd, 
both by datic, affeion, and revenge to be- 
come Artabbanes's ſecond, I aſſum'd that 
noble employmeat, and being aſſiſted with 
ſome of Zenophons Domeſticks, we ſoon 
drove before ns into the Court, thoſe which 
were come to allault usin the Palace, *Twas 
ia this retreat, that the falſe Cloriman had 
the honor to fall by a hand, which rather 
rewarded than puniſh'd his infidelitic. In 


my Life I never cnvy'd any of my Prince's 


actions but this, for 1 eftcemd ir bar juſt, 


that being the Author of Clorimans Crime, 


I ſhould have bin of his puniſhment, Never 
did Arcabbanes parchaſc more Glory by his 
perſonall Courage,than in this fatall Night; 
and neyer the Sanne beheld fo admirable a 
ſight, as then he loſt, in not ſeeing the pro- 
digions effects of it. The name of Surena,

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and the apprehenſions he ſhould again ra- 
viſh from him the fair Partheniſſa , made 
him at chings, which if Surena had ſeen, he 
coald not but have as much-admird, as 
fear'd, The place where my generous Ma- 
ſer and his little Troop, had alreadie made 
that of his Enemies leſle, was nnder Parthe- 
niſla's window, which ſoon after was haſtily 
opend by Emilia, who cry'd ont, they were 
forcing the Princels's Apartment. Artab- 
banes had ſcarcely heard that voice, when 
he flew from a vidorie, to a freſh danger, 
with more celeritiethan the greateſt Coura« 
ges could to the former, or the greateſt fears 
from the lat ter; I follow'd him as faſt as my 
fcer conld carry me, and yet before I could 
overtake him, he had engap'd himſelf in 
Partheniſla's our-Chamber, among as ma- 
ny Enemies, as he had alceadie kill'd, All 
the ſervice 1 could doe him, was, by defend- 
ing the Door, to hinder their increaſe, which

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mean while Partheniſſa hearing a ſtrange 
noyle at hir Door, every moment expected 
when it would be broke open, and having 
a while fruitleſsly attended that misfor- 
tane, ſhe began to apprehend ſhe was 
freed from ic by a greater ; hir fears 
gave hir no time to conſlule hir ſafety , fo 
that immediately opening it, ſhe discover'd 
they were but too-too-well groanded; For 
alas my Prince, who thitherto defended it , 
had receivd ſo many wounds, & loſt fo much 
bloud , that he was conſtrain'd to lean his 
back againſt it , fo that miſſing his ſup- 
port, he fell backwards into the Princeſs's 
Chamber, weltring in a Sea of bloud : Par- 
thenilla loſt not hir judgement, thongh ſhe 
did almoſt hir hopes , at fo fatall an object, 
forin the twinckling of an Eye, fhe thruſt to 
the Chamber Door, which by good fortune, 
having a ſpring lock, was as ſoo lockt as ſhur, 
our Enemies admird that their advantage 
was ſo ſoon tarn'd to Artabbanes's; but Par- 
thenifla, who apprehended they would im+ 
mediately force ſo weak an impediment,con- 
jar'd Artabbanes to permit hir to lead 
him down a back ſtairs, which at leaſt

would prelctye his Lite from the fury of 
thole,whom he had ſoextreamlyincenit,*ull 
the arrivall of ſome of their Superiors, of 
whom( as {he ſaid ) ſhe made no queſtion to 
obtain it, when (he implor'd it with Tears, 
No Madam ( (aid my Prince ſomtimes reel- 
ing, ſomtimes leaning on his Sword , and all 
his Cloaths dropping with blond ) 1 can bat 
ſuffer Death by tghting againſt your Enc- 
mics,bac 1 may deſerve it by avoyding them; 
Neither Madam (hall you pay to Surena fo 
prctious aranſome as your Tears, for a Life, 
which by your being in his Power, is far bet- 
ter loſt than ſav'd: Doe not{fair Partheniſla) 
deny me the glory of dying at your feet, & 
for your defence, fince 'ris the higheſt and 
plcaſing Rt 1 can (by your preſent condition) 
now aſpire anto. My gencrous Prince ſpake 
theſe few words with as much troable, as the 
fair Partheniſla heard them, who ſo abund- 
antly deplor'd his danger , by this fceſh addi- 
tionall information, that ſhe had loſt the ve- 
ry thoaghe of hindring it ; neither indeed 
could (he have done it, for the weak Door 
was inſtantly broken , and above a dozen 
arm'd Mcn caine to robb Artabbanes of a 
Life, 
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Life, that he then was but too-defirons to 
loſe; yet nor trodie unlike himſelf, recolleR- 
iog that lictle (trength he had left, he caſt 
bimſclf on the nearclt ro him, and with his 
Ponyaid ( for he had fluag away his Sword, 
23a weapon his weaknels render'd him nna- 
ble to uſe ) with two or three {tabbs,depriv'd 
him of Life ; bat my Prince fell with his 
Encmy , and all the reft cakiog that advant- 
2pe, had doubtleſs acted the revenge of 
their Companions, if the generons Parthe- 
nilſa{by flnging hir (cif on Artabbancs's bo- 
dy) had not become his Armour, and pre- 
ſrv'd him, when he was no longer able to 
preſerve himſelt;for as the Gods wonld have 
it,Surcna had given fuch univerſall, & ſtrict 
order for their reſpeting of Partheniſſa, 
that his Souldiers could not be more carefall 
of hir, chan ſhe had render'd it impoſſible 
(they. being fo) that my Peince ſhonld re- 
ceive any farther harm;for (he ſo cover'd his 
Body with hirs, that thereby the had ren- 
der'd their Fatesas inſeparable , 35 their af- 
f:Rions; bat one of Surena's Souldiers more 
mtent upon Revenge , than obedience, 
thecatn'd che Princeſs, that if any longer ſhe

became his Sanctuary , ſhe ſhonld be(o far 
from hindering his Fate , that ſhe ſhould 
ſhare in it. Partheniſla with a diſdainfull 
look, told him, what he ſaid, was rather an 
invitation to proſecute, than co delift from 
what ſhe had begun; And though ſo gene- 
rous a reply ſhould have rather created the 
barbarous Souldiers admiration, than rage; 
yet it did the latter, for be began ſo uncare- 
fully to thruſt at my Prince, that Partheniſ- 
{a had then no more hopes , but to dye with 
him, The fair Emilia mov'd with fo 
horrid a proceeding, & with hir Princeſs's 
$krecks ,. immediatly , as if Artabbanes's 
Soule{ which all this while ſeem''d to have a- 
bandon'd his' Body) were flown into hirs, 
took up his Sword , and guided by adivine 
influence, paſt it through that Monſter; yet 
the thruſt was not ſo mortall, but. that he. 
had ſtrength cnough left tro doe more miſ- 
chicf, than,if Partheniſla, Artabbanes, and 
Emilia had bin out of his power, he could 
have done in all the world beſides; & doubt- 
lels had effected it, ifa Gentleman all co- 
ver'd with Arms, and bloud, had not come 
ranging into the Chamber, & made an __

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of thar Monſter, who otherwiſe had made an 
end of Perfections, which even in degrees e* 
quall*d his Crimes, All choſethat were pre- 
ſent, knew him by his Armour to be Surena, 
and Partheniſla did fo, as ſoon as he had life- 
ed up his Helmet, which he did, to let hir 
know who 'twas , that proſtrate at hir feer, 
begg'd hir Pardon for his Souldiers horrid 
inſolencie , whoſe Sins he could not be 
thought guiltic of, ſince he had lo ſignally 
punith'd them. Parthenilſa , who *cill then 
had cſteem'd Surena's Paſſion as great a mis= 
fortune, as he had the unſucceſstalneſs of it, 
now began to hope, that the Gods would 
repair the injuries it had done hir, by ma- 
king of it (ave a Life , which it had ſo often 
endanger'd; and the ſooner to trie hir power 
inſo ambition'd an eflay, [he implor'd from 
Sarena a Life which ſhe more apprehended 
was not in his power to grant, than in his 
will, Surena with much hamilitie proteſt- 
ed, he was come to receive hir Commands, 
not hir intreaties, and to evidence he would 
never decline any of them, he would not 


that ; which by how much (he did appear 


 concern'd init, by ſo mach did the deſert of 


Dd his 
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his obedicuce do ſo, The Princeſs having 
not only receiv'd his promiſe , but his pro» 
teſtation of his Conceſſion, riſe from that 
Poſture, which did not preſerve Artabbaneg 
from more wounds, than it did give Surena; 
which he endeavourd to conceal , leſt the 
greatnefs of his Merit, might have made 
Parcheniſſa queſtion, the reallitie of it; fo 
that with a Conntenance which rcliſh'd 
more of trouble for his Rivals preſent con- 
dition, than that he was going to improve, 


. and mend ic, leaving the Princeſs weeping 


on hir knees by Artabbancs's bodice, he ran, 
and call'd his owne Chyrnrgioa, and in hir 
hearing commanded him (the firſt thing he 
did )todreſs my Prince's wounds, and with 
the ſame care, as if they had bin his:But alas, 
that order was ſuddenly chang'd by Surena's 
perceiving ſome bloud dropping down Par- 
theniſſa's Arm, which ptocecded from a 
flight hurt ſhe had receiv'd, in the ſhonlder, 
deſcending Artabbanes, Oh Gods! what did 
not Surena ſay, when he ſaw that pretious 
blond ſpile by one , which had bin under his 
comand? he cauſ'd that dead Traitor imme- 
Gizcely to be carry'd oat, and hung inChains 
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inthe Allarm-place, and by preſenting his 
Sword to Parthenifla, implor'd , & gave hir 
the power to ſhed all his, as an cxpiation. 
But ſhe, (more concern'd in Artabbanes's 
than all things cl{c)only enjoyn'd Sarena the 
Penance, that his Rivalls wounds, might be 
drieſt before hirs; which ſhe aflaur'd him did 
not ſo much trouble hir, as he ſeem'd tobe 
troubl'd ar it; Parthenifla could not have 
impoſ'd a more ſevercPenance on Surena,& 
doabtleſs he had not ſabmitted to it, if it had 
binanaccompany'd with that aſſurance ;be- 


fides, imagining ſhe would not expoſe fuck. 


beautiesx0 his fight,as were to be the reward 
of the Chyrargions Art, he haſtilycanfd his 
Ryyall to be drelt in the Princeſs's bed, 
which he appologiz'd for, by beſceeching hir 
to remove unto another Appartment, & out 
of fo mach blond and confaſion. Partheniſla 
neither heard'his excuſe, or deſires; for the 
Chyrurgions, by giving Artabbanes ſtrong 
Cordialls, by Ropping his blond, and by 
binding up his wounds, made him by ſome 
deep groans, tcſtific he was not dead. Never 
was any of his Addreſles, or profeſſions, fo 
pleaſing to that fair Princeſs as were thoſe

*cill then, that the Cods theraſelves could 
have made hir- take ſo much delight in 
Artabbanes's; whoſe recoverie the Chyriir- 
gions aſlur'd bir would be infinitly preju- 
dic'd'(if not worſe ) if he were in ſo weak a 
condition any way diſturb'd, Partheniſla 
therefore begging , and obtaining from Su-

Hilft the Princeſs was beſtow- 
ing her Care and Tears on 
Artabbanes, the fair Emilia 
ſtole from hir to do the like

Chytfargion of as mach Fidelitic, as Art, & 
who perhaps had derivd his own preſervati- 
on , from the Enemics knowledge of the 
Harter, To his care the fair Emilia commits 
ted me, but'in terms fo preſſing, that he 
found 'tny recoveric no ;ndifferent ching un- 
tohir. With both their helps I was carricd 
to-a'Chamber contiguous to hirs, where, 
whilſt thoſeCordials I had recciv'd were ope- 
rating, ſhe retarn'd to Partheniſſa,, who ſhe 
found in'the continuance of a'Charitie as 
PetkeRt, as cithertir'that conferr'd, or he 
| that 
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that receiv'd it. She had longer engag'd hir 
felf in that employment, had nor the Chy- 
rurgions proteſted to hir it was a fruitleſs 
oge; and that as ſoon as ever Artabbanes 
was in a Condition to know, or receive the 
honor ſhe did him, they would bring hir ad- 
vice of it, Parthenifla having had a reitera- 
ted allurance of thisengagement from thoſe 
who had made it , immediately went to hir 
Appartment, which was joyning to- my 
Prince's, and was waited on thither by Sure- 
na, who more concern'd in hir recoverie 
than hir Companie, to evince that Frath, 
immediately retir'd hir (elf into an out- 
Chamber, from whence he ſcat in the Chy« 
rurgions todreſs a Hart, which though ſlighe 
to hir that had receiv'd it, was almoſt mor- 
tall unto two that had not, As ſoon as they 
had perform'd their Dutic,, Surena came in 
to perform his, which he did in theſe terms; 
If, Madam, the greatneſs of the Crime of 
ſhedding your blond , does not ſufficiently 
Hlaſtrace Iam innocent of it, I doe proteſt 
before all the Gods, that had I known my

my belief; For if (as your vowes would per- 
ſwade me) your concerns are more for me, 
than your ſelf, you may obliginglyevince it, 
by reſtoring both Artabbanes and me to a 
Freedom, which will make us mach more 
yours, than your force has done or can doe; 
and create thoſe reſentments in me, which 
nothing but ſuch a performance, is capable 
to inſpire, Oh Gods! ( ſaid Sarena, lifting 
up his Eyes to Heaven ) you cannot ( Ma- 
dam) be henceforth offended at my Paſſion, 
when in ſpight of your Modeſtie , you con- 
fcls you believe the power your pertections 
give you over me, to be infinite, by making 
ſuch a Motion: Alas Madam, was it not e« 
nongh that you made me ſave my Ryvall's 
life, but that you muſt command me to ren» 
der my (elf almoſt as miſerable , as I make 
him happy?

oth for the Choice and the Succeſs, and the 
great propenfitic you have to generous 
things, made me believe, by repreſenting to

time my Princeſs, it is now time, if it had not 
bia defore, to act what you arc come to in- 
terrupt: Can I live but in a higher Crime 
than to become my own Martherer , after 
you interpret a production of my Flame, & 
Care, to be one of my hatred and jealouſic? 
Alas thoſe are both cquall and impoſſible 
Sins; that I can hate the fair Partheniſla is 
ſo egregions a misbelicft, that but to Name, 
is to confate it ; and to doubt hir Conſtancy, 
is to doubt what by a ſad, and happy expe- 
riment, I have found is 2s tranſcendent in 
perfection , as to ſuſpect it, is the contrary in 
an oppoſice extream, No Madam,what 1 was 
doing proceeded abſolutly from my love to 
my Pcincels, and from my xnowleder of hir 
Conſtancy ; The hit oft theſe, raide me e- 
Reemit both juſt, and rationall to ſer a pc- 
tiod co an unforcuaate Life , whigh cxperi- 
mentally I found,had hicherto render'd hirs 
ſo; & the laſt , made me eſtcem it as luſt, & 

Rationall, ſince hir Conſtancy [by whar ſhe 
> Ee 3 had

had ſo often & fo recently perform'd) would 
confine hir to a Fate, which the Gods had 
confin'd toeternall misfortunes, to cat off 
the cauſe of their Cruclty , and leave them 
thereby as little excuſe for the continuation 
of it, as while ſhe ſo infinitly misplaces the 
bleſſing of hir aftcion , ſhe affords them 
too-much. In bricf Madam , I was practice- 
ing but what you approvd in Snrena, for 1 
was but taking away a Life, that had indan- 
ger'd yours , which isſo great a Daty , that 
without a proportionate Injuſtice you can- 
not hinder it, Are you then Artabbanes(the 
Princeſs reply d)ſo ignorant of my affection, 
as to believe I can ſurvive the object of it?the 
Gods by what they doe, but indanger our 
Lives, but you by what you defigne, will in- 
evitably end them; can an evincement that 
] love you more, induce yon to love me, & 
your (elf the leſs; weare not miſerable c- 
nough to deſpair, when we can make our 
ſelves more ſo; & what you fo fatally defigne 
will abagg&ancly doc ir; The Gods as they 
have hitherto try'd our Conſtancyes, will in 
the fatare reward them , if what you intend 
prevent it not: Doe not therefore my Artab- 
| | banes 
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bancs doubly injare them, by doubting of 
their Mercy, and by hindering them to at 
it; I doe not tell yoa this, that 1 decline bear- 
ing you company, no, lamreadytodo it; 
By killing yourſelf , you cannot more cer- 
tainly go before me to another life , than I 
will the ſame moment follow you; neither 
can you ſuſpe , that ſhe who has bin your 
Companion 1n the ſufferings of virtue , will 
decline being ſo, when you go to reccive the 
reward of it. I ſhould never finiſh my Rela- 
tion (ſaid Symander) did I particularize all 
their diicont(es, | will therefore only tell you 
their reſale, which was, that after many rea« 


fons, Parthenilſla's prevail'd; but chen my 


Prince's tettibations had almoſt proved as 
fatall , as his Deſpair, for forcing himſelf 
ro make them in a poſtare fitting their con- 
ditian,not his,a great wound he had recciv'd 
in the (ide, unfortunatly open'd,out of which 
there iſlned ſach a flux of bloud, that the 
Chyrurgions could not be more troubl'd at 
It, than they were to ſtop it; and, one of the 
remedyes they preſcrib'd for that end, was, 
that Parthenilla ſhould leave the Chamber, 
which ſhe obcy'd, after ſhe had received ma 
ny

ny reiterated proteſtations, that Artabba- 
nes did leave off all violent defignes againſt 
his own Life, and conſequently againſt hirs, 
I will not { continau'd Symander) any long- 
er uſurp upon your patiences, ,which 1 fear 
my juſt concerns in every particular aCtion 
of my Prince's, has alrcady made me do too- 
much : You ſhall therefore only know, that 
my.wounds by the fair Emilias carc were re« 
cover'd before my Prince's, whereby I was 
free'd( by being enabl'd to wait on him ) 
from a greater trouble than they themſelves 
had bin. Saurena not only knew what be- 
long'd toa Gentleman , bur practic'd it by 
a conſtant viſiting of Artabbanes, and by 
demonſtrating as much carein his recovery, 
as if it had bin to have reſtor'd him to hopes, 
and not to have depriv'd him of them. And 
truly, except his Crimes in Love, I never 
knew hira guilty of any, nor never act what 
was unworthy the noble Title of Zephalin- 
da's Brother, but in his Flame, he was as cry- 
minall as unſucce(sfall, though his Partizans 
allcaged,that only therein being fo, it was 
not his Nature, but Paſſjon which offended, 
Daring my Prince's danger, Surena ers

ed Partheniſſa unreſtrainedly to viſit him, 
either out of Civilitic, or Revenge; the firſt, 
that he might be deny'd nothing conducive 
to his health, and the laſt, that ſhe might (ce 
that he wanted it; but as ſoon as that was re- 
ſtor'd, he loſt a converſation which made 
him think ic a misfortune; but this was ſo 
handſomely carry'd , that it was only in Sa« 
rena's abſence, who went to the Frontiers to 


receive his Brother,and his Armie; and pers, 


haps he clected that contſe, to induce par- 
theniſſa to wiſh for his return; as alſo in his 
abſence to hinder an union which had fo 
narrowly bin interrupted. The fair Emilia, 
and I, were the conſtant Embaſladors be- 
tween the generous Lovers, and by the ex- 


cellent example of their Paſſion, learn'd co 


form our owne, Surena having met Vixo- 
res, ſent him, and his Forces to joyn with 
Merinzor, but being himſelf more concern'd 
in Love, than Glory, return'd to Arſacia,. 
where he receiv'd the intelligence , that Ty- 
granes ( before Sillaces and Zenophon were 
joynd with him) being impatient at Merin- 
zor's, in ſome manner belicging him, had 
pat his Fate to a Battell which he had loſt,

and with exceeding difficaltie recover'd the 
walls of Ecbatan, under which it had bin 
fought; that when the King was reduc'd to 
the laſt extremitie, the Parthian Embaſla. 
dor, with 5000 of Zenophon's Artnie, had 
forc'd the Guardsof the Camp, and flung 
himſelf into the Citie, which he defpair'd not 
to defend, 'till Zenophon, who with the re- 
{iduec of his Armie was retreated to Chrifa- 
polis, conld fo recrnir it, as to bring the De- 
ſkinie of Mcdia toa ſecond Field, Surena ac- 
quainted che Princeſs with this intelligence, 
bat ſounconcernedly, as if che disfatisfacti- 
on it brought hir, ſappreft the contentment 
ie afforded him, But as ſoon as Partheniff 
had defrr'd the permiſſion of viſiting Artab- 
banes, which during his abſence had bin dee 
ny'd hir , he not only waited on hir to his 
Chamber, but ſent for the Governor thi- 
ther, whom he reprehended for his incivili- 
tie, and puniſh'd alfo, by discharging him 
from the Government of Arfacia , which 
made many bclieye, their feparation had bin 
his faule,not Sarena's; though at leaſt as ma- 
ny concluded, Surena praQtic'd the common 
Art among Princes, of disgracing _— 
or

for committing of obliging (and ſometimes 
commanded ) offences. That too, which 
almoſt turn'd this belief into a certaintie, 
was, that he was ſent to a command, which 
was rather a prefermentthan a Puniſhment; 
and Surena never permitted the Lovers to 
converſe but in his preſence , yer ſo artifici- 
ally, that none which had not bin exceed- 
ingly concern din ic, conld have taken no« 
tice ofit, One Evening, whea Surena was 
in Partheniſla's Chamber , there came into 
ita Gentleman of Merinzor's , who preſcnt- 
ed him a Letter from his Prince, which he 
read with often ſtarting, and change of co- 
lour, and which he had not ſooner peruſed, 


than he preſented it to Partheniſla, who 


found in it theſe words; 
MerinXor to the generous Surena.

bitherto declin'd conferring on your ſelf, thoughl 
am confident you drsreliſh'd nothing in the per- 
formance, but that you were t0 att it, 


As ſoon as the fair Partheniſla had re- 
ceiv'd this fatall-Letter , he that brought ir; 
and was the Perſon mention'd in it, went 
out of hir Chamber into Artabbanes's, wh6 
he foand all alone, and in ſo deep a Melan- 
cholly, that he was almoſt dcfiring that 
Death, the other was come to give him: My 
Prince, who thought him ſome Gentleman 
fent fromSurena to viſit him, rifle from the 
place he ſat on, and went to ſalute him ; but 
the other, firſt locking the Door , drew his 
ſword, and having told him, he was come to 
revenge his Brothers Death or to follow 
him, ran with it at Artabbanes, who by the 
reſemblance this Traytor had to him he had 
Kill'd in Partheniſſa's Chamber, concluded, 
and that truly, 'twas him he meant, But this 
as unexpected as dangerous an adventare, 
which would have diſturbed a leſs Reſoluti- 
on than my generous Maſter's, raifed his, fot 
ſtepping two or three Paces back; he put by 
as many thrults, and (riatching up the = 
RS 4 R 
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he had ſat on, made uſe of that as a (ſhield; 
the-noyſe which this ſcatile made, was ſo 
great,that it was eaſily heard in Parthenifla's 
Chamber, which was contiguons to my 
Princes, and obſerving that he which had 
brought the Letter was gone ont of it, and 
ſuſpeting the noyle lhe heard proceeded 
from the cauſe it did, and which (he ſo mach 
apprehended, immediately with the wings 
of fear, and Love, the flew towards the ſcene 
where this Tragedie was acting, and Surena 
after hir; but finding the Door lockt, the 
Priaceſs cry'd out, Will you then Surena 
permit Artabbanes to: be murther'd? yon 
thall derive no advantage from ic, for | atteſt 
thoſe Gods (who cannot be ſo,if they puniſh 
not this Sin) what ever be my Artabbanes's 
fate, I will make it mine; Surena heard not 
theſe words, for he was then ranning againſt 
the Door, which he did (o violently, and 
ſucceſsfully, that he broke it_ open, juſt as 
Artabbanes was ſo tyr'd with his unweldie 
ſhield, that his weakneſs was giving his Ene» 
mic an adyantape, which his courage would 
never have conterr'd on him, Surcna with 
his naked ſword, and by a great Cric, made

the Traytor turn abont, who finding by his 
new Adyerfarics Poſture, his Deſigne, re« 
ſolv'd to prevent it, and by a furious thruſt, 
palt his ſword throngh Suren's bodice, but 
not offending any of the noble parts, he had 
ſtrength cnough lefe, not only to interpole 
himſelf between Artabbanes(who was fallen 
down) & his Enemie,but by a happy thruſt, 
to deprive the latter of his Life, 1 -«nnot 
( ſaid Symander) ſufficiently cxalt this gene- 
rous performance, for it was as mach aboye 
deſcription, as expectation, and almoſt e« 
qually divided Partheniſla's Tears, & Chas 
ritic between the generous Ryyvalls, who 
both by their wounds, lay weltering in a ſea 
of bloud at hir feet : But the Princeſs, who 
fear'd there might be more in the Conſpira- 
cic, bclieving ſhe might defer hir gratitude 
to act hir Care,and thonght the latter ſome- 
what cxpreſt the former, ran out to call for 
aſſiſtance; The firſt ſhe mer was Emilia,and 
I, who had bin walking in the Palace. Galla- 
ries, in a converſation almoſt as pleaſing as 
the action ſhe told us of Sarena's was gene- 
rous, Emilia inſtanely ran to call the Chy- 
rurgiqns, and the Princels and 1, to ſee what 
we 
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we cold doein theit abſence ; we fonnd Su- 
rena in a deep ſwound,and my Prince on his 
knees by him, negleing his owne danger, 
and ſtopping with his hand, the orifice of 
that wound, which had calt his Ryvall into 
that condition, and which had hinder'd my 
Prince from being in no worſe a one;Donbc- 
leſs this Gallantrie was the more ſo, by being 
conferr'd on one inſenſible of it, and who 
could hardly repine at his being in ſo dan- 
gerons a condition , ſince it evidenc'd how 
pretions his Life was to the moſt accome 
plifhe of Men. Parthenifla, inexpeQation 
of the Chyrurgions arrivall , core all the 
Linen (he wore, and had the ſtrength to 
tear, with which the ſomewhat ſtopr the ge- 
nerons Ryyalls bleeding, in a confidence, 
that what was Artabbancs's deſighne , could 
not be his trouble; nefther indeed was it, for 
the firſt thing for which ſhe had his retribu- 
tion, was, for hir Care of Snrena; who ſud- 
denly afcer Emilia's and the Chyrurgions 
coming, was carry d on Artabbanes's bed, 
who woald not permit his owne wounds to 
be toach'd, 'till Sarena's were dreſt, & then 
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of ſome ſervants, he exchangd their Appart- 
ments. Surcna ( as I have faid)having none 
of his vitalls offended, gave his Chyrurgions 
no other trouble than to ſtop an internall 
bleeding, who being perfe&t in their Art, 
they ſacceſsfally did it; *T'was then they ac- 
quainted him with my Prince's care in ſtop- 
ing his wound , and proteſted to him , *twas 
from thence he deriv'd his Life, and that if 
Artabbanes's ran any hazard of his owne, it 
would proceed from his not having done 
that to himſelf, which he had done to him, 
Surena magnify'd my Prince's gallantric in 
ſuch preſſing terms, that all thoſe which 
heard him, were convinc'd, twas as much 
his Trath, as his Civilitie which ſpake; and 
having learn'd he had refign'd his Appart- 
ment to him, he was almoſt as much tron- 
bled at it, as at the cauſe of it,and ſent to im- 
plore his pardon for a fault, he had permit- 
ed and not acted, Neither did Surena's care 
extend to the formall, but even to the elſen- 
tiall parts of it, for ont of an apprehenſion, 
Merinzor might perform what he had but 
attempted, he commanded his Guard of an 
hundred Partizans, to become my Prince's, 
and 
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2nd cach of them to anſwer his Life with 
their owne, It is almoſt impoſſible ( con- 
tiau'd Symander ) to tell you how cqually 
Partheniſla divided hir viſits, and how pro- 
portionately gratitude , and affection go- 
yern'd hir; but ic is abſolately fo, to expreſs 
with how mach ſatisfaction Artabbanes ob- 
ſerv'd it, and perhaps as much fo, for any 
which knew him not, to believe it. Some 
three or four daycs after this accident, Par 
theniſla (as ſhe uſually did ) went to viſit Sa- 
rena, who the Phyſitians proteſted mighe 
then ſpeak co hir with leſs prejudice,than his 
ſilence would bring him. *Twas then after 
ſome other aſuall Civilities, and that Par- 
theniſſa began to deplore his condicion,that 
he told hir; The Gods | Madam ) which 
knew how fit ir was you ſhoald know the 
tranſcendencie of my Paſſion,and how unfit 
it was you ſhould know it by that fatall way 
in which you delir'd to be convinc'd of it, 
have ( I hope) ſo demonſtrated that Truth, 
that you can no longer donbt it; which con« 
(equently I ſhall never deplore, ſince 'twas a 
manifeſtation I wonld not only haye pur- 
chaſ'd with the hazard of my Life, bat even

with the lo{s'of ir, had nt that lofs carry'd 
with it a greateri and knowing Madam, that 
you are perfe& ih all yoarateributes, 1 can- 
not doubr, bur the higheſt Paſſion , may a- 
ſpire to the higheſt reward, and that mine is 
ſo, cannor be a greatercertaintie,than your 
not belicying it (6 ts-an injuſtice, Parthe» 
niſſa, who expected reproches inſtead of re« 
queſts , liſten'd to the latter with ſacisfacti- 
on, and'indeed it was the lefs tronbleſorne of 
the two,'for it is fo, to have requeſts made, 
than to make them; Hir criminall ſuſpiri- 
ons of Surcna's being accef{arie to,or at lealt 
permicting Artabbancs's intended Murther, 
merited a higher penance than ſhe then ſaf+ 
fer'd, and concluding it better not to disco- 
ver hir offence, than to obtain a forgivenels 
for it, ſhe elected the firſt of theſe,and there» 
fore only anſwer'd him ; That the generous 
Surena hasas infinitly oblig'd me, as he has 
his Ryvall, cannot be a more indiſputable 
Trath, than that the ſtrange way , in which 
he has preſerv'd Artabbanes for Partheni(- 
ſa, isan evidence how mach the Gods are 
concern'd in his being fo preſery'd ; fo that 
there wants in the obligation to render it 
ks ab" 
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perfect , but that you will make, the ſame 
conſtruQtion, of the ſame performance, Oh 
Gods (ſaid Sarena) jt is high time ro deſpair, 
when. eyen thoſe. very arguments which c- 
vince the height, and pureneſe of. my flame, 
ae perverted toinferences,that | ſhould cx- 
tinguiſh it, or reſigne my hopes to him that 
has not ſolegitimate ones, Partheniſla, who 
perceiv'd by this reply, that ſhe had roach'd 
him ina place he was,more ſenſible of, than 
of his wounds , began in hir ſubſequent diſ- 
courſes , to give him hic reſolutions in ſach 


terms, that though Surcna evidently read 


hir intentions, yet he conld hardly quarrell 
at thoſe expreſſions which acquainted him 
with them, W bilR affairs were in this con« 


dition in Arſacia , thoſe in Ecbatan were 
ſtrangely alter/d, ſince Syllaces had caſt him- 
ſelf into it; chat.generous Prince by his Cou- 


rage, & Conducts, fo raiſ'd the Defendant's 
reſolutions , that their Fears of preſervit 


.the place,were- much leſs than Merinzor's of 


not obtainingit,; neither was-this the only 
productions of hjs virtue, for-by the anin- 


termicted, and-viſible effes of it, he had 


wone ſuch an Aſccndent over the King of 
Gg 2 Media's 
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Media's inclinations,that neither the affeQi- 
on he had given Mcrinzor, nor the preſent 
hatred he payd him, could in degrees either 
equall the eſteem or Friend(hip he had fo 
juſtly contracted for my Prince's Friend; 
who ſo well improv this acquifition , that 
hc had no angrounded hopes to render Ar- 
tabbanes ar leaſt an equall ſharer in this 
good fortane. And thongh Merinzor who 
had learn'd from whence fo ſuccefsfull a re- 
fiſtance proceeded, did alleadge, that Sylla- 
Ces, by taking up Arms, had violated and 
infringed the dutic of an Emballador ; yet 
it hinder'd not Syllaces from proceeding in 
what he had fo far adyanc'd , buc inouced 
him to offer Merinzor the Combate for the 
clearing this aſperfion, which he declining, 
his allegation was anſwered by a large Mani- 
fcſt, whoſe effeRt was; That being 1imploy'd 
from his King,to negotiate a League for the 
mutuall deſtraRion of their Rebels, he did 
nothing againſt his Commiſſion or cmploy- 
ment, if he contributed to what he came to 
ereat of, But at length, all the joy of his fre- 
quentſucceſſes were extingniſh'd in the fa- 
nas. 3 ahas 
whic 
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which was brought him by a Spye he had 
ſent into. the Enemies Camp, who only 
could aſſare him of that misfortune, but not 
of any particulars which ſuccceded it; Sylla- 
ccs-to make his Enemies wear his Liveric, 
by Tygrancs conſent, drew ont all the For- 
ces of Ecbatan, but thoſe which were upon 
the Guard, and in the dead of Night , made 
ſo furious an attempe on Merinzors Camp, 
that he ſent ſome Thouſands to ſleep erer- 
nally , and doubtleſs might have rail'd the 
Siege, with the Garriſon, had not an unfor- 
tranace Dart given him ſo dangerous a wolid, 


that his Souldiers conyerted their care of 


viaorie, into one for him; and the former he 


 himſclf had fo far advanc'd, that the latter, 


for as much as,concern'd his bringing off, 
was not difhicale; he was met at the Gate by 
the King, who gave to the Danger of his 
ProteQor as many Tears, as to his own, by 
ſo facall a deprivation. Syllaces,who (as well 
as his Phyſician) thought himſelf in the ate 
of Death,defir'd that his Chamber might be 
empticd of all but Tygranes, of whom he 
implor'd, that he woald confer chat high at- 


fetion he had honor'd him with, on - reab-

banes (if living) and Lyndadory, for whoſe 
reſentments, hidclitic, and eſteemotfir; he 
would give his dying breath for ſecuritie, & 
that if he might receive an aſſurance of this 
Conceſſion, he ſhould leave the World with 
asmach ſatisfaction, asthe leaving it in fo 
ill a conjunRture for his affairs, would per- 
mit. Tygranes, whotn advetrſitic had (et 
into the wayes of virtue, by the dictates of 
it, and by being ſenſibly touch'd by the laſt 
requeſt of ſo generons, and dying Friend, 
furl granted it by Tears, and then by Pro- 
teſtations, which gave Syllaces, a ſatisfaRion 
his preſent condition ſeem'd to be nncapa- 
-ble of; But the Gods had: reduced him to 
thisextreamitie, but in order to their ating 
a double Myracle, that of reſtoring him to 
Life, and Moneles's blond , to Tygrancs's 
favour , and good opinions I cannot-tell 
whether the joy of that grant contributed to, 
or acted the former, but I am certain, from 
' the Minate he receiv'd it, as if the/bodie had 
patticipatediin the fatisfation'of the Minde, 
-it began eo amend ; but-ycr'ſo lowly, that 
Tygrancs had bnt tov-many experiences,

you the concluſion of it, which was, that 
though Artabbanes ,did like Artabbanes 
both in courage and conduR, yet by the fall 
of the Gentleman in blue. Armor, and-by 
being neceſſitated twice to fave the King of 
Media's Life, & remount him, it wasalmoſt 
dark, before the Gods had put a period to 
the Battell, & heto the Execution; in which 
the Traytor Merinzor fell, and above 20000 
of his ſide, ſo that my Prince's Revenge, and 
his Vitorie, were both concluded in one 
ation; ſuch ſtgnall events conld not but 

roduce reſembling joyes in him, who re-+ 
trarn'd from the Parſuit with his' victorious 
Froops, to preſent them , and himſelf to 
Tygranes, whoſe Tent he fonnd inviron'd 
with Tears, inſtcad of acclamations , which 
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was occaſion'd by a fatall yound the King, 
at the concluſion of the Day , had receiv'd 
by an Arrow ſhot at random; Artabbanes 
( by an exceſs of generoſitic } at the newes, 
allum'd a grief as reall,as great; and learning 
the faichfull Zenophon was by Tygranes, 
he went without any interruption where he 
lay: The King ( thongh extream ill, no 
ſooner ſaw my Prince's Arms, than he cry'd 
our, *Tis to that generous Perſon that I owe 
twice a Lifc, which the Gods are reſfolv'd no 
longer to lend.me; but I defire that the laſt 
action of it, may be toembrace and acknow- 
ledge my Deliverer. Artabbanes at theſe 
obliging words, pull'd off his Helmet, and 
Zenophon no ſooner ſaw his Face, than he 
cry'daut;' Tis Artabbanes,'tis Artabbanes: 
Who proſtrating himſelf before his Kiag, 
told him, The Gods (Sir) are my witneſles, 
that I had long ſince the ambition to pay 
you thoſe ſcrvices, which you are now s wy 
{cd ſo much to over-valac, had not the Tray- 
tor Mcrinzor, by falſe ſuggeſtions brought 
you into ſo great a difidence of that Trath, 
that the Danger of coming to manifeſt it, was 
almaſt as great , as were my delires to - ie; 
ak

but thoſe Powers which vindicate Inno- 
cence, haveart length brought Merinzor to 
that Pate , he would have impoſ'd on Mone= 


ſes, and have made one a Contributer to that - 


Juſtice, which has hitherto ſaffer'd, by his 
having occaſion'd the ſuſpending of yoars. 
This free, and generous declaratjon , made 
Tygranes believe 'twas my Prince, as much 
as Zenophon's naming him; for he had ne- 
' yer knowa him, bueby that Character the 
faithfall Zenophon had'given of his Perfon, 
and Minde. Fygrancs, who found the hand 


of Death upon him, believ'd he conld not 
more excalſle the Crimes of his Life, than to 


ſilence thar hatred which had bin the high- 
eſt offence init, was beginning to manifeſt a 
Converſion which had nothing of imper- 
fetion in it , but that ir had not carlicr ſhi- 


ned, when ſome Gentlemen brought in one: 
into the Kings Tent ( for there was never a 


one ſet apbar his, neither hag that bin , but 
for the danger of carrying him to Ecbatan) 


who thoughalmoſt cover'd with bloud, yer * 
fome internalls discloſ'd, that his Arms, be-- 


fore they had bin o fatally ſtain'd, were of 
Azine , which: made Arcabbancs not only

know 'twas that gallant Man, the 'want of 


whoſe aſſiſtance had fo long ſuſpended his 
victorie, but deplore his loſs, at a rate which 
- even countervail'd his ſucceſs, Theſe were | 
the dictates his inclinations to generofitic 

inſpir'd him with,but as ſoon as. the worded 

Gentlemans Helmet was taken off, he ſawin 
his dying looks the charming features of the 
Prince Syllaces; Oh Gods! what did not my 
afflicted Maſter ntter at{o fad a ſight; withs 
out ſo.much as con{idering Tygrancs(wholc 
Tears were ſo obliging, as a while to inter« 
poſe between his ſight and the objeR which 
created them ) he fell on his generous friend, 
and expreſt by Groans, when his words 
fail'd him, ſuch ſignall,and preſſing ſorrows, 
that it even divided thoſe of the ſpeRators, 
and made them think him as juſt an obje&t 
for their Grief, as he hadeſteem'd his friend, 
For his: I will not determine whether the 
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Chyrargions had given him a Cordiall, he 
was almolt in a condition not to need one; 
and had bin entirely ſo, if after having a 
while faintly opened his Eyes, & diſcover'd 
Artabbanes, he had not embraced him (o 
paſſionatly ( fearing perhaps never to doe it 
again) that allhis wonnds opened , and by a 
ſecond floud of Blond,caſt him into a ſecond 
fainting, Tygranes , whether out of (ympa- 
thy, or a precedent weakacſs, fell into the 
lame condition, which fo divided the care, & 
Tears of all that were preſent, that never any 
Victory was cſtcem'd (o dearly purchac'd , 
or ſo1ll celebrated. It was abont balf an hour 
before the Chyrurgions brought either the 
King orSillacestothat Life which had ſeem- 
ingly abandog'd them ; but the laſt of them 
return'd to it much ſooner than the furlt, for 
his woands were of a far leſs dangerous na- 
ture , and being bound up, as alſo forbidden 
any more ſuch unfortunate Demonſtrations 
of his Friendſhip, as his late embraces had 
prov'd , he began to ask of Artabbanes,hig 
Adventures; but in (o confuſed a way, that 
the disorder conld not be greater, than his 
concern in them thereby appear'd : The

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ones curioſity, & the others obedience, were 

atime ſuſpended by Tygranes's temporary 
recovery , this was but a Lightning before 
Death , which made -ſuch -violent, and 
rude approches,that he-needed-not the Chy- 
rurgions Art-to [carn his Fate; which he 
firlt cold the two friends of, and that with a 
conſtancy, which equal'd their ſorrows. The 
generous Sillaces, whether as a Freind to my 
Prince ,or Tygranes , ſo ſucceſsfully made 
the latter ſenſible of the wrong he had done 
Moneſes'& his-whole Family,thathe ſeem'd 
more afflicted for that , thanfor his preſent 
condition , which recciy'd-no ſmall refreſh. 
ment by Artabbanes proteſting he was eX- 
treamly aftlicted, that his firlt Service ſhould 
be his laſt, & that he wonld wrong Moneſes 
more than he ever had, if he believ'd not to 
have found out his miſtake, was the greateſt 
reparation he ever expected for it, Tygra- 
nes confaſed with many ſach flattering ex- 
preſſions , publiquely declared , Moneſes 
was his legitimate Succeſſor, & Artabba- 
nes after him, which was received with more 
joy , than there were open expreſſions of it;

Sillaces , he told him, And you generous 
Prince, cannot you furniſh me with ſome 
occaſion before my Death, to evidence the 
eſteem [I have of your Friendſhip , and of 
thoſe ſignall obligations you have conferr'd 
on me# Sillaces was ſo-ſtrack at that fatall 
Queltion, that he had not the power to make 
ieany return; which Tygrancs obſerving , 
he comanded all in the Tent but my Prince, 
and Zenophon, to leave it, which being 0+- 
bey'd , addreſſing his diſcourſe to my, gene- 
rous Maſters fricnd, told him; It was with no 
ſmall ſatisfaction, that I learn'd one of my 
bloud could captivate Sillaces;thoughl have 
ſkeem'd ignorant of your affairs,.yet] am 
not ſo much a Stranger to them, bur thatI 
know Lindadory is honor with a paſſion 
you have for hir,and hir Father hasdeclyn'd 
making hir the reward of it, upon conſider- 
ations , which will more extenuate my uſage 
towards him, than any thing | can ſayin my 
own juſtification; 1-conjure you therefore. 
(Tygrancs conting'd, ſpeaking to Artabbas» 
nes ) that you let your Father know my laft 
requeſt, which Ieven deliver with my dy- 
ing breath, is, that your Siſter , may be al- 
——-. mn 
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lowed the liberty of hir own eleCtion., and 
that he may not be entierly difprovided of 
what is requiſite for the maintaining of both 
their Qualities, I hereby conferon Sillaces, 
all the falſe Merinzors fosfcired Eſtates , & 
the Eſtates of all thoſe who have adbar'd to 
him; Had the Gods bin plecas'd to have 
given me the fair Lindadory ,1 would thus 
have given hir : Moneſes cannot ſuſpect a 
Conncell 1 would my (elf have pratic'd, and 
in which he will receive as much ſatisfaRion, 
as I ſhould , were I .confident he would ob» 
ſerve my deſires. The generous Sillaces at 


_ the end of theſe words , wonld have flung 


himſelf at Tygranes Feet, as ſomeexpreſlion 
of his ſatisfa&tion , which could hardly cx- 
cced the Kings, when Artabbanes aſfar'd 
him in Moneſes Name of an exact obedience 
to his Commands; Never was there a Tent 
at once (o repleniſh'd, with Tears, and joy, 
as this; and perhaps never was there more 
cauſe for eicher. It ſeems the Gods had pro- 
tracted the King of Mcdia's Life, that the 
expiration of it, might repait the faults in it; 
for; ſome two hours after , he dyed, in dis- 
courſes ſo conſtant, that the manner of his 
EE | 2 AA - =.

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Death, confol'd the Beholders of it. Artab- 
banes and Sillaces having given their Tears 
to lo great a fall, Zenophon took care 
to have Moneſes proclaimed Kin 


thronghont the Armic, and Citie, which 


was receiy'd with acclamationsſo loud, that 
in the largene(s of them, there was evidenc'd 
2 proportionatejoy. The Faneralls of Ty- 
pranes were the next day celebrated with a 
Military pomp, his bodic being afterwards 
ihterrd in the Tomb of his Fathers, over 
which my Prince erected {0 prond a Monn- 
ment, that his goodneſs was known, in his 
Magnificence. WhilR theſe requiſite duties 
were paying , Sillaces's recovery was (a 
much advanc'd, that the doubt of it wasno 
longer Artabbanes's fear , who every day 
with Zenophon ,. acknowledg'd him the 
ProteQor of Media , and reſtorer of Mo« 


neſes, who by a ſolemn Embaſſie, was invited 


from a Solitade coa Crown,the greateſt and 
leaſtextreams. Neither did Artabbanes 0» 
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derable Army , was my Prince's next care; 
which he was more troubl'd howtocmploy, 
than how to raiſe ; For his Intereſt, and the 
many Peoples hopes which depended on 
him, and ſerved under him , were very ratio» 
nall inducements immediately to-march & 
cut off the Roots of ſo dangerous, and (o 
near extinguiſh'd a Rebellion;but the going 
to attempt Arſacia, and to force Partheniſla 
from-Surena, were more powetſull induce- 
ments to flic with his Armic to fo glorious, 
and ambition'd a Deſigne; for the anderta« 
King of which , he fortified his inclinations 
with theſe Reaſons; That no conſideration 
ſhould tranſcend that of 'a generous and 
fruicfall Flame. That an occaſion of Con« 
quering a Kingdome might every day be 
offcr'd, but thar of relcaling the fair Parthe- 
niſfla (cldom or- never; who could not be 
more troubl'd at the cauſe of the continu- 
ance of: hir ſufferings, than at the ſufferings 
themſelves, and that.thereby he would more 
Injure hir, than Saxena had; That: entirely 
tocxtinguilſh the Rebellion, there necded 
nota War, but-a Progreſs over the-King+ 
dome ;. That Z<nophon , with ſuch Forces

as thejoy of this Change would draw under 
his Colours, would be more than ſufficient 
to finiſh what was fo far advanc'd ; and that 
by the dictates of Reaſon , 'as well as Love, 
he ought toemploy his Courage, where ir 
was probably to mect with the brighteſt re- 
ſiſtance; and that was , where Surena was in 
Perſon , who was not only the moſt conſide- 
rable Enemie for Power, and Reſolution, but 
being a Forreigner, and having Parthia to 
befriend hima,onght firſt to be attempted, & 
dislodg'd. The Generous Sillaces's opini- 
on, and Reaſons, concurring with my Prin- 
ce's herein, heaſlum'd the Reſolution , and 
that roo-firmly to admit of the leaſt ſhadow 
\ of variation; The next morning therefore 
in agenerall Aſſembly of the Offiters, my 
Prince acquainted them with his deſigne, 
which he fortified with ſach pregnant rea- 
ſons, & deliver'd in ſuch an accent, as made 
many believe he rather ſummon'd them to 
approve his Counſell, than to receive theirs; 
ſo that partly out of judgement , partly out 
of complyance, the refalt of the meeting 
Was an unanimous approving of jthe moti- 
on, Artabbanes therefore immediately 

 -  __-- - nn 
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pave Zenophan Commiſſion toCommand 
an Army for the xedutionof Mediato Mo- 
neſcs's Power, and three dayes after, had a 
encrall Rendezvous of all his Forces, un- 
der the Walls of Ecbatan, which he divided 
into two equall Parts, giving Zenophon the 
one, and taking the otherto himlelf, Silla» 
ces was yet ſo ill of bis wounds, that he was 
not capable of undertaking the Command 
of Zcnophon's Armic, nor of ſo much as ac« 
companying my dear Maſter in his. I omit 
the.lad words at their ſeparation, which was 
no longer delay'd than that time took up, 
which was employ'd in the laſt embraces, & 
ia Artabbancs's leaving his generous Friend 
the Command of all things behinde, and of 
the whole Kingdome,in caſe the Fortune of 
the Wardrew him out of it; My Prince too, 
found ſome conſolation.in Sillaces continu- 
ancein Ecbatan, That, being the Metropo- 
lis of Media, and conſequently the place 
which Moneſes would reſide at ; whereby he 
might not only have the opportunitie of 
being near the King,andit might be of Lin- 
dadory, bur that alſo by the incyitable 


charms of his converlacion, procure from. 
| the. 
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the former, the latter. My impatient Maſter 
having thus disiritangl'd himſelf from all 
obſtacles, which might any longer protract 
his ſo paſſionately ambition'd March, began 
it the next day,with an Army,which though 
not conhiting of above 14000 Horle and 
Foot, yetin the Quarrell it hadaflum'd, he 
thought anreſiſtable. The next day after we 
had lcfc Ecbatan, our Spics brought asin 
word, that Vixores ( Sarena's brother ) had 
fafcly recover'd Arfacia,with all thoſe Parthi« 
3s that had eſcaped Mcrinzor's defeat, which 
with ſome other Reliques of chat Partic, had 
ſo increaſt Sutena's Troops , that learning 
the weakneſs of outs, he was determin'd to 
bring the diſpute co a Field, and had dif 
patch'd away Vixores for all thoſe Forces, 
which yet continud an inteſtineWar in Par« 
thia, that if the Gods blaſted his firlt hopes, 
he might not be diveſted of all. Artabbanes 
with unequall'd (atisfaQion receiv'd this ad- 
vice, for he :thoughrevery thing a felicitic 
which avoided protraction: And leſtSurena's 
ſcodethoughts mighr prove leſs obliging thZ 
his firſt, my generons Maſter ſo precipitated 
his March , chatin cightdayes he discover'd 
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thoſe happic and facall Walls, within which 
the fair Partheniſla made hir involuntary re 
fidence; not far from whence he discover'd 
Surena's Camp, which was (citaate in a mg{t 
advantagions and convenient place, Never 
(continu'd Symander)did I obſerve in my 
Prince's looks ſo mach of contentment and 
forrow intermingl'd ; the firſt was deriv'd 
from his vicinitie to his Princeſs, and from 
the Power he had to diſpute hir by Arms; & 
the laſt was, from the reluctancie he had 


contracted for the neceſſitic of employing 
his Life againſt one, from whom he had (o - 


often receiv'd it, and for whom he had a 
Friend(hip ſo great , that nothing could 
come in competition with it, bat the Paſli- 
on he had for Partheniſſa, Whilſt his Army 
was drawing ap, he rcſolv'd to write to Su- 
rena, to whom he ſcnt a. Trumpet with this 
enſuing Letter...

For my part ( ſaid Syman- 
der) I contributed nothing toi, for taking 
with me an experimented Chyrurgion, Iran 
to my Princes body,which 1 found too-large 
a ſabjeQ for the evincement of his Art; His 
wounds being bound up though with no 
fignes'of Life , we ereted his Tent over his 
Body , and lay'd him on a Pallate. And be- 
cauſe | knewif the Gods would reſtore him 
to Life, that nothing would more accclerate 
his recovery , than my aſſurance that Surcna 
had wanred nothing for his, I cauſed the care 
of them to be ascquall, as their davger , & 
carry d Surena's body to a neighbour Tent, 
leſt their being in one might have bin preju- 
diciall to both. It was at the leaſt three hours 
that Artabbanes continu'd in his Swound, 
for his recovery out of which he had no was 
ter bur my Tears ;at length the Gods were

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which he embrac'd me; one -part of his 
ſtrength being employ'd to.enquite atter his 
Enemy , aid the other to reward the care of 
him. The enſuing Night was given entirely 
to reft, by which he reccivd ſo high a re- 
freihment, that next morning he had per- 
fetly recover'd the ule of ſpeaking. The firſt 
employment he (ent me upon , was to Viſit 
Surena , whol found ( by reſembling mira- 
cle to my Prince's ) had no one wound that 
was mortall , and health cnough recover'd, 
to acknowledge that Civility which fent.ro 
enquire after his. When Artabbanes knew 
this happy Truth, he aske of his Chyrurgi- 
ons, whether the removeall of Surena to Ar- 
facia, might be effe&ed without any hazard, 
or inconvenience ; to this he was anſwer'd, 
affirmatively , whereapon commanding all 
bat me out of his Tent, he told me, Go Sy- 
mander from this ſtep to Surena, and tell 
him , that his Liberty which the Gods have 
given me as a puniſhment for having des» 
nyd Partheniſla hirs, I doe reſtore him, & 
had not contina'd that Combat in which he 
loſt it, had not onr diſpate bin fo cquall, 


that any overtare of cnding it by words,

' than of him; bat now that I can evince my 
ſolicicouſneſs for him, proceeds from aclear- 
er principle , I embrace this way of ſerving 
him with more joy, than aflume at whar 

ives me the power of doing it : Tell him 
withall , that he muſt now offend the Gods, 
if he offends any longer Partheniſla, & that 
the former have ſo miraculouſly preſerv'd 
his Life, to give him ſo large an occaſion to 
repair the crrors of ir; But | fear ( ſaid Artab- 
banes )I ſpeak. ſo much of this, as it may in- 
vite him to believe I am gratefull, but in ex- 
pectation that he will be more lo; therefore 
convey him to Arſacia, and tell him only,I 
am atleaſt as much-troabl'd that I can not 
pay him that duty, as at what hinders me 


from ic. I was(contina'd Symander)as much. 


aſtoniſht at this Command, as Surena was 
whenl went toobey ir, whoin generous re- 
tributions axcepted of an obligation , 
he could neither haye defir'd nor hoped. 
Sarena's being convey'd from the Ar- 
my to Arſacia, conld not inſpire the laſt 
with more joy , than it Cid the ficſt with 
wonder, When he came to the Gates, which 

was 
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was the place where I took leave of him, he 
made me many Apologies for not having 
bin able to wait on my Prince, to have ac- 
knowledg'da Galantry which nothing could 
proportion but thevalue he plac'd npon it, 
and his ambition of repaying it. Five dayes 
Artabbanes continw'd in.mote trouble from 
Surena's {ilence,than from his own wounds, 
which had cloſ'd themſelves much faſter, if 
the distempers of the Minde , had not hin- 
der'd the cure of the Bodie. 1muſt acknow- 
ledge 1 did not only belicyc that Surena had 
conveyed both himſelf, and Partheniſla, in- 
to ſome more remote place, but told my 
Princeſo, which thonght of mine he reſent- 
ed as ill , as he coald have the performance; 
and thongh | cold him , that by what Surena 
had formerly done, my now concluſion was 
not itrationall,yet Icould not make my opi« 
nion his; bat che {ixch day, all our (uſpitions, 
and doubts were refoly'd by a Letter which 
Surcna ſent by a Trumper; The words, to 
the beſt of my Rememberance, were theſe:

Ealignes, that his hopes had now no Cloud, 
bue the pratraction of them. 1 belicye I 
need not tell you that my Prince , when! he 
was recover'd, perform'd hourly the parcof 
a Generall, an Engineer, and a Pionecr, lca- 
ving no function unpractic'd, which might 
accelerate his approches, and put him into a 
fclicitic , for which he had loſt fo mnch 
bloud,and fought ſo many Batcels. In brick,

and co add to this-miſeric, at length it ceized 
on-my Prince too, and ſo dangerouſly, that 1 
apprehended the loſs of his- Life, in that of 
his hopes.

procured for them from Orodes, a Liberty 
to diſpoſe of themſelves, & their City as their 
Intereſt, and Inclinations ſhould lead them; 
which as ſoon as they knew, they had ac« 
quainted Surena,that both thoſe bound them 
to offer ap themſelves to their legittimate 
Prince; to which Surena reply'd , that had 
he not.concluded they wonld have fo cm- 
ploy'd the Conceſlion, he wonld never have 
obtain'dit; and that ſince they were ſo well

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- attempt ; he would return with more confi. 
derable Forces torcſtore hir peace, than ever

| mp Artabbanes with their Keyes, & 

y imploring him to believe, they had bin 
long {ince fo diſpoſ'd of, had they had the 
diſpoſall of them, My Prince having rail*d 
them ap, granted them a Pardon for a fault 
which indeed others: had committed, and 
promiſ'd them in the Future, an affection, 
which ſhould recompeance their Preſent. He 
then enquir'd of them how Surcna had dil- 
poſ'd of himſelf, fince he concluded by the 
intereſt he himſelf had now in Arſacia, that 
"Twas no longer the place of his reſidence,

" the Godsit ſeems being ſo intent on the infelicitie 
of: Monarchs, that to effeCt it , Fbey make contra- 

ries produce a reſembling event: But though 
theſe he ſome of the inconwvenitncies of Gorvern- 
ment, yet the whole muſt ſuffer more for want of 
one, than any par ticular can by undergoing 1t;and 
be that knoys the Troubles of a Crown, and yet 
dares wear one for his Countreys Good , may in 


the merit of the oa fiwde ſome kind of. 
Ant 14ote 
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eA ntidote again(s the miſertes which attends it: 
Fear nothing, but to do Injuilice , then youll 
ba ve this conſolation, that what misforrunes you 
wndergo, donot belong to the Perſon, but the fun- 
F108, Go: Artabbanes and Rule a'Nation,whilit 
] ambition but to rule my ſelf ; Giroe Lyndadorie 
Four Aﬀection, and Care, and the Gods give you 
as much happineſs in the wearing a Crown , as

This generous Letter was no ſooner fi- 
niſh'd, than my Prince found how true the 
contents of it were, by looſing a Father the 
firſt hour of his putting on a Crown : He 
gave to that loſs, thoſe retribations which 


the beſt diſpolicions are capableof; And 


learning from thoſe which brought him the 
occaſion of his ſadneſs, that Moneſes wasun- 
altcrable in his Reſolves, & contemned the 
World, asmanch as now it courted him, as 
alſo that they had bronght Letters th:reof 
to the Nobilitic of Media, which too im- 
ported the reſignation of his Crown to him, 
and his deſires, and Commands to them, of 
accepting him for their King ; He rcſolv'd 
to defer his Coronation, till things ofa highs

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er concernment were brought toſome iſſue, 
and cill he could preſent that Crown which 
was preſented him, to hir who in bis Indge- 
mene better deſerv'd it, and for whichend 
only he rejoyced to have it, This new alter- 
ation ſuſpended his journey, bat it was only 
ſo long as the depating the generous Zecno- 
phon Chief Governor in his abſence did 
take up ; ſo that the next morning, aban= 
doning the Glories of a new Crown, and fo 
many thouſands of Pcople who ambition'd 
to inveſt him ia it , he ſee forwards for Par- 
thia, only taking me with him, and both of 
us ſo disguil'd, chat we were hardly know- 
able to each other. All the time of our long 
journey,my King cntertain'd himſelf in De= 
fignes how to accompliſh his Princeſs's Li- 
bertie, and if at any time he interrupted his 

owne filence , *twas to communicate ſome. 
ſtratagem to me , or eo cnquire if I had 

found out any worthy his knowledge, This 

being oar only employment , we thoughe 

on ſo many Plots,that we hoped all of them 

would not be fruitleſs, We had alreadic (o 

far conquer'd our Voyage , that we were 

come to the top of the Monntain —_

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when from thence we might discover the 
adjacent Plain cover d with Armed Troops; 
ſome of the wilde Inhabitants of the place 
from whence we took onr Profpett, rold- us, 
they were Parthians, which was the ntmoſt 
of their knowledge, Artabbanes therefore 
ſeatdown one of the leaſt irrationall amsgft 
them tobring him a more clear informatis; 
[This Meſſenger, aboat the break of Day re- 
turn'd tous again, with this Aſſurance , that 
Two Parthian Princes, Sillaces, and Snre« 
na were joyar-Geacralls of that vaſt Body, 
which was going to Fight the Roman Ar- 
mie which lay near the City Charres, and 
was commanded by one Crafſus. This news 
ſarptiz'd as, and made us believe our Intel- 
ligencer was miſtaken, by his joining Silla- 
ces, and Sarcnain one Commillion, which 
we concluded Orodes contd'neverdoec ; but 
he was ſo paſiitive in his repeared Relation , 
thac my Prince reſolv'd to mingle himſelf 
with the Parthian Army! { who were chen 
pulling down their Tents for a March) and 
katn the Truthof what he had fo much canſe 
to doubt, This was not difficale for ns to ef- 
fe, for going alicnic aſide in thoſe Rude 

0 a 
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Places, 'till ſome of the firſt Troops: were 
paſt as, we join'd the others withoat being 
ſulpeed, orcxamined. We had not rida 
Quarter of an Hour in that manner, when 
we perceiv'd the generous Sillaces riding 
from one Diviſion to another, animating the 
Soaldiers againſt the difhicultic of the way , 
and making of them keep their Ranks as 
much as the illneſs of it would permit. Ar- 
tabbancs thinking this was a fit time to dis- 
cloſe himſelf co his Friend, and to learn from 
him his own Fate in the fair Partheniſla's, 
tooke the opportunity to doc it, when he was 
gotten on alittle height to view his Armies 
march , and only attended by a Couple of 
his Domeſticks. Sillaces had well-nigh , at 
my Kings naming himſelf, diſcover'd who 
he was by a paſſionate embracing. him, 8 
'ewas with no ſmall violence that he kept 
himſelf from doing it; but having ſent on 
ſome employment thoſe that were near him, 
and gotten into a rctir'd Place , he there per- 
mitted his Arms to take with ufury, what 
ke had till then ſuſpended them from, Here 
the genenerous Friends having finiſh'd that 
part of their entertainment , which might 
0 have 
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have bin dangerous if viſible, and as crouble- 
ſome if nor performed, leſt Sillaces abſence 
might be obſerved, he put bimſclf at the 
head of his Armie , where all oat of reſpect 
kept themſelves at ſo great a diſtance, thar 
calling Artabbanesto him during that dayes 
March, chey had ample and ſecnre lea(ure 
to acquainteach other with what had hap« 
pen'd fiance their ſeparation; Sillaces, who 
knew my Kings impatiencie,told him , that 
at his return, Orodes had receiv'd him with 
large, and open demonſtrations of affcRion, 
and with many acknowledgements for what 
he had afted for Tygrancs,and againit Me- 
rinzor; That he allidaonlly viſited the fair 
Partheniſſa, which both his dutic, and affe- 
Eton oblig?d him to, ſince that after hir c- 
ſcape ont of the Ifle of Eden, the Princeſs 
Lindadory and Zephalinda returned to Ni- 
neveh , and {ince Þ arthenilla's coming thi- 
ther, they Three had bin inſeparable; "That 
Orodes contina'd his Paſſion for my Kings 
Miſtris, with as much Violence , and unſuc- 
ceſsfulneſs as ever; that he was dayly more 
and more confirm'd in a confidence , that 
Suxena had not cxtingaiſh'd his Flame for 
75 ——_ TC 
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PartheniſTa, but refign'd hir to Orodes, as 
being a leſs dangerous Ryvall ; That the 
King of Parthia, being told of ſome misun- 
derſtanding between Surena and him, had 
pablickly defir'd, and enjoyned their recon- 
ciliation; and to perfect it, had made them 
joynt-Generalls againſt Craſſus, who having 
ſpent roo-much time in robbing the lews 
Temple at leruſilem, was now come loaden 
with wealth, and Sacralidge, to invade Par- 
thia, and was not diſtant aboye three dayes 
march; Laſtly,the generous Sillaces told my 
Prince,that the fair Lindadory was conſtant 
ic hir Bleſſings to him , which left him no 
ſhadowy of fear, bat that the King of Media 
would think [what he confeſt) that they were 
too-gnworthily plac'd. The King of Media 
(aid my Prince} thinks they are (o juſtly, 
that if his Love to Lindadory were capable 
of acce(lion, hir choyce.& conſtancic would 
Infpire-it. Oh Gods!( reply'd Sillaces) am ! 
then in ſo tranſcendent a condition ? You 
are ( (aid Artabbanes) if the Truth of what 1 
rell you can make you ſo; and that you may 
no longer doubt it, Lindadory is at my dil- 
poſc,and conſequently at hir owne, & yours; 
22- , -  0_ 
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Thercupon he told him of Moneſes prefer- 
ing a Solitude before a Crown, and of his 
having conferr'd that of Media upon him, 
with the care of his fair Siſter. Theſe exta- 
cies of loy made the March not tedious, 
though the way might have render'd ic 
much ſo: This was the cauſe that before 
Sillaces thought the Sun had run half his 
coutle;he was near his ſer; Thoſe therefore 
which were truſted wich the Camping of the 
Armie, came to advertiſe him they had 
found a far place for that end, and deſir'd his 
orders; For he and Surena commanded the 
Armie by Dayes, after the Conſallaric man« 
ner. Sillaces having viewed and eleed a fie 
Camp for ſolarge a Bodic, and given the 
requiſite orders for that nights diſcipline, & 
ſecuritic, withdrew himſelf co his Tent, that 
he might the better enjoy an entertainment, 
which he valacd much, yer not more than ic 
deſerv'd to be fo; but having the place emp- 
tied of all but Artabbanes, Surena came to 
viſit, 8 acquaint him with a defigne he had 
pat in execution, of drawing Craſlus out of 
the Straits, & Moittains of Balliſſus,into the 


Plains of Mcſopotamia, where the Parthian 
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Horſe would have an advantage, which gave 
bim more than hopes of a Victory, I cannot 
tell you { ſaid Symander ) with what emoti- 
ons and (urprizes my King conlider'd him- 
ſelf ſonear Surena, & how many times he had 
his hand upon his Sword,to demand a finall 
Reaſon of him for all choſe Miſeries he had 
involy'd him ia, & ( which was much more 
fenſible)che fair Partheniſla, But the reſpet 
he pay'd Sillaces, & the apptechenlis he had, 
how great a hazard the Quartell of his Coil 
try mightran , by ſo unſcaſonable adecifion 
of his own, which probably would eng 

an Armic too-much againſt it {elf , that had 
alrcady. bat too-much againſt ic, fuſpended 
his rclentments; but leſt his-Looks might 
one way.occaſion,, what-he had (upprett in 
another, be withdeew-himaſclf 'till Suzcna by 
retorning had Ichi Sillaces alone, whocold 
my Prince , that his Coltcague had fo well 
deluded the Roman: Generall , by the Arts 
of Ariamnes,a Parthian of excellent dexce- 
rity in ſuch negotiations , that Craſlus cle- 
vated too by the freſh arrivall of Pablius 
Craflas( his Son ) with one Thouſand men 
as Arms fent him. by Lolias Cafar, had 
quitted 
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quitted the faſt Countrics where his Legi- 
ons were invincible , arid was marching fo 
precipitately to the Plains of Carres, which 
he had elected for the Generall Field , that 
if we make not haſt, he will poſlels himſelf 
of all the advantages of it , before our arti- 
vall, which makes us ( continu'd Sillaces ) 
relolve (o to accelerate our march , that the 
Roman Courages by their attendance, ſhall 
pot cool. This News ſtirt'd Artabbanes's 
blond, and made him determine before he 
preſcnted himfelf ro his Princefs, to let hir 
kaow the Arms with which Craſlus had 
beaten him, were not by thoſe of honor, 
Sillaces with rapturcs of joy, receiv d this 


allourance,and could not doubt of the Vito» | 


ry , liace my Prince would folicit , & Court 
it, In brief, two dayes after the Parthian & 
Roman Armic ſaluted each other by fight, 
but the day was ſo farſpent, that they both 
concluded there would not be left enough 
for adeciſion , which would be lo well dil- 
puted. That Night then was givea to reſt, 
and preparation for the enſuing Day , which 


no ſooner dawn'd , than Surena, whoſe turn 


it was to Command, drew out his Axmie, 6 
bas! © 


the- 
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the better to delude the Romans, he cover'd 
the Armour of his Men at Arms ( which 
were all of polliſhe Margian Stcel ) with 
the Skins of Bealts , which made Craſ* 
ſusſay, he was going to a hunting, not a 
Battcll; His right Wing was led by the ge- 
perous Sillaces, who was accompany*'d by 
my disguiſed Prince, richly Armed, and ad- 
vantagiouſly monnted , but the firſt con- 
ceal'd by an ob(cure Coate ; The Battell Su- 
renaled, and the left wing Vixores, who as 
his Brother,was reſtored to Orodes's favour, 
Pablius Craſſus had the condact of the 
right wing of the Roman Armie, Marcus 
Craſlusofche Battell, & Caſſius of the left; 
The Nations of which theſe Armies were 
compos'd, was evident by the firſtencoun- 
ter, which was ſo furious , and blondy, that 
one might have concluded of the Progreſs , 
by the beginning. Pablius Craſſus routed 
Vixores's wing, whoſe Horſc unfortunately 
ooing to the Charge , had render'd him un- 
capable of performing it; which fall, more 
inconvenient than dangerous , (for it but a- 
maz'd him) gave Craſlus not only the liber- 
ty of ating what he did, but alſo of hinder- 
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ing them from rallying; this unhappineſs ar- 
riv'd at the ſame time, that Marcus Craſſus 
gavea bloudy impreſ[is on Surena's Bartel], 
and ſo much diforder'd ir, that Artabbanes 
calting off what cover'd the beauty , and 
richneſs of his Armor , flew where his Cou- 
rage, and condu&t were but too-neceſlary, 
His firſt relief was given to his Ryvall, who 
*rillit came, fought more in deſpair, than 
hope ; bat my King having meramorphoſ'd 
his condition , weat to relieve Vixores's 
Troops, who were both the Romans Chaſe, 
and Qyarrie. The heat he was in, made him 
lifrap bis Helmet, which being ſhaded with 
Carnation Plumes, brought fo large an ac- 
ce(ſion to his nacarall good mcen,, that thoſe 
which beheld ir, were as mach pleaſd with ir, 
as with his aſſiſtance; which he chen affoard- 
ed tholcof chat routed wing, by heading a 
ſmall partie, with which deſpiling all Ene- 
mics, bur the Chiefeſt , addreſt his main 
charge, to the young Craſſus, who atthe 
head of his Troops , he kill'd with his owne 
hands;and ſome Parthians according to their 
barbarous caitome , cutting off his head, 
and carrying it on the point ofa Launce, ir 
2 "I" ..----1-. 0” 
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brought as much Terror to his Partic, as ſo 
lately it had (acceſs. This was the firſt 
dawning of the glorious event which that 
day ſhin'd upon the Parthians, and this was 
ſo generouſly follow'd by him which began 
it, that thongh ſome fatall wounds he re- 
ceiv'd in the Triamvir's owne Battalion , 
render'd him uncapable of finiſhing what 
he had made ſo large a Progreſs in, yet the 
Victorie remain'd entirely to the Parthians, 
by which you may imagin how far he had 
advancd it, whea they could conclude it 
withont him. In that blondic day my 
Prince fo repair d the wrongs of Treachery, 
that he wanted nothing of an entire ſatisfa- 
tion , but that Craſſus knew not, he had 
done ſo. The generous Sillaces , who with 
his ſword had made many waycs to Glo-« 
ric, inthe purſaing of it, recciv'd from me 
the fatall Newes, that my Kivg was able no 
longer to doe {o, which madc him abandon 
all deſignes, bat thoſe of retarning to ſerve 
Artabbancs; whom I had carryecd into his 
Tent, where he found him in a condition 
too-too-ſafficient to cloud , and make him 
deplore that dayes ſucceſs ; For alas the 
Fs eurning 
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warning of the bloud zfter the dreſſing of his 
waunds bad caſt him into a (wound , which 
Sillaces had like to have accompany'd him 
.in; Bat the Gods by reſtoring him to him- 
(lf, did the like to his generous Friend, who 
gave ſuch ſignall demonſtrations of Joy for 
that bleſſing,tbat had not the high perform« 
ances of my Prince that day, render'd them 
only npon that ſcore legitimate, by the 
greatne(s of the cftes, thoſe which were 
preſent, might have jadged to whom they 
were payd, But Sillaces, that he might not 
be ſeparated from Artabbanes, ſeat Surena 
.word, that ſome hures render'd him ancapa- 
ble of proſecuting the ſucceſs , which there- 
fore he left entirely to his Care; neither in» 
deed was this an abſolute fition , for be had 
receiv'd Five wounds, yet none {o dangerous 
as to have produced that detention which a 
nobler impedimentedid, In this great day 
there fell aboye 20000 Romans,and the next 
we learn'd, thatSurena by many flights had 
firſt gotten Marcus Craſſus ont of the Citic 
of Charres,& then into his Power, by pro- 
miſes of Life to him, and his remaining Ar- 
mie, if they would cmbrace Orodes's mercy,

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Though the Roman Sonldiers forced their 


Generall tothis, yer he repayd their great 
Crime, with a proportionate Generoſtitic; 


For as he was going to Surena , turning- 


about, and addreſſing his ſpeech ro ſome 
Patricians, he told them; If any of you, O 
Romans, ſurvive this ruine , tell the Senate, 
'ewas not my Souldiers neceſſirated me to go 
into the Parthians hands, but my Fate, 
which being confident toreceive from them, 
] go toembrace with joy, as believing my 
bloud will prove a Ranſome for the ret of 
my Countrey-men , who, if they faw me die 


by my owne hands, might have 2s much + 


provocation to imitate , as they will have to 
reveng: me. Theſe words, when contrary 
ones were both deſerved and expetted, drew 
Tears into many Eycs, and drew Octavius 
& Petronius along with their General), who 
as the Romans ſay, being brought before 
Surena , was immediately marcher'd with 
thoſe which accompany'd him; and as we 
ſay, ſome high language paſſing between 
 Snrenaand him, Octavius drew his Sword 
to vindicate the Triamvir, which occafion'd 


all their Deaths : howſocver it was Craflns's 
head 
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head was cut off and ſenc co Orodes, I may 
not omit | continu'd Symander ) to let you 
know, that the Patthians , who had unani- 
mouſly obſcryed they deriv'd their Glory 
from the ubiquitie, of the Courage & con- 
du of one, whoſe good Mcen,and Arms 
render'd him alſo exceeding remarkable, 
came to Surena , and implor'd the fight of 
their Deliverer; which he alſo acknowled- 
ging himto be, to ſatisfic laſtice and Them, 
made a diligent but fruicleſs enquirie afcee 
my Pciace; but this ignorance of whom he 
was, and where to finde him, conferi'd on 
him an honor greater than their knowledge 
of both, would have produced ; For the ad- 
mirable effects of his Courage, his abandon- 
ing them when they no longer needed it, & 
the declining of a Glorie , which no Morcall 
could have fo great a reſignation as not ta 
owne, led ſome of them to think , it mighe 
be the Tutclary Angel of Parthia : This 
particular opinion being publiſh'd, became 
the generall Faith, in the ditates whereof, 
collefting together all the combultible 
Arms of the Romans, the Parthian Armie, 
caſting themſelycs into a Ring, ſet Fire to

the Pile, and accompany'd the aſcenſion: of 
the Flame with loud ſhouts of acknowledge» 
ments, and Gratitude to Ifis refidence, who 
was the cauſe of both, This high recribation 
of the Parthians to my Prince's Valour

much as ſaſpected of partialitic, and whoſe 
enjoying the benefte of it, made them the 
more comp:cent ludges of its greatneſs ) 
brought not near fo- much ſatisfaction to 
him, as his wounds (which render'd him un- 
Capable of paying his Ducic to his Princels ) 
did the contrary.

That generous 
Prince, who by this time ( which was fifteen 
dayes after the Batte)l:of Charres)foundA r- 
2abbanes in amending condition, & himſcif 
4na travelling one,obey'd Artabbanes's in- 
ccflant (olicications, having fiſt receiv'd 
a rcitterated allurance of his following 
him as ſoon as he was ablc ; he would 
| have. allo Iefe him fome truſty Do- 
meſticks , buc my Prince would detaine 
none but a Chyrurgion, of whoſe fideli» 
ty be.-was as confidene, as of his Skill. 
Silaces & Sarcnabcing gone to Sclatia, we 
tranſported Arabbancs from the Camp in- 
toa Neighbour, Village , where there was 
le(si[l- accommadicivn than ia the Ficld, 6 
where, we-1cniained 'rwo Moons before he 
thought himfelf.in a poſture fic to make uſe 
of a Horſe; During :our rcfidence there we 
heard frequently from-Sillaces, whoſe lecters 
were [till confiramtions of his belciving Su- 
rena had filenc'd buc noc extinguſh'd his 
Paſlian, and that that was Orodes's Faith as 
well as his, who therefore ſcem'd to be more 
jab! d chan pleas'd ar his ſuccels, arid who 
Te 3 every 
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every day disclol['d ſomeſachs ſy mpromes of 
his being not well ſatisfied with him, thatir 
was generally thought thoſe ſignes wonld 
turn into effects, which Surena's high Car- 
riage would not alittle contribute to the ac- 
cellerating. Artabbanes, who knew Surena 
had almoſt as mifch diſcretion as Love,con- 
cluded he would noro far incenſe his King , 


as that it ſhould be publickly taken no- 


tice of, unleſs he were prepar'd for ſome high 
Defſigne,and ſought bat a provocation to be- 
gin it, This rationall belief, put the poſle(- 
ſor of it upon an irrationall -reſo[ntion; that 
of beginning a Tourney to:Sclutia, before he 
was well able to walk in his Chamber, and 
againſt the advice and Prayersof the Chy- 
rurgion , who proteſted! it would at caſt 
more than hazard a Relapſe; longer than his 
firſt indiſpolition: But my King, though he 
weredeaf tous, yetafcer his firſt dayes jour- 
ney, he could not be ſa-toihis Pain; & weak- 


nels, both which told and made him bclicye 


what he would not from us. And indeed his 
Indispolitionwaso great, & ſo long like to 
continue fo, 'that we removed hiny oa pri- 
vate Country-houſe that we then: were in, 
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being too-common of it (elf, and ſeated in a 
Roade that was ſo. Artabbanes's remoyall 
from his firſtreſidence , and his then taking 
ſo retird a One, made him july apprehend 
he ſhould be deny'd the ſatisfaRtion of his 
Friends Intelligences; he therefore coman- 
ded metogoto Sclntia to acquaint Sillaces 
with his refnovall , and perfectly co learn all 
the transaQions & intrecacies of the Court, 
which he ſaid he thought conld no way be 
ſafelyer nor better effected, than by employ- 
'in2 me. To obey this Command immedi- 
atly I cooke Poſt, and upon the Third Day 
towards the Cloſe of the Evening, came to 
the end of my Tourney ; bur as 1 paſt along 
the Streets toa Friends Honle, whom1 darit

Krange murmuring Crouds of People, and 
amongſt others {o deep a conſternation , 
thar 1 concladed 'twas no common Cauſe 
which had fo excraordinary a productis.On 
my arrivallat my Friends, whom 1 happily 
found at home, 1 enquir'd what created theſe 
unuſuall effects, He was as much (urpriz'd 
at myQueſtion,as 1 was ac his Anſwer, which 
waS , That Orodes haviog aflum'd ſome 
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high lealouſicaof Surena,cither apon3 ſcore 
af Love or. Power, had that Day ſeizedion 
him; and afcer.a ſhort hearing & Sentence, 
had but evenaben pur him to Death, which: 
ſo ſtrange and ſudden a proceeding was the 
the caule of 1bole unvſuall Crouds in' the 


Citie, the very. Commonalty admiring; the - 


viciſſitade of Fortune , which in few hours 
produced (o ſtrange a Revolation , that he 
for whom (orecently Scaffolds were bnilt to 
behold his triaphs, now had ſome to behold 
his Execution ; Neither is this the only 


cauſe of what,you enquire the reafon of, ſince 
'tis firmly reported, that even in this momee: 


Orodes is forcing a Felicity from Parthe- 
nifla, which hir Conſtancy has ſo reſolutly 
_deny'd him ; But this is ſo improbable a 
Crime, that many bclicve 'tis divulg'd by 
Surcna's Partizans, to make his Martyrdom 
appear the clearer, and the more certainly 
0 have it reveng'd. You may believe I was 
not alittle ſurpriz dat this relat16, which the 
more 1 reflected on,the more I fonnd cauſe ro 
conclude, that the latter part of it was true , 
becanſe the former was; and that Arſaces

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| £ution, bat for an end which was more con- 
fiderable than that los; and 1 knew nothing 
could appear ſo to him, but the fatisfaRion 
of his Flame. ' Twas therefore; that haſtily 
abandoning my Fricnd, I wear ap fo to the 
Palace, reſolving by my owne Death , of 
by Orodess, to prevent- a misfortune 1 
much more jultly appreheaded than either:

ric. The noyſe I made in my Fall,made ſome

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Guards in the room of him that had freſhly 
loſt that office with his Life) to look to Su- 
rena as hewould anſwer it with the loſs of 
his own; he forthwith gave order for a Scat- 
fold to be erected before the Palace Gates, 
and ſolemnly proteſted, that on it, before 
the Sun ſer, Sarena ſhould loſe his Life. He 
heard theſe laſt words as he was carrying a- 
way , and therefore turning about with a 
Countenance altogether quiet and ſerene, he 
told Arſaces, 1 thank you Sir, and | conjure 
you to keep your vowes; for the next ſatisfa« 
Rion to the prevention of Partheniſla's dis- 
honor, is not to ſurviveit: Arſaſes only re» 
ply'd by a ſhaking of his head, and by aſe- 
cond Command having made Surena to be 
carticd away , forthwith ſent to the chicf 
Tribunal of Iaſtice in Selutia, to fit and 
condemn him.

And though what 
had begun,too-pregnantly evinc'd the teper 
of thcic Souls, yet the Eloquence of inno- 
cenceconfpiring with the fight of fo many 
admirable and groing Beantics , which were 


fo near an eternall fading, operated fo cfhica- 


tiouſly, that they retir'd ( diſſolving into 
Tcars} unto their King; & acquainted him 
wich the cauſe thereof, which alas was fo 
far from having a proportionate Inflaence 
on Him , that what had converted them in- 
to water , turn'd him into Fire: For ludging 
of the Cauſe by the produRion , they could

The degenerate Arſaces 
believing Parcheniſla had ſome fatall Wea- 
pon in hir power, hat thus Authorizd hir to 
threaten an enraged King ( for he knew hir 
too-well, to have {o mach as a ſuſpition of 
hir thus proceeding apon.any-other ſcore ) 
ſuddenly (c:zed upon both hir hands,and af« 


ter commanding one of his Guards toſearch 


hir, and co take the caule of hir Confidence 
away , he told hir with a furjous look; The 
certainty of that Sanctuary which made you 
with (ach infolence deſpiſe me,& my:Flame, 
Is not in your Power, and you arc 1n mine; 
ſo that what you rcfus?d with.ſcorn, if you 
implor'd with Tears 1 would now deny un- 
to you, in the ſame manner you declyn'd 
the aceptance of. it from me; nor can the 
contept you have endeavor'd co throw upon 
my Crown be jaſtlicr Reveng'd, than by the 
Power of it , which by all that's Holy, ſhall 
no longer beg, what ic can take. Therenpon, 
with a Countenance which rcliſhe nothing 
but of Fury, and Luſt, he commanded thoie 
which waited on him, toclear the Roomof 
all bur Parthenifla ; which was going co be 
put in practiſe, when he that Arlaces .had 
: * . commanded. 
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commanded toſearch, and Disarm hir, told 
him, there was nothing about bir which 
could deſtroy hir Life, tor the certaintic of 
which, he engaged his own. This ſtrange 
allurance made all the Tyrant's other Patlt- 
ons religne themſelves into Admiration, & 
that ſuddenly yielded ic ſelf unto loy ; for he 
believ'd Partheniſſa had ated the Part of 
Deſpair, as a laſt clay, and then was reloly'd 
to yield to what ſhe could not reſiſt; This 
flattering Faith was created in him , by hie 
having no viſible means corefift his Power, 
inatime, when he had folemnly (worn to 
conquer hir with it, if by his Paſſion & Pere 
ſeverance, he-did not doe it by then. Neither 
did the fair Partheniſſa's. filence all this 
while a lictle contribute to this belief; bur a» 
las, hirs proceeded from an other Cauſe, for 
by this, the Poyſon had made its fatall Ap- 
proches, ſo near the throne of Life, that the 
hand of Death-began to draw an ob(cure vail 
over the vitall ſpirits, and ſo greedily toſcize 
on the Noble duclling of a Nobler ſoul, that 
Arſaces had ſcarcely proftrated himſelf on 
his knees, to make Partheniſla thoſe recribu- 
tions, the joy of his laſt faith, had made bim 
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eſteem ſo juſt a Debt, when ſhe began to-re> 
tirc to a Pallet, which ſhe had no ſooner 
reach'd, than ſhe fell on it, and having brea- 
thed a ſigh , and indiſtintly Pronounc'd 
your generous Prince's Name , the Beaucies 
of Vermillion, refign'd their Empire to the 
colour of lanocence, the faireſt lights which 
ever did, or ſhall ſhine , became Eclipſ'd 
with an.etcrnall Night, andthe Admirable 
foul, of a bodice that was ſo, took her flight to 
an other, bur cquld not taa Fairer Dwelling. 
Here the faithfull Symander was fo van» 
quiſh'd with his own rclation., that he had 
noe the power to continue it; neither had his 
generous Hearersthar of deſiring him todo 
it, for they were o ſenſibly affeted with this 
deplorable and fatall part of his Storic, that 
their Curiofitic refign'd its room amo their 
forrow, to which they (o juſtly and uncon- 
hn'dly abandowd:themſclves, that they ful- 
ly jaſtified: the vaſt grief of Artabbanes, 
fince they ceferting/fo. much: only by theie 
bcing Hearers-of the Loſs, they could not 
bur expect much moxe- from- him+-that/ was 
the ſufferer of.it : : Av length: they were fo 
mach friends their Grief, that they _ 
| N 
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jur'd the afflicted Symander by a contina- 
ance of his Storie, ro divert them in forae 
depree, from their being fo intent on that 
ſad part of ir, Sy mander, to obey this Com- 
mand, by many ſtrugglings with his grief, 
finally obrain'd ſo much the vitorie over 
it, as thas to proſicute what he had brought 
ſoncartoa conclation:; This relation of the 
fair Parthenifla's Death, which invaded you 
with.ſo high a forrow, had fo reſemblingan 
operation on the anconſokble Emilia , that 
it was abovye' an hour before hir tears and 
ſighes would permit hir to continne hir rela- 
tion, which ſhe did in theſe tearms: As foon 
49 the Barbarons Arſaces faw the fair Par-

furic, he began to believe himſelf fo hor- 
rid, a Murtherer., that who ever he ſpake 
unto , was inſtantly. -ſtrack- with Death, 
which. though crue , had bin a -puniſh- 
ment inferior to-. his Sin ; and in. this 
belief , he, ran frantick--up' and, down the 
Chamvecr, crying'inthe perfect accent, and 
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yoyce of horror and deſpair, Gods! give me 

Partheniſla again, give me Partheniſla a» 
gain; and after a thouſand friatleſs offers 
of (cizing on the Swords of ſome of his 

Guards, heat length ran his head with (o 
much violence againlt the angle of that great 
Cabinet which ſtood by the Pallet on which 

the dead Parthenifla lay , that he thereby 
not only recicy'd a large hurt, but fell ſpeech- 
leſs & ſenceleſs at Parchenilla's Feete, where 

he continu'd groveling in his bloud, till his 
Guards carrycd him into his own Appatt- 
ment to have him dreſt, Here ( ſaid Sy- 
mander to his generous NRearers) the fair 
E milia ended hirrelation , and began again 

hir weeping in (uch excetfs , that it even

doe I believe ſhe.would have ended hir-

But Artabbanes, 
who knew how requilite death was to his

TEE IIRCIOAN Rn as

\T his Gentleman. further told me , that 
though theſe Deaths, and thisſtrange. way 
of deploring them in Qrodes , lefe lictle 
room for other ſorrows, or discourſes, yet 
ſome there were , who did both grieve, and 
wonder, .at the ſtrange forcing of the Prin- 
ceſs Lindadory's Pallace , athir being car- 
rycd away by unknown perſons , and at the 
not hearing fince., what was become of hir, 
or the Prince Sillaces, who:the ſame Nighe 
had follow'd hic Raviſhers. This News 
(contina'd Symander ) I thought unkic to 
communicate to-my. Prince, leſt it might

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bring an acceſſion to that grief, whoſe ex- 
tintion was my higheſt care. The next 
morning therefore we continn'd our jour- 
ney with our accuſtomed filence ; but when 
we came within a dayes journey of this Pa- 
lace, there happen'd an accident which 1 
cannot but acquaint you with, Not far 
fromthe Road in which we-travell'd , ncar 
the fide of a little Grove, we discover'd cighe 
Horſemen , who aſfanlted a Gentleman that 
defended- himſelf with ſ@ much reſolution, 
as \hew'd the difference ofthe numbers did 
but render the-Combar cquall, My Prince 
moy'd with the generous - Strangers Cou- 
rage, and apprchendingat-length he mighe 
ſtand in needof his, pulling down the fighe 
of his Helmet, with his Sword drawn he gal« 
lop'dup to him-juſt as one of his Encmies 
bad kill'd his horſe, by whoſe fall he was ſo 
much disorder'd., that had not Artabbanes 
by a furions blow kill'd one of thoſe who 
preſt him the molt, the Stranger undoubr« 
edly had exchang'd-Pates with his Enemiet 
Artabbanes having thus reliv'd a danger 
which was impoſſible any other way tobe 
eficQcl, ſuſpending his Sword inthe - Ayrs 

and- 
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and commanding me to doe the like with 
mine, addreſt himſelf ro one who ſeem'd to 
be the chief of thoſe who had begun ſo nne- 
quall a Combare, and told him; Thongh 1 
am ignorant inthe cauſe of your Quartcll, 
yet 1 baye (ome reaſon to ſuſpeRit is not 
juſt, becauſe you depend upon your nam» 
bers for your ſucceſs; yet if you pleale to ace 
quaint me withie, I will iogage my ſelf na 
longer todefend your enemic, than 1 finde 
my (elf eonfin'd anto. it , by the duty of 
- Juſtice, Whoever thon are (. the other re 
ply'd with an infolenttone) who haſt made 
thy (elf my Egemic, and then wouldſt bave 
- me make thee my ludge,: know our differ. 
ence docs not.concera thee ; but ſince thoa 
haſt made thy (elf fo much a Partic, 1 will 
make my ſelf the Iudge , and doe candemn 
thee to ſhare igthar death, thon vainly en+ 
endeavour'ſt co hinder. Therenpon he dart- 
cd his Iavelin at my Prince, who recciv'd it 
ln his ſhield, and then charg'd him (fo briske 
ly ,thathe found his coorage proportion'd 
his infolencie; this 'uſage had no unfruirfall 
return, and though itdelerv'da fignall pu- 
- iſhment, yet hexeceiv'd an honor that was

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ſo,: dying by the hand of Artabbanes, By 
this time the Stranger had mounted himlelf, 
ypon the Horſe of rhe firſt man that wag 
killed , & farioully thruſting inco the nid i& 
of his enemics, by two uarcliſtable blowes, 
leſſen'd as many of their. number ; the rei 
amazed atour aſliſtance, and at thoſe admi« 
rable deaths, made fo faint a defence, thae 
-the Combat ſaon.cnded, with theie Lives, 
The Stranger chen liftiog up his Helmer, 
which was ſhaded with a great Plume of Fea- 
thers of Aurora colour, as his Armonr was 
of the like, and garniſh'd with (ach refulgeac 
Stones, as ſufficiently manifcitcd their Ma« 
ſer was of no ſmall Qualitie, came ro Ar- 
tab banes with ſo much Grace, and Majcftic, 
that I was charm'd with it, and told him;Ge« 
nerous Stranger, low you my Lite, and will 
atany time pay you that deor with as much 
 fatisfaQtion as | contracted it; bur 1 muſt beg 
your Pardon if a.confideration much highee 
than my Life does now force me from you, 
which I ſhould acquaint you with, did I not 
jaſtly fear the time it would take up, would 
binder me from paying a dutie to a Princefs, 
who before-the obligation you placed on 
me, merited all Minc,and yen yer does mee 
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ritthe moſt of ir: But that I may not here- 
after be guiltic of that ingratitade, which my 
higheſt concern makes me ſeem guiltie of 
now, | muſt deſtreto know my ProteRors 
Name, that when the Beautie | ſerve has no 
farther employment for my Sword, & Life, 
1 may know where to offer both, to him, to 
whom I acknowledge 1 ow. them, and for 
whom [will with much more joy employ: 
them. Artabbanes,extreamly ſatisfied with 
this Gallantric,and as much moy'd with the 
Cauſe of that haſte the Stranger ſeem'd to- 
be in, reply'd; My-Name , generons Stran- 
aer, isas unconfiderable as the lictle ſervice: 
you are pleaf'd to think I did yon ; But were 
it as great.as your acknowledgements , b 
ſhould yer conceal it, keſt yon might thereby 
believe I pretended 'to a- debt, 'you have bat 
t0o-abundantly fatisfh'd alreadie ; You' rc 
tribute ſo mach for ſo little,and you thereby: 
appear ſo worthy to be:oblig'd , that I can» 
not but offer :your my ſervice in the relief of 
that Princeſs you areſo intent.upon, the in» 
equallicie of your late combat, makes me be- 
licve your Enemies-are not acted by the 
- pinciples: of Honor, and therefore if not 
tar your-own ſake, yet for. hizs youſo macts

value, and who perhaps ſets a greater race 
upon your Life , than you do on your own, 
refuſe, not the aſſiſtance of a (word which 
has. bin fortunate enough againſt all , 
but him that wears it, This ſtrange con- 
claſton bad doubtleſs given the Stranger a 
Curiolitic of deliring ro know what occafi- 
on'd.it, if the great haſte he was in had nor 
ſupprelt ir, which was ſuch, that it hardly 
gave him leaſure to make this Reply; You 
cannot be ſo unjuſt to your (elf, and me, as 
to conceal your Name upon the {core you 
mention, and therefore | believe {ome high 
cauſe invites you to it, which ſhall ſuſpend 
my deſire of learning it; Your virtue I am 
confident will guide me to you as certainly

the acquainting me with your name.lſhould 
obey you ſaid the Stranger) it it were nov 
to make my (elf fruicleſsly known nnto 
you, which would be a manifcſting of my. . 
fclf too-low, both for the obligations, & the- 
ſence I have of them:Permit me-thereforeto- 
decline that honor 'till t derive it from my 
ſervices, which1 will ſeck you- over all the 
world to pay you , as ſoon as-I am put intoa 
Capacity of doing it , by having payd mine 
unto-my Princels:, the neccllicy of whoſe 
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condition I beg may appologize for my now 
leaving you, which nothing elfe could make 
me hope for , or invite me to. Therenp- 
on faluting my Prince with much hamility, 
and haſte, he tnarn'd abont his horſe and 
follow'd the Tract of a Charriot with 
\ ſuchcelerity, that we ſoon loſt ſightof him. 
Artabbanes was fo much taken with the 
good Meen | and-civility of the generous 
Stranger, & (oſympathiz'd inhis concerns, 
that he ſuſpcaded his vſaall melancholly to 
entertain me with them, which yet he did 
bat for a little time, and then in his -ac- 
cuſtomed manner, contina'd his jonrney his 
ther , where wearriv'd without meeting any 
thing elſe. worthy . your knowledge , and 
where my King has receivd an Oracle, 
which makes me hope what I conſider'd as 
an inventionof minc, was-an inſpiration of 
the Gods. 

' Twas thasSymander' ended the Hiſto- 
ry of his Kings Life, and. then beg'd Par- 
don from his generons Hearers for the 
length of his Relation, &for all thoſe faults: 
he had bin,, or thoſe omiſſions he might be 

guilty of. 
Arxeavaldes and Callimmachvs having: 
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both tooke notice with mach civility of Sy» 
mander , and ackriowledged: how well he 
* hadacquicted himlſelf,went ro Artabbanes in 
the Gallery, wbo.though they found'in an 
excels of ſadneſs, yet by the-knowledge of 
3ts cauſe,they were ſo far from condemning, 
that they participated in ir. But the good 
' Callimmachus, who-knew the Gods pro- 
miſes to him, & their power of performing 
them ,, on thoſe two Subjects; endeavour'd 
by the aſliſtance of Artavaſdes, to change 
his ſorrow into Faith, which yet prov'd but 
a frgicle(s attempt, For Artabbanes knew 
xhe atmoſt extenſion of Faith. was to att a- 
bovye reaſon not againſt it, and therefore 
found in his own. condition, too-high a cer- 
tainty of its admitinga chavge. | Severall 
dayecs were ſpent in ſuch ſacceſsleſs employ- 
meats, and torecoyer the two Princes out 
of a dangerous relapſe, into which they were 
fallen, whoſe cure had recarded their intend- 
ed-Sactrifice ordain'd them by the Oracle: 
bar Callimmachus finding the Princes in 
perfeR healch, and eſteeming it high time.
